Discussion centered on holds as follows: With reference to 
the Assessor’s compensation and the Assistant Assessor’s compensa- 
tion, Osborme Dugan noted that the combined total for that depart- 
ment including health insurance for the Assistant Assessor is nearly 
$40,000 and that for that figure the town could hire a fullume profes- 
sional. In his view maybe we do not need the three semiprofessionals. 
Muniel Lazzarini of the Select Board noted that because of problems 
this past year the Select Board did not give a raise to the Assistant As- 
sessor. 

Gerry Shapiro noted that because of early retirements in the State, in 
Boston, the processing of revaluations and assessment approvals was 
inefficient, and that Assessors had to have documentation and approv- 
als before we could issue tax bills. Dean Amidon moved that the salary 
of the Assistant Assessor be reduced to $8455 and hours at that 
amount not considered appropnate for fringe benefits, because the As- 
sistant Assessor seemed to him not to be available except for the posted 
office hours. Gary Shaw requested information from the Salary Com- 
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mittee concerning the amount comparable towns pay for assessment. 
Michael Storch replied that the Committee had no indication and that 
this salary was in their view set by the Select Board and that in his view 
the Assistant Assessor should be available 20 hours per week. Michael 
Feltser commented that if the work were being done to a satisfactory 
level, we should leave this figure alone. Susan Cooper noted that if we 
cut this budget item, and the Assistant Assessor leaves the job, we might 
not be able to fill the position, and she trusted that we would not put 
ourselves in that position. Peter Brown of the Select Board noted that 
the salary is set by the Assessors, as are the hours, and that he (though 
he did not know about other members of the Select Board) had called 
Boston and had been told that the Assessors had not returned informa- 
tion and that they did not do their job. Gary Shaw pointed out that the 
Assistant Assessor doesn’t work just the six hours he has in the office, 
but is out in the field most of the time. It was his opinion that no way 
would you find a certified person to do the job for the salary figure if it 
were cut. Mr. Dugan stated that we could get someone if only one sal- 
ary were involved. Richard Tryon noted that the Assistant Assessor had 
not visited his place to revaluate his land, and asked for a show of 
hands for the persons who had had a visit from the Assistant Assessor. 
Noting that no hands had been raised, he then asked that the amend- 
ment be approved. A hand counted vote showed 57 in favor and 27 
against lowering the salary figure. 

The next item for discussion was the raise for the Town Of- 
fice Administrative Assistant. Richard Tryon asked why we were giving 
raises and at the same time laying off teachers at the Regional School. 
Munel Lazzarini oAs a hold had been placed on the Police Expenses 
budget, Munel Lazzarini noted that while it was important that the 
Chief explain arrangements for part-time officers, she believed it was 
important to have the town know that only the Select Board could sign 
an acceptance for a grant the: Town received from the Federal Govern- 
ment in response to an application by our Police Chief. Ms. Lazzanni 
noted that we should be very proud that we got this grant, and grateful 
to Gareth Backhaus for his work in the application, because we are the 
only town in Massachusetts to get this Federal funding. She noted it is 
for community policing, and is a way to encourage people and thus pre- 
vent crime. This grant will allow the Town to have an extra officer for 
this function at no cost for the first year, at a cost ranging from three to 
thirteen thousand the second year (depending on the outcome of a 
grant application we make every year to the state for benefits), between 
6800 and 16000 for the third year, limited by the same conditions, and 
between 29 and 39,000 the fourth year. She noted that fines bnng in 
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$16000 each year to this department. Chief Backhaus noted that this 
allows the town additional assistance by a fully trained professional, 
with the same level of responsibility as emergency workers and firefight- 
ers, and that in the fifth year we have the nght to vote out this position 
if it has not proven useful. The services of another fully trained officer 
can be available to Monterey as a result at very modest cost. Osborne 
Dugan commented that the government wanted the town not to de- 
crease but increase this budget item. Rodney Palmer noted that we 
can do with less like our neighbors because he does not believe we 
have more cnme now. Moving the question, to leave this item un- 
changed because the grant was contingent on leaving f the Select Board 
and Daniel Monarty of Finance noted that the Select Board employees 
were the most important asset of the Town, that the Select Board was 
in favor of this compensation, and that a total of only $7000 was re- 
quested for these employees. 

Moving to the Town Report budget item, which had been cut 
by more than half, the Town agreed that until a report on good paper 
with a good cover had been delivered in a timely fashion (as we are stl 
one year out of date) this figure be maintained at $1000. The meetng 
concurred by voice vote. expenses at the same level, the voice vote was 
unanimous but for two negative votes. 

The Town moved to change Plumbing, Gas and Fire Inspec- 
tor’s titles, to “Plumbing and Gas Inspector” at $2150.00 and “Fire In- 
spector” at $2000.00, with little discussion and positive voice votes. 

Since Chapter 70 funds will go directly from the State to the 
School, rather than be paid to Towns as had been thought, there was a 
vote to pass over and eliminate the funds for Chapter 70 as noted in the 
warrant, removing them from our budget. The figure for Education was 
therefore lowered. 

As for Winter Maintenance of the Town roads, an amend- 
ment to $140,640 was requested, as this more clearly reflects what the 
Town has spent for that function this past year and we anticipate the 
same level of expenditure next year. Richard Tryon asked that we 
should go to the voters for more money when we need it, and not to 
request this amount at this tme. The Town voted to approved the 
amended amount by voice vote. 

The budget for Council on Aging had been cut by $1000. 
Munel Lazzarini reported that the Southern Berkshire Elderly Trans- 
portation group noted that Monterey used their service for only one 
person last year, and they requested we lower this amount since we do 
not used it. A state grant of $2300 has always been used for this func- 
tion, as matching funds. Asked how we would offer this service if 
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needed and with concern for the standards of volunteer service, Karen - 
Shreefter noted that Elder Services has trained volunteers and that 
these persons could take up the slack. Dean Amidon asked if we even 
have a Council, and Muniel Lazzarini noted only Bonnie Jurgenson is 
on that Council and we need volunteers. 

The budget was voted on as amended and approved by voice vote.

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Discussion centered about the legality of this proposed bylaw. Jona- 
than Sylbert of the Select Board noted that as the By-Law applies to 
everyone in the Town and State and is not selective, it is legal. Mr. 
Amidon read an article from the Boston Globe, reprinted in the Berk- 
shire Eagle, regarding the accident potential of such watercraft. Mr. 
Stevens asked how many accidents had been reported in Monterey and 
Police Chief Backhaus replied that he was not aware of any such acci- 
dents here. Martin Cherneff asked who would enforce the By-law and 
was told the Environmental Police would do so. Peter Brown of the 
Select Board noted that the Environmental Police would also have to 
approve this By-law, which was presented by citizen petition, even be- 
fore the Attorney General’s approval is sought. Chns Cobb com- 
mented that construction around the lakes makes more noise than 
some of the watercraft, and that people need to have fun. Nanette 
Hucknall replied that near her house these watercraft come to only 15 
feet away, traveling at such a rate the license plate cannot be glimpsed, 
that they cannot see swimmers at that rate and do not seem to follow 
the law. Asked why Lake Buel was not also targeted for a ban, Dean 
Amidon noted that Lake Buel is shared with New Marlborough and 
that this bylaw is Stockbndge’s bylaw. Rick Mielke noted that we hold 
this public forum to restnct only one lake, and that in warm months 
there is no access at Lake Garfield, and that it is the operation of these 
boats which seems to be the problem. Glenn Heller asked why we 
could not consider restrictions on time, and on closeness to shore. 
Chief Backhaus replied that the EPOs can’t come down nowadays be- 
cause access at Lake Garfield is closed, and that we need access for any 
enforcement or patrols. Mr. Cobb noted that any lake should be acces- 
sible. After questions that remained unanswered by Richard Tryon ask- 
ing if 


ARTICLE 19. The Town voted to approve the following resolution: 
The Town resolves to retain the Town Beach in its present location. 
Discussion commenced by the caution that this article is a non-binding 
resolution. Carol Edelman mentioned that this very nice beach is close 
to home, and that retaining it is both a practical and an emotional issue 
for both parents and children, as is safety, during the summer months. 
Rick Mielke noted that growing up and putting boats in at that beach 
was part of his life until twenty years ago. The beach, according to 
the State Plan, was to go in opposite to where it is now. That plan was 
to have no swimming where boats were and no boats where swimming 
was going on. Several townspersons noted that Brewer’s Pond, so- 
called, where swimming was supposed to occur, is stagnant with no 
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movement to the water, making it truly unattractive for swimmung. 
Bonner McAllester noted that Brewer Pond, however, has ecologically 
satisfactory muddy and dirty water, ideal for exploring and maintaining 
wildlife if not very good for swimming, and that perhaps there could be 
a compromise on a time-allowed basis for boats to be launched allow- 
ing the current swimming area to remain where it is now. Peter Brown 
of the Select Board commented that the committee appointed to find a 
solution to this had not done their job and that the Select Board could 
not address the problem, that the Department of Environmental Man- 
agement is not seen as addressing the problem. The question was 
called the voice vote on this article was positive by voice vote. This 
would be enforced anyway, and Joyce Scheffey asking why we could not 
enforce with our Harbor Master and Police a motion to call the ques- 
tion was passed unanimously and the town voted in favor by 87 yes to 
13 no. 


ARTICLE 20. The Town voted to accept Massachusetts General Law 
Chapter 131, Section 39A, also known as the Scenic Mountain Act, as 
part of the Town Bylaws, and authonzed the Monterey Conservation 
Commission to draft regulations and maps which will be approved in 
turn by the Select Board and the Department of Environmental Man- 
agement. Chnistopher Blair commenced discussion with a review of 
the history of planning for Monterey, including a study of growth in 
1974-75 and a 1999 questionnaire which asked for the opinion of the 
Town on views and mdgelines. The Conservation Commission was 
asked to work on this area, and the Scenic Mountain Act is recom- 
mended for Monterey by that Commission. This Commission would 
manage the development of mountainous areas if the Town voted to 
accept the Act, and therefore held two public meetings and a hearing 
on the subject. The Conservation Commission has drawn up a set of 
proposed regulations, which were the focus of the hearing, and while 
these need a two-thirds vote of the Select Board to be registered at the 
registry, that would be done with the Town’s approval of this Act. Mr. 
Blair presented a map of erosion areas (15% slope or greater) around 
Lake Buel, Stevens Lake, River Road, New Marlborough Road and 
Sandisfield Road and dark green areas of the map representing higher 
elevations. Moving the elevation of control to above 1500 feet was said 
not to have been of interest to the Commission. A Notice of Intent to 
the Conservation Commission would be required for any building 
found to be in these impact areas. Mr. Blair noted that regulations 
could be brought to Town Meeting for changes. This last statement 
was Clanfied by the Town’s legal counsel, who noted that changes are 
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made only with the approval of the Conservation Commission and Se- 
lect Board and re-filing of regulations. Michael Feltser noted that we 
are being asked to approve something without there being firm regula- 
tions in place, that the current Conservation Commission and Select 
Board might be benign but in the future they might not be. In reply, 
Mr. Blair noted that this only affects ten regions of the Town and land 
above 1500 feet elevahon. Jonathan Sylbert believed that petitions 
could be brought to the Select Board and would be put on a warrant. 
Asked whether this Act would have prevented the clear cutting cur- 
rently a problem on Mt Hunger Road, Mr. Blair noted that the four 
houses projected for that area would need a drive, water source, and 
the like within a half acre of cutting, and the impact would have been 
that only 50% of the canopy of trees would have been selectively cut, 
with approval. Glen Heller noted that we were being asked to cede 
authority to a non-elective body, and generate further paperwork and 
engineenng costs. Mr. Snyder pointed out that how to get the control 
we want is still unclear. Evelyn Vallianos asked which towns had ap- 
proved this, and was told that the Act is only valid for our county (32 
towns) and that of the towns, Williamstown, Richmond, Stockbndge, 
Alford and Great Barmngton have approved it. Joyce Brown noted she 
had read the entire sixteen pages of regulations and actually wanted 
stronger regulations. Comments were made by several townspeople 
regarding the fact that there 1s a cost associated with doing nothing, and 
a request by Bob Carlson for information on where public viewing ar- 
eas could be found since most views are on private land. Jonathan Syl- 
bert noted views were cut by the Monterey Land Trust on its land on 
Mt. Hunger and these were available to the public. Robert Hoogs 
noted that he has worked in towns where the Act has approval and he 
is mpressed by the ways in which it forces attention to impacts and 
drainage as well as water resources, all of benefit to all of us. 

The question was brought to the voters and by a hand count 
was approved by a count of 86 yes and 11 no. 


ARTICLE 21. The Town voted to replace Article X. Solid Waste 
Management, of the Local By-Laws with the following: “In order to 
implement a program of recycling in conjunction with ordinary waste 
disposal, residents of every household shall separate waste material into 
the following categories: 1) glass bottles and jars, aluminum and steel 
cans, and plastic, excluding plastic lids and bags; 2) paper, corrugated 
paper (cardboard) and window envelopes; 3) cathode ray tubes; 4) 
computers, computer monitors, TV’s, keyboards. If the waste matenal 
has not been separated, it will not be accepted at the Transfer Station.” 
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This change reflects recognition of the rules as they are now, but subst- 
tutes “will not be accepted” for “may not be accepted” in the present 
By-Law. With no discussion, this article was approved by positive 
voice vote. 


ARTICLE 22. The Town voted to expand the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners from three members to five members. Three members are to 
be elected in May, 2004, two for terms of three years each, and one 
member for a two year term. Subsequently, each member is to be 
elected for a three year term. This Board shall be established under} 
the provisions of Chapter 45 of the Massachusetts General Laws, and 
shall have and exercise the powers and duties set forth therein. Carol 
Edelman delivered a message from Jim Edelman, the current Chairper- 
son of the Park Commissioners who requested that this article not pass 
because the Park Commissioners are content with the current size of 
the Board. In reply, Jonathan Sylbert of the Select Board noted that 
the Board pnor to this one all quit because it was too much work, and 
that the Select Board needed to have persons with longtime experience 
on the board. Gary Shaw asked why the Town should expand this 
Board if the Board itself did not desire the expansion. Peter Brown of 
the Select Board requested that the Town pass this article because if 
the Board fails in any aspect to do what needs to be done, it impacts 
the Town when they burn out. Fran Amidon noted that the duties 
have grown, with the addition of a ball park and a skating mnk, the 
beach, and parking there as well as upkeep and mowing. With one 
negative vote, this article was passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 23. The Town voted to authonze its Treasurer and/or Tax 
Collector to enter into a compensating balance agreement or agree- 
ments for Fiscal Year 2004, pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 44, Section 53F, by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 24. The Town voted to allow the Treasurer to use available 
funds in the Treasury or, with the approval of the Select Board, to bor- 
row money in anticipation of rermbursement by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts on account of Highway Capital Funds, in accordance 
with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 6A, and to issue 
notes therefore for a penod not to exceed two years from this date, and 
the proceeds from such reimbursement shall be applied to discharge 
the loan, by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 25. The Town voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the 
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approval of the Select Board, to borrow money from time to time in 
anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 2008, 
in accordance with the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefore, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year, in accordance with General Laws Chapter 
44, Section 17, by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 26. The Town voted to authomnze the Library Trustees, the 
Planning Board, and the Board of Registrars to appoint any member 
thereof to another office or position for the term provided by law (if 
any), otherwise for the term not to exceed one year, and to fix the sal- 
ary and compensation in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 41, Section 4A, by voice vote. 


Peter Brown of the Select Board, speaking for the group of persons 
appointed by the Select Board assembled with a basket of flowers, 
thanked Muriel Lazzarini for her six years of service on the Select 
Board. A motion to adjourn was then entertained by the Moderator, 
the stated Warrant business having been completed. The motion was 
seconded and approved at 12:48PM by voice vote. The polls re- 
mained open until 6:30PM.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


It is the work of the Monterey Conservation Commission to lo- 
cally administer the Wetlands Protection Act (WPA — MGL Ch 
131, S 40). The WPA prohibits any filling, excavation or other 
alteration of the land surface, water levels, or vegetation in wet- 
lands, regardless of ownership, without a permit from the local 
Conservation Commission. The WPA is interested in Flood Con- 
trol, Prevention of Storm Damage, Prevention of Pollution, Fish- 
eries, Ground water, Public or Private Water Supplies, and Wild- 
life Habitat. Additionally the Riverfront areas have been included 
as requiring protection under their own paragraph. The Conserva- 
tion Commission also administers the local Scenic Mountain Act 
(SMA), in effect since 10 November 2004. 


The Conservation Commission held 40 meetings/public hearings 
during the FY03-04. We issued 1 Enforcement Order against 
Ashen for unpermitted work. We heard 39 petitions: 18 Request 
for Determination of Applicability (R.D.A.) for projects having 
no impact on resources and 21 Notice Of Intent (N.O.I. or A.N.O. 
I.) for projects having impacts on the resources. Of those 39 peti- 
tions 9 were reviews for septic system upgrades or new systems 
and 5 were reviews for activities in resources. We held several 
joint meetings with New Marlborough under an NOI regarding 
weed control in L Buel. We held some Public Hearing on work in 
the Riverfront. 


In order to adopt the SMA during several years leading up to 10 
November 2004 from the initial Town survey onward, the Con- 
servation Commission crafted local regulations, held many Public 
information meetings and Public Hearings, worked with Berk- 
shire Regional Planning, the Select Board, Planning Board, Board 
of Health, and Zoning Board of Appeals taking input from inter- 
ested parties. The resulting map and regulations requires reviews 
of projects location at or above 1,500 ft (457.2 m) in elevation 
and projects where construction occurs on land with 15% or 
greater slope. It is aimed at managing negative impacts to our 
local water shed and to the scenic vistas. 
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Members attended some workshops dumnng the year. Chris Blair 
completed the full MACC basic training cycle offered in 8 differ- 
ent units at locations around the State. 


Current membership includes Chns Blair, Rick Andrus, David 
Logan, Tim Lovett, David Dempsey, and Michael Storch. Michael 
Storch left the Conservation Commission at the time he was 
elected to the Select Board. 


We welcome questions anytime from citizens with concerns about 
the wetlands. The board meets on the 2™ Monday of each month 
at 6 pm.

CULTURAL COUNCIL REPORT 


The Monterey Cultural Council received 29 grant applications this year 
(up from 19), and we were pleased to be able to fund, either fully or 
partially, 18 applicants, distributing a total of $3,385. The grants sup- 
ported activities such as concerts, lectures, school outreach programs, 
scholarships for art study, school field tmps, puppet shows and storytell- 
ers. In addition we funded a community astronomy evening featuring 
two teachers from Springfield and a basketry workshop that hosted 22 
students. 


The crowning glory for the year was our own event titled How's It 
Made?, a day-long art show at the Firehouse Pavilion on August 30, 
2003. It featured 21 artists in a wide varniety of mediums, all of whom 
demonstrated their techniques as well as displaying and selling their 
artwork. Hundreds of people attended this free event, and more than 
175 children pnnted their own designs using plant matenals onto t- 
shirts that we provided. There was music from the gazebo throughout 
the day. 


Annual funding from the state has been reduced for all towns due to 
budgetary constraints, so we have not been able to support artists’ pro- 
grams to the extent we would like. However, we will continue to bing 
quality cultural opportunities to the town within the limits of our avail- 
able resources.

In accordance with the Massachusetts Municipal Association Guide- 
lines for Town Finance Committees, the Monterey Finance Commit- 
tee, consisting of three duly elected members, George Emmons, 
Stanley Ross and Daniel Moriarty, contributed to Town Government 
in performing the primary functions specified in the Municipal Associa- 
tion Manual. 

Preparation of the Budget 

In January the budget request forms were prepared and distnbuted to 
appropnate ‘Town Departments requesting persons responsible to de- 
termine their financial projection for the upcoming fiscal year. Each 
request form included the department’s previous budget as well as ac- 
tual expenditures for the first six months of the previous year. Com- 
pleted forms were evaluated and discussed in meetings with the Select 
Board dunng the months of March and Apmil. All items for the war- 
rant were completed in a timely manner. 

Reserve Fund Transfers 

Reserve Fund Transfers are mandated as a primary responsibility of the 
Finance Committee. For the fiscal year each request received was 

acted upon within five working days, with very few exceptions. Even so, 
each transfer request was carefully evaluated to be certain it met the 
unexpected emergency fiscal requirement that it was not foreseen at the 
time of budget preparation and was not expected to be of a recurmng 
nature. 

Informational Meeting 

The Finance Committee held it’s annual Informational Meeting for the 
town pnor to Town Meeting. This annual Informational Meeting was 
initiated by the Finance Committee several years ago to educate and 
inform citizens of warrant items, especially controversial or ambiguous 
items. ‘The meetings open up a dialog with the town and enable ques- 
tions to be addressed and answered pnor to the Town Meeting, there- 
fore reducing time consuming questions about ballot items and moving 
the actual Town Meeting along in a timely manner.

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In 2003-2004 the Monterey Library continued to provide standard 
library services and special programs for the Monterey community. 
The collection of the Library totals approximately 8,000 titles, includ- 
ing books, audio books, and videos. The Trustees and Library staff are 
justifiably proud of the quality of the collection, which is exceptional for 
a library and town of our size. There are about 800 active patrons. The 
total circulation for the year, including books, audio books, and videos, 
was 7,564. Youth and children's books were the most popular items, 
accounting for 32.5 percent of the circulation; other popular areas were 
videos, 23.5 percent; adult fiction, 17.1 percent; adult nonfiction, 10 
percent; and audio books, 6.9 percent. 

The Library's operating budget for the fiscal year was $31,524. A little 
over 20 percent of the budget was used to acquire new materials (to 
qualify for state aid, 20 percent of the operating budget must be spent 
on acquisition of new material). 

The Library once again sponsored several programs and special ser- 
vices for the community. Storyteller John Porcino and storyteller/tap 
dancer Bob Thomas entertained children and their families on two Sat- 
urday mornings in the summer; the Trustees thank the Monterey Fire 
Company for letting us use the Firehouse for Bob Thomas's program. 
we also thank the Monterey Cultural Council for helping to fund these 
programs. Author and former New York Yankee pitcher Jim Bouton 
gave a well-attended lecture on his experiences in trying to bring a pro- 
fessional baseball team to Waconah Park in Pittsfield, which he wrote 
about in his latest book, Fou/ Ball. The Library also conducted a sum- 
mer reading program for children. The annual used book sale was well 
attended and brought in some of the money used for special programs; 
the Trustees thank the Monterey Church for letting us use their tables 
for the book sale. 

On the maintenance front, the extenor of the Library was washed and 
spot primed and painted to clear up a mildew problem, and a light was 
installed for the flagpole. A new sign for the Library, including the 
hours, was installed sin the front lawn where it is easily visible to pass- 
ers-by. 

The Trustees are reviewing and updating the Library mission statement 
and policies to make sure they meet the current needs, especially in | 
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the areas of accessing the Internet using the computer dedicated to that 
purpose and confidentiality of patron's records in light of concerns 
raised by the Patnot Act. 

The main goals of the Trustees are to try to increase the use of the Li- 
brary by Monterey residents (48 percent of the residents have a Library 
card), to remain up-to-date with the needs of the community and the 
changing nature of library matenals in the computer/electronic age, and 
to insure that the building is well maintained. We anticipate that the 
interior of the Library will need painting in fiscal year 2005-06. The 
exterior of the building will need repainting within 8 to 5 years, and the 
furnace, which is fifty years old, will need to be replaced soon. 

The Library received $1,555.94 in aid from the Commonwealth. 

In the May 2003 Town election, Will Marsh and Anne Mane Makuc 
were reelected to three-year terms as Library Trustees. The Trustees 
reelected Will Marsh as chairperson and Laune Shaw as secretary. 
The Trustees are most grateful to Carole Clarin, Guenevere Goik, 
Chnista Lindsay, and Emily Shaw for their volunteer work at the Li- 
brary during the year. We also thank the many people who used, sup- 
ported, and made donations to the Library.

We can control the trash problem by instituting a carry 
in and carry out policy beginning in 2004. As for the goose problem 
that is something beyond our control to a point. 


The Knox Trail run was not held this year due to lack of local interest.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board began FY 2003-2004 with the following members: 
Gerry Shapiro, chair; Maggie Leonard, secretary; Dan Andrus; Claudia 
Weldon; and Wayne Burkhart. At that time the Planning Board was a 
five member board. In June of 2004, by order of the Board of Select- 
men the Planning Board was expanded to a seven member board in 
order to deal with an increased work load and to improve chances of 
having a quorum at meetings. Planning Board member Claudia 
Weldon resigned from the board in November 2003 and board mem- 
ber Dan Andrus resigned in Apmil of 2004. To offset these vacancies 
the Select Board appointed Joyce Brown to the Planning Board in 
Apnil of 2004. In the Town elections of May 2004 Beth King won a 
seat on the Planning Board and in June 2004 Riccardo Boehm was ap- 
pointed to the Planning Board by the Board of Selectmen. In May 
2004 Maggie Leonard was elected chair of the Planning Board. As of 
July 2004 Planning Board members were Wayne Burkhart, Gerry 
Shapiro, Beth King, Joyce Brown, Riccardo Boehm, and Maggie Leo- 
nard, secretary/chair. In June 2003 the Planning Board voted to hold 
two meetings per month. The first meeting would remain the second 
Thursday of each month and the additional meeting would be the 
fourth Thursday of the month. 


General Business 

Duning FY 2003-2004 the Planning Board worked with land use plan- 
ner Joel Russell from North Hampton, Massachusetts. Russell was 
hired under the auspices of a grant procured for the Planning Board by 
then member Claudia Weldon in conjunction with the Select Board 
and the Berkshire Regional Planning Commission's (BRPC) Commu- 
nity Development Plan. In December 2003 Joel Russell met with the 
Planning Board, representatives from the Select Board Michele Miller 
and John Sylbert, and Fred Chapman a representative from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. We discussed the various topics that we were inter- 
ested in pursuing with Russell such as clarification of the bylaw language 
in Section IV.E. Non-conforming Uses, Structures, and Lots; creating a 
bylaw for accessory dwelling units (also know as mother-in-law apart- 
ments); various ways to deal with growth that preserves open space; and 
density issues 1n the lake shore district. Armed with that information 
Joel Russell submitted maternal to the Planning Board in February of 
2004 entitled Land Coverage and Non-conformity 
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and Large-scale Residential Development and Open Space Develop- 
ment. In March Russell submitted maternal regarding Accessory Dwell- 
ing Units and a Scenic Road Overlay District. Russell also submitted 
language for definitions of the following terms for possible inclusion in 
the Monterey Zoning Bylaw; construction, reconstruction, and demoli- 
tion. This was at the request of the Zoning Board of Appeals in hopes 
of clarifying the zoning bylaws and making them more user friendly. 


Planning Board chair Gerry Shapiro was interested in pursuing a Log- 
ging Regulations bylaw to help ameliorate damage to Town roads dur- 
ing logging operations. She collected information from Tynngham 
which has such a bylaw. Also Wayne Burkhart reported from a meet- 
ing with Select Board in July 2004 that they wished to change the Mon- 
terey Zoning Bylaw, Section VIII.B. Permits, at the request of the 
Building Inspector.

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REPORT OF THE SELECT BOARD 


The Select Board is charged with financial oversight, long term plan- 
ning, and short term problem solving. Many citizens never have reason 
to visit the weekly meeting but those that do often come with problems 
and complaints that reflect larger issues in the community. The lack of 
established policies or procedures or of communication and full under- 
standing are at the root of many issues. Conversations sometimes do 
not begin until a situation reaches a cnisis or umpasse. Decisions some- 
times reflect informed consensus but just as often its opposite. Over the 
course of the year, Select Board members Peter Brown, in his 12” and 
final year, Jon Sylbert and Michele Miller, the newest member, at- 
tempted to address some of the larger issues while carrying on with the 
daily business of the Town. In May we were joined by Michael Storch, 
who replaced Mr. Brown. We worked hard to include many different 
voices in governing and policymaking and encourage you to make op- 
portunities to be involved in the present and future of Monterey. We 
are grateful to all Town employees and Board members elected or 
appointed for their efforts and perseverance. 

There were many outstanding issues: the addition to the Town Hall 
required constant oversight, the Town was without a Board of Asses- 
sors or an Assistant Assessor, the Building Department was in disarray 
and computer and telephone systems were in need of an overhaul. In 
addition the debates over how to operate the transfer station and where 
and if to site a public access boat ramp were ongoing. The Board ex- 
pressed its support of the initiative for single-payer health insurance. 
We also stated our opposition to the proposed cement plant on the 
Hudson River when we met with State Representative Pignatelli. 
Kathleen Wasiuk of the Monterey News was present and participated 
in many of the exchanges until ill health required her retirement. We 
appreciated her candid and often humorous comments, as we do her 
successor, George Emmons. 

Meetings begin with reading the mail and hearing reports from Town 
employees: our Police Chief, Operations Director, Town Accountant 
and any board members present. We look over time sheets and in- 
voices submitted by the Town Accountant and sign the warrant. We 
are fortunate also to have visits from Town Elders whose long view is 
often valuable. The hours between 8:30 and lunch fly by. If we get to it 
we have letters to write and long-term planning to pick up again. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE ASSISTANT /TOWN OFFICE 

Town Admunistrative Assistant Bonnie Tedder prepared and submitted 
the annual review of Town properties for compliance with ADA 
(Amenicans with Disabilities Act) requirements, as well as the Town 
Report for FY 2001-02 and the packet of Building Permit application 
forms and instructions. The Town Report for FY 2002-03 was deliv- 
ered in Apmil. Tedder, who also serves as procurement officer for the 
Town was authorized to negotiate a contract for maintenance of the 
Town Hall elevator as well as oversee the bidding process for equip- 
ment and matenals for the Highway Dept. Tedder also assists the 
Board of Health, Conservation Commission and ZBA. 

Michael Storch was designated to serve on the Wilson/McLaughlin 
Scholarship Committee for a three-year term to represent the Board. 
The closing date for the Annual Town Meeting Warrant was Monday, 
Apmil 5 2004. 

The writing of comprehensive job descnptions for Town Employees 
was determined to be essential in providing guidelines for procedure 
and responsibilities as well as ethics and behavior and is a continuing 
project for the Board. 

The Board met with Catherine Tower, Gould Farm Executive Director 
to keep up to date on the role that the Farm plays in Monterey. 

Bul Johnson of J & J Consulting reported on the possibilities for bring- 
ing high-speed Internet service to the Town. Johnson concluded that a 
T1 line or a satellite dish are the only options at this tme. There are 
no plans for DSL to be available in Monterey anytime soon. 

Del Rogers, the Town’s Network was tasked with an audit of all Town 
computers, installation of a secunty log, correct procedures for installa- 
tion of office networks, network security, new work-station locations, 
upgrades to service software, relocation of server, and off-site storage of 
backup tapes. The town’s e-mail address is mOtOwn@berkshire.net and 
the web-site is monterey-ma.org 

Thanks to Judy Kales, we carry on. Following is a summary of the 
issues that the Select Board handled this year: 

ASSESSORS 

The Select Board served as temporary Board of Assessors after the 
resignation of the entire Board. Rick Mielke offered to serve and was 
soon joined by Riccardo Boehm and Stanley Ross who were appointed 
for terms expiring at the next Town Election. Town Treasurer Pat 
Mielke urged that the Tax Collector solicit voluntary tax payments be- 
cause of the setback in Board of Assessor work and the inability to get 
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the tax bills out by October 1. Assessors worked to clean up the back- 
log. Bob Gauthier was appointed for a term expiring at the 2004 Town 
Election, to replace Rick Mielke. The goal was for tax bills to be issued 
by October 10 and the tax rate set by November or December. The 
Select Board voted unanimously to appoint Enc Knistensen of 
Lanesboro as Assistant Assessor on an hourly basis. 

BUDGETS AND FINANCE 

The Board met often to work on the budget and department requests 
for Fiscal Year 2004-05 and discussed ranges 

for salary raises, including cost-of-living raises for all Town employees, 
plus additional percentage raises for some employees based on job per- 
formance. Also discussed were the School budget, proposed changes to 
the operation of the Town’s Transfer Station and options for financing 
the purchase of large items such as the police cruiser and highway vehi- 
cles. Compensation for Fire Co. members will be in lieu of tax abate- 
ments, as per Article 14 of the Annual Town Meeting Warrant of May 
1, 2004. There will be no tax abatements for 2005.Town Accountant 
Barbara Gauthier presented the Board with the final report for Fiscal 
Year 2002-03 on September 15 and reviewed it with the Board. She 
also discussed the disposition of surplus account funds for Fiscal Year 
2003-04 and the remewal of the Town’s participation in the BRTA’s 
“cabulance” program for the transportation of disabled seniors. 
Housing funds in the amount of $4750 were received from Berkshire 
Housing Development Corp. 

BUILDING COMMISSIONER 

Beginning with the first meeting of the fiscal year, the Board was active 
in trying to resolve issues in the Building Department, which included 
confusion about procedure, improper sign-offs, lost or improperly is- 
sued permits and wregular communication with the Building Inspector. 
The Board met with Building Inspector Walter Potash to propose 
changes to the building permit application and instruction forms. On 
July 14, 2003 the Board appointed Brent L. Getchell of Great Barring- 
ton as Alternate Inspector. The revision process continued into the fall. 
It was determined that in excess of 40 building permits had not been 
issued Certificates of Occupancy. In October the Board granted Potash 
a leave of absence due to illness and Getchell stepped in. Don Tormco 
of Great Barrington was appointed Alternate Inspector at $25 per hour. 
Mr. Forbes reminded the Board that he should be advised of the 
issuance of Building Permits or Certificates of Occupancy. On Apnil 
26, Getchell submitted his resignation as Inspector of Buildings, which 
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the Board accepted effective 5/17 and appointed Torrico. The Board, 
responding to citizen concerns, directed Tormico to review existing 
building permits. Sylbert asked that stop-work orders be issued and 
new plans submitted as necessary. It was expected that the job would 
entail 10 hours per week beginning in the next fiscal year, but more 
until the office is straightened out. We moved to improve the efficiency 
of the office of Building Commissioner and create a better work envi- 
ronment, where all records can be secure and accessible. Mr. Torrico 
worked diligently to organize the office resulting in increased revenuesn 
and to make himself available to the public, resulting in better service. 
The Board held an All-Boards Meeting July 7 to introduce the new 
Building Commissioner and to review zoning issues. 

COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT PLAN/OPEN SPACE 

Over the last 2 years the Board met periodically with representatives of 
Berkshire Regional Planning under a State grant to craft a Community 
Development Plan. The plan which outlines the Town’s concems for 
growth and development into the future, is a major part of any Master 
Plan we develop and enables us to apply for State grants. An update of 
the Open Space Plan and a review of some of the Zoning Bylaws were 
included in the grant. The Planning Board worked intensively with 
Consultant Joel Russell to formulate Bylaw changes to be presented to 
a Town Meeting at a later date. ‘These changes propose to support the 
goals outlined in other areas of the Community Development Plan. 
Building on past efforts, from surveys and meetings, information came 
together relating to Economic Development, Housing and Transporta- 
tion. Miller worked with UMASS biologist Laune Saunders to update 
and edit information into a coherent Open Space Plan. The Plan was 
reviewed at a Quarterly Meeting on November 17, 20038. Sanders out- 
lined the Plan, which identifies pnonties for the protection and preser- 
vation of strategic open space, recreational, historical, and agricultural 
sites and includes a five-year action plan and maps that identify biodi- 
versity and sensitive areas such as vernal pools. Many of these sites fall 
within the areas designated in the Scenic Mountains Act. The Board 
held a public hearing on January 12, 2004, for a final review of the 
Community Development Plan, which is available for review at ‘Town 
Hall. An essential part of the Open Space Plan are two properties 
integral to the character and history of Monterey Town Center: 

the Old Golf Course behind the Firehouse and the McLaughlin/ 
Wilson House, both of which offer possibilities for enhancing the 
future of our Town. To that end, the Board met with the McLaughlin/ 
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Wilson Committee on a regular basis and committed to honomng the 
Town vote to accept the bequest. We interviewed possible consultants 
to evaluate and serve as a resource in guiding us to the best use of both 
parcels. Within the guidelines of the bequest and the stated pnonities of 
the Town, we have made significant progress this year. 
McLaughlin/Wilson House 

The McLaughlin-Wilson House Committee is off and running. The 
Committee is working diligently to answer questions, draw in a diversity 
of opinion and formulate a comprehensive plan. We are grateful to 
them. Aside from consideration of a site plan, questions of handicap 
accessibility, state regulations for municipal buildings and the issues of 
cost, management/ownership of the property are being researched. The 
committee reported that the roof is not leaking but the building needs 
attention. Paintings have been selected for display in the Town Hall 
and the rest are in storage. Uses of the property were discussed, in- 
cluding a community center, histoncal museum and_ park. Funding 
options and grants are also being explored. Additional committee 
members will be appointed. 

Conservation Restrictions were accepted for property of David McAlIl- 
ester located off Route 23 (approx. 43 acres) and property held by 
Turkey Bush Foundation on a portion of Brookmead Farm at New 
Marlborough and Wellman Roads. There will be no development on 
the properties in perpetuity. The Board stated its enthusiastic support 
for efforts to preserve open space in Town. 

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 

Capital projects and regular maintenance occupy the Department’s 
time dunng the warmer season and keeping the roads clear involves 
many long hours in winter. We thank the Department for their high 
standards and hard work. 

The River Road Bndge Replacement Project over the Konkapot River 
is scheduled for 2005. Mass Highway held public hearing on 8/5/03. 

_ A plan was prepared by Project Native for plantings at the berm on 
Main Road but no action is pending. 

The Board held a Public Hearing November 17, with regard to the 
proposed “Regulations for Access to Public Ways.” The 

dnveway regulations and permit application form were accepted as 
written. There are a number of problem driveways in Town which 
drain onto the roadway and interfere with public safety and we hope to 
avoid future problems. Forbes reported on visits to equipment shows 
by himself and the Town crew. Maintenance work performed at the 
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Bally-Gally rental house on the McLaughlin/Wilson property included 
replacement of windows, lead paint removal and improved ventilation. 
Leona Chamberlin of River Road attributed the pollution of her dug 
well to the use of winter road salt. No grant monies or Town funds 
were available to remedy the situation. There was continuing discussion 
of the drainage problems on Fairview Road. Over the years, erosion 
and runoff during heavy rains have affected drainage patterns and ac- 
cess. Increased maintenance costs and safety issues require a new ap- 
proach. 
Forbes advised that the Town 1s legally mandated under EPA 
regulations to develop a spill-prevention control plan for the materials 
and fuels stored at the: Town Garage. The plans, which will cost . 
approximately $5000 each, must be prepared by an engineering firm. 
The Board requested a spreadsheet format for the weekly report of 
the Operations Director to better track maintenance activity 
LAKE GARFIELD 
A change in state regulations governing dams require the Town to hire 
an engineer to make safety inspections of Lake Garfield Dam. 
Several dam maintenance items are pending. On the recommendation 
of the Emergency Management Director, the Board established a 
procedure for the emergency drawdown of Lake Garfield to deal with 
rapid mises in water level. The annual Lake Garfield drawdown 
ommenced October 15.Lake Garfield Association met with the Board 
to request that the Town support participation in the Commonwealth- 
approved Purple Loosestnfe Project for Brewer Pond, as requested by 
letter of Patricia Edelstein of the LGA ecology team, dated November 
28,2003. The Board was pleased to support the request and placed a 
Special Article on the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting | 
LAKEFEST/LGA 
Kathie Frome of the Lake Garfield Association outlined their current 
pnorities such as posting signs designating watershed areas and 
placement of a kiosk at the Town Beach to distribute information 
about the lake, trails and wildlife. Frome was directed to the Parks 
Commission and the Planning Board. In its fourth year, Lakefest, has 
become too large for the LGA to manage alone. Janet Cathcart, LGA 
President requested that the Town take on a larger role in sponsoring 
and managing the annual event with municipal funds and personnel. 
The Board was unanimous in expressing reservations about our ability 
to take on this project. Cathcart submitted a Fireworks Display Agree- 
ment with Berkshire Fireworks Company for the Board’s signature as 
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co-sponsor of the event; the Agreement was signed after review by 
Town Counsel and Lakefest was held on Saturday, August 28. 
MEETINGS 

The Board resumed the practice required in the Town By-law of hold- 
ing Quarterly Meetings for all Town Boards. and also held 

meetings related to the Community Development Plan. A Second 
Homeowners meeting was held Saturday, August 16. The Board met 
with the Highway Department crew at the Town Garage on October 6 
and at the “Coffee Club” on September 22. The Board discussed 
changing its meeting schedule to allow for a Monday-evening meeting, 
but decided that the existing policy of offering evening meetings 

by appointment was adequate for the present. We also decided to 
structure our weekly meeting with the first hour, 8:30 to 9:30 a.m., 
devoted as much as possible to meeting with Town officers and em- 
ployees and meeting with the public after 9:30 a.m. 

PLANNING BOARD 

The Board met penodically with the Planning Board in order to dis- 
cuss issues of concern and to remain informed on the progress of 

the Planning Board’s review of zoning bylaws. Revisions are being pre- 
pared for vote at a Special Town Meeting to be scheduled for a 

later date. Joyce Brown was appointed to the Planning Board. Maggie 
Leonard informed us of the difficulty in obtaining a quorum at 
meetings and requested copies of all building permit applications. Mr. 
Brown suggested that membership increase from five to seven 
members. As per Article 24 of the Annual Town Meeting Warrant of 
May 1, 2004, Ricardo Boehm was appointed and one more 
appointment will be made. The Select Board asked the Planning Board 
to submit Minutes and Findings in a timely manner. 

PUBLIC ACCESS 

Rodney Palmer pressed to obtain a public access site at Lake Garfield. 
The Board assessed different sites that could provide such access, and 
conferred with Town Counsel on legal issues. The Board stated that it 
would not take any property by eminent domain and that the State is 
responsible for acquiring a suitable site. Palmer arranged for represen- 
tatives of the State to meet with the Board. A public hearing on the 
matter was held Feb.2. Representatives of the Public Access Board met 
for an onsite inspection at Kinne’s Grove on March 22. No determina- 
tion has been made. 
The Board reviewed documentation on file and quoted a letter to the 
Division of Fishenes and Wildlife, dated May 9, 1888, that bans the 
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launching of boats at the Town Beach from Junel5 to Labor Day. 
PUBLIC SAFETY . 
The intensity of activity in downtown Monterey during the summer 
weekends prompted calls for more active policing of traffic. 
Current department practice 1s to patrol in the cruiser, an effective de- 
terrent to speeding, but agreed to foot patrol on the weekends. Bnan 
Puntin of Art School Road requested signage on various Town roads to 
alert drivers to the presence of horses and/or horse-drawn vehicles. 
Homeowners are liable for fires initiated under burning permits. 
Backhaus reported the failure of the Town Hall elevator, trapping an 
individual for a short period of time. An elevator-emergency response 
policy, including a Fire Department response plan will be developed. 
Gareth Backhaus and Maynard Forbes were appointed representatives 
to the Local Emergency Planning Commission (LEPC). Forbes was 
appointed 911 Coordinator, effective May 1, 2004, for a three-year 
term ending June 30, 2007. Forbes contacted Massachusetts Electric 
Company about their failure to respond quickly to downed wires dur- 
ing high-wind weather emergencies. Roger Arduini resigned as part- 
time police officer, effective December 30, 2003. Backhaus asked the 
Board to appoint Kyle J. Whalley of Southwick, Mass. After meeting 
with him in Executive Session, it was unanimously voted to appoint him 
as a full-time officer of the Monterey Police Department. Backhaus 
purchased a new laptop computer for the police cruiserMassachusetts 
Department of Public Safety approved a Community Policmg Grant 
(COPS) in the amount of $12,000. 
SCENIC MOUNTAINS ACT 

On November 10, 2003 Chniss Blair, Chair of the Conserva- 
tion Commission, submitted a draft copy of the proposed regulations 
for the Scenic Mountains Act passed at Annual Town Meeting on May 
3, 2003. A new map showed the areas proposed to be included. 
Although the Select Board had the authontty to sign the Act as 
presented, a Public Hearing was scheduled for December 8 at 10 a.m. 
This was rescheduled for December 15, 20038, at 7 p.m. at the Fire 
House due to public interest. The Board was taken aback by the 
vehemence of opposition to the proposals, despite the overwhelming 
support of Town Meeting and the debate at that time. Many of those 
in attendance had not read the proposals or attended previous hearings 
but were afraid of losing property nghts and a perception that too much 
authonty would reside with the Conservation Commission. The meet- 
ing adjourned with agreement to review and revise the proposals and 


61 


maps. Munel Lazzarini, Janet Cathcart and Rob Hoogs presented a 
“citizens’ draft” at the following Monday meeting. Lazzarini asked for 
an elimination of all regulation of steep slopes below 1500 feet and pro- 
posed a zoning bylaw be enacted for those areas. The Board re- 
sponded that the Act represents a more viable tool than new zoning 
legislation for the protection of the Town’s watershed. Hoogs stated 
the need for clarity in defining steep-slope areas, analogous to the way 
in which Wetlands areas are identified. Other areas of concern were: 
the proposed “aesthetic” provisions: amount of firewood that may be 
cut, farming exemption, and vista pruning, definition of ndgelines, 
“already permitted projects” should not be revisited and role of Con 
Comm in determining septic fields. At a public hearing on the Scenic 
Mountain Act, held on January 26, 2004, the Conservation Commis- 
sion incorporated citizen input and the Select Board’s comments into 
newly-revised regulations. Much of the language was improved as well. 
The Select Board asked that the definitions of vista pruning, mdgelines 
and steep-slope be further clarified. It was determined that Con Com 
would collaborate with the Building Inspector, the Town’s Zoning En- 
forcement Officer in determining which parcels fall inside the 1500’ 
elevation and 15% slope area at such time as an individual applies for a 
building permit. The parties agreed that permitted projects were not 
mcluded. On March 1, 2004 the Board conducted a final lengthy meet- 
ing with Chnis Blair to review further modifications and on March 8, 
2004, voted unanimously to accept the Scenic Mountains Act as pre- 
sented. The new map designates two regulated areas: those above 1500 
feet and areas of steep slopes. It was truly an example of consensus 
achieved. 

The Board received a citizen-sponsored petition requesting a Special 
Article to rescind the Town’s vote at the 2003 Annual Town Meeting 
accepting the Scenic Mountains Act but was advised by Town Clerk 
Barbara Swann that a vote to rescind could not take place until three 
years after acceptance. 

TOWN CLERK 

Town Clerk Barbara Swann provided the Board with much needed 
guidance on proper legal procedures and made sure that the Town 
complied with the many arcane requirements of State and Federal Law, 
clarifying the procedure for the swearing-in of Town officers and hold- 
ing executive sessions. Swann asked that the Town Clerk’s office be 
notified by letter from the Select Board when a consultant has been 
hired by a Board. She also researched and made recommendations 
relative to a new Town Counsel and comparative information about fee 
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the purchase of a voting machine and the continuing need for perma- 
nent secure storage for Town records. She further urged acceptance of 
a statute for tax abatements for senior work-off. She was ably assisted 
by Linda Thorpe, Deputy Town Clerk. Thanks go to both of them for 
their work on this Town Report. 

TOWN HALL 

The addition to the Town Hall has been a long drawn out affair. Direc- 
tor of Operations Forbes served as liaison, keeping the Board up to 
date. It was anticipated that the work would be completed by the end of 
the 2003 but was delayed by a late start of construction and problems 
throughout the process. The pace of work picked up after repeated 
calls by Mr. Storch to Cardan Construction. The Board met several 
times with architect David Bixby to discuss and adapt the plan. Miller’s 
proposal to preserve the large open space of the onginal Grange Hall 
for historical reasons and to accommodate larger meetings was ac- 
cepted. The Town’s Building Inspector has not yet issued a Certificate 
of Occupancy due to unfinished details. Town Hall front exit door 
does not meet ADA requirements (30-in. clearance). The Town did 
not replace the boiler. The Town Crew did a first class job of painting 
the Grange Room. The Board made decisions about the windows, 
walls, colors, ceiling and lighting as well as the electrical, computer and 
furniture arrangements. The Board’s first meeting in the new office 
took place in late 2004. We hope you are pleased with the new Town 
Hall and meeting room. 

TRANSFER STATION /SOLID WASTE 

The Solid Waste Committee worked hard to prepare a pay-per-throw 
proposal for the Town’s transfer station and examined different scenar- 
ios and fee structures. It was never brought before the Town, which 
opted instead to lower fees and fund nsing transfer station expenses 
through taxation. The confusing issue of extra dump stickers was re- 
solved when Stanley Ross suggested the use of a homeowner’s pass for 
the Transfer Station that could be used by additional family vehicles 
after purchase of a household sticker. Operations Director Maynard 
Forbes was appointed Transfer Station Manager, with responsibility 
for overseeing operation and maintenance. He submitted a proposal 
for Transfer Station fees, which the Board adopted. Changes to be 
made at the Transfer Station were discussed including disposal of bulky 
waste items that are too large for the compactor and the feasibility of 
mailing all dump stickers.

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TREE WARDEN’S REPORT 2004 


As tree warden for the town, I am responsible for assisting the Highway 
Department in managing our town trees. This includes tree removal, 
dead wood removal, and trimming for power line clearance. 


I am also responsible for planting trees for the town. In 2003 we 
planted six trees at the town memonial at the intersection of Blue Hill 
Road and Route 28. These consisted of a London Plane, cherry, red 
oak, pear, and sycamore trees. In 2004 we planted a European Copper 
Beach between the Post Office and the General Store, and a Pnnceton 
Elm between the Town Hall and the nver. 


The Liberty Elms that we planted in the past are dying. They have the 
same symptoms as Dutch Elms with Dutch Elm disease. It is now gen- 
erally thought that the Liberty Elms are not disease resistant enough to 
survive, so we will be working with the Princeton and Valley Forge 
elms, which are supposed to be more resistant. 


Many thanks go to Gould Farm staff and guests who are always willing 
to help with the planting, mulching and watering of the trees.

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DISTRICT DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS' SERVICES 


Duming FY 2004, DDVS activities totaled 8,233 for the 
clients of the Distinct. This number included 296 office 
visits and 1,607 field functions involving 7,338 miles of 
travel. These figures represent increases of 7.5%, 15.6%, 
36.8%, and 61.2% respectively. As previously, volume of 
services requested/provided has increased unabated. 
Counts are low indicators. 


As previously, there remain five Ch 115 cases receiving 
benefits within the District. These benefits coupled with 
grave marker flag provisions have amounted to $26,178.85 
an increase of 1.5% over FY 03. 


MassHealth application is now a mandatory procedure 
for all new and existing accounts per the Secretary's regula- 
tion, a routine procedure at DDVS, albeit still an unpopular 
position with many agents in other areas. 


Those Veterans seeking VA Healthcare have dropped 
in volume, possibly due to the limiting factors emplaced by 
VA. DDVS does, however, register applicants with some 
continued success. This is primarily due to an increase in 
the volume of VA claims being filed, both Compensation 
and Pension. Once the recipient of such an award, the 
individual becomes eligible for VA Health Care. 


Related to the foregoing increase in VA Claim initiation 
is the reopening of existing claims for reappraisal of dis- 
abilities, a practice strongly encouraged and aided by

OVERVIEW: The Berkshire Visiting Nurse Association has provided 
more than 100 years of service to the residents of Berkshire County. 
Our public health services are provided with the support of the Boards 
of Health in Berkshire County. Berkshire Visiting Nurses Association, 
through the Monterey Board of Health, provides disease prevention 
and health promotion services throughout the year to the residents of 
Monterey. These services include regularly scheduled prevention clin- 
ics where residents receive personal attention in: 


1. monitoring blood pressure 

2. testing blood sugar 

3. counseling on health related issues and 

4. referral as necessary to other medical care providers and 
welness programs 


Immunization clinics are held on request to provide routine immuniza- 
tion to children and adults. These clinics include the annual influenza 
and pneumonia clinics in the fall. This fall was particularly challenging 
due to the late arrival of any flu vaccine and the restrictions determining 
what residents could receive vaccine at any specific time. These restnic- 
tions were mandated by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. Routine childhood immunizations and lead testing are also 
available. Communicable disease reporting and tracking is an ongoing 
part of the Public Health program. 
WELLNESS PROMOTION: 
48 Individuals were served at health promotion clinics in the year 2004 
31 flu shots were given 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASE TRACKING: Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health requires reporting of all communicable diseases,

COLLABORATION: Our Public Health coordinator works with the 
Monterey Council on Aging to provide coordination of services for 

residents. Cholesterol/comprehensive health screenings to low income 
senior residents of the town of Monterey were administered by Accent 
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on Health through a grant provided by Elder Services of Berkshire 
County. Primary providers, Skilled Nursing and Assisted Living Facili- 
ties receive State Department of Public Health vaccines and immuniza- 
tion information. As a member of the community health care contin- 
uum of Berkshire Health Systems, collaboration with and referrals to 
the other health care professionals are readily made. During time of 
illness or disability, BVNA professional home care clinicians provide 
treatment and health guidance for the entire family. Registered Nurses, 
Physical and Occupational Therapists, Speech Therapists and trained 
Home Health Aides are part of the team to provide care and assistance 
in times of illness and family cnisis.

Hank’s long tenure as Monterey’s Tax Collector encompassed enormous 
changes but he never lost his profound sense of personal accountability. His office 
was in his home, and taxpayers came by pretty much when it suited them. Dinners’ 
were often interrupted while Hank searched for, say, 33 cents in change for a town 
property owner who had come to take care of his or her obligation. It was an era that 
included many who treated paying taxes as a ritual: they’d call to see if Hank was 
home, then dress themselves in their Sunday best, knock on the Makucs’ front 
door and ceremoniously count out their crisp cash on to the kitchen table. Then, 
proudly standing back and waiting for Hank’s signature on their receipts, they 
would chat about this and that. They were proud to pay their taxes and enjoyed the 
visit as well, discussing town news with an intelligent and informed man. 

There were huge tax books in the early days - volumes straight out of a Dickens 
novel - in which every transaction had to be posted, and these were sacred: no 
mistakes, best penmanship, proper spelling of names, no crinkling of the paper and 
if there were ever a fire; forget the family valuables - get those tax records and tax 
monies out! 

From those old-fashioned tomes, Hank moved into the age of the computer. 
No more columns to add up, no more laborious writing. Next came an answering 
machine on the phone to announce collection hours. Sunday dinners went uninter- 
rupted. Payments were mailed to lock boxes. Hank mastered the new technology 
and the ever more complicated accounting demands of the state, and remained 
dedicated to making sure that every penny was properly accounted for. 

A man of complete honesty and trustworthiness, devoted to serving the town, 
Hank humbles us by the example he set, not only as a civil servant but also as a man. 
Thank you, Hank - and know that you are missed.

In fiscal year 2005 the most demanding issue for the Board of Health continued 
to be the review of Title 5 issues and well permit applications. Outside of the regular 
review process, the Board has also been involved in an appeal process filed against 
the Board of Health for the denial of a Title 5 permit. 

The Board continues to work with private residents and the highway depart- 
ment in regard to issuing emergency permits for beaver trapping. 

The Board of Health is presently reviewing applicants for the Animal Control 
Officer position. The Board will oversee the activities of this appointment as well as 
the Animal Inspector. 

The Board of Health is continuing to refine Monterey’s emergency vaccina- 
tion plan to assure maximum effectiveness in case of an emergency. 

The Board of Health inspects 7 different food operations and continues to 
conduct compliance checks of tobacco sales to minors.

Community Health Programs began 30 years ago as The Children’s Health 
Program, founded to provide health care for rural children who had no access to 
care, and for whom isolation was leading to medical problems and delays in lan- 
guage, social, and cognitive skills. In the Year 2000, the agency began doing busi- 
ness as Community Health Programs, with the expanded mission of providing ser- 
vices to improve the health and well being of residents of all ages living in Berkshire 
County and adjacent communities. 

CHP serves over 4,500 people per year, through four programs: 1) its Federally 
Qualified Health Center; 2) a Women, Infants and Children (WIC) program and 
emergency food support; 3) Early Intervention services for children with delays 
and disabilities; 4) a Family Support Network that offers parenting education, school 
readiness classes, a drop-in center, ESL classes, 12 playgroups at sites across 
South County, and much more. 

The CHP Health Center serves approximately 3,000 patients each year; ap- 
proximately 6% are documented as living above 200% of poverty level. A racial/ 
ethnic and insurance status profile is charted below:

CHP’s federally qualified Health Center is the only primary care provider in the 
region that is accessible to infants, children, youth, adults and elders, regardless of 
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insurance status or ability to pay. Of the 3,000 patients served each year by the CHP 
Health Center, approximately 40% have no insurance and many more have inad- 
equate coverage. Due to the increasing rate of uninsurance in this region, the 
amount of “Charity Care” provided by the Health Center in FY2005 increased by 
152% from the previous year. CHP continues to see a growing discrepancy between 
the rising number of clients who qualify for free or reduced fee care, and the reim- 
bursement level available to community health centers through the state’s Uncom- 
pensated Care Pool. We estimate that reimbursement covers approximately 50% of 
CHP’s real costs for serving these clients, largely due to the fact that many have 
complex life situations requiring extensive enabling services (care management) 
that are not billable for reimbursement. 

Additionally, in 2005, over 400 patients received free medication through CHP. 
We received no reimbursement for any medications that we obtained - through a 
very time consuming process - for patients through pharmaceutical companies’ 
Patient Assistance prescription drug programs, nor for medications for which CHP 
paid ourselves. 

CHP’s ability to fulfill our role as safety net provider, while sustaining high 
quality services, is consistently jeopardized by losses in government and private 
funding. Yet, we are 100 percent committed to finding ways to care for the most 
vulnerable members of our population. 

We thank the residents of Monterey for their support, and we look forward to 
continuing to offer these important services to the citizens of Southern Berkshire 
County.

TOWN REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Fiscal Year 2005 


It is the work of the Monterey Conservation Commission to locally administer 
the Wetlands Protection Act (WPA - MGL Ch 131, S 40). The WPA prohibits any 
filling, excavation or other alteration of the land surface, water levels, or vegetation 
in wetlands, regardless of ownership, without a permit from the local Conservation 
Commission. The WPA is interested in Flood Control, Prevention of Storm Damage, 
Prevention of Pollution, Fisheries, Ground water, Public or Private Water Supplies, 
and Wildlife Habitat. Additionally the Riverfront areas have been included as re- 
quiring protection under their own paragraph. The Conservation Commission also 
administers the local Scenic Mountain Act (SMA), in effect in Monterey since 
November 10, 2004. 

The Conservation Commission issued 2 Enforcement Orders and heard 15 
Request for Determination of Applicability (RDA) and 17 Notice of Intents (NOI or 
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Members attended some workshops during the year. 

Current membership includes Chris Blair, Rick Andrus, Tim Lovett, David 
Dempsey, and Judith Bach. David Logan resigned from the Conservation Commis- 
sion in the Fall of 2005. 

We welcome questions anytime from citizens with concerns about the Wet- 
lands Protection Act and/or the Scenic Mountain Act. The board meets on the 2nd 
Monday of each month at 6pm at the Monterey Town Hall Meeting Room and 
follows a first come, first served agenda.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF OPERATIONS 
Department of Highways, Buildings and Properties 


July 2004 to June 2005 


The new Osh Kosh and F-550 Ford were delivered in late fall in time for a long 
and difficult winter. The snow seemed to keep coming with very little let up. With 
the new snow plow vehicles, the roads were kept open and safe but the Winter 
Maintenance budget was quickly depleted. We used 2047 tons of salt and 1405 
tons of sand. 

We used 7775 gallons of diesel and 1535 gallons of gasoline for the year. River 
Road was topped with a coating of Oil and Stone. Work was done on Beartown Mtn 
Road, fixing a long standing problem of mud during the spring thaw, with drainage 
and gravel. Numerous heavy rainstorms throughout the year washed out many of 
the dirt roads, especially during the fall of 2004. A section of Tyringham Road was 
damaged in the spring of 2005 by heavy rains on top of frozen ground. 

Town Hall was substantially completed with the Town Highway crew doing 
some of the painting and work. The Towns rental property, Bally Gally was painted 
and readied for rental. 

Work on the rebuilding of Gould Road was started and should be completed by 
the fall of 2005.

MONTEREY CULTURAL COUNCIL REPORT 
711/04 - 6/30/05 


The Monterey Cultural Council received 31 grant applications this year (up 
from 29), and we were pleased to be able to fund, either fully or partially, 15 appli- 
cants, distributing a total of $2,675. The grants supported activities such as con- 
certs, school outreach programs, scholarships for art study, school field trips, pup- 
pet shows and musicians. Eight of the grants went to applicants providing enrich- 
ment through the public school system, and one grant went to a program cospon- 
sored with the Monterey Library. 

A good deal of work went into our own event titled “Shindig”’, an evening of 
community music and dance at the Firehouse Pavilion on September 4, 2004. It 
featured music from the gazebo during a community potluck (the weather cooper- 
ated), followed by a contra dance in the pavilion. The band for this dance was a 12- 
piece volunteer, pickup band organized for the occasion, and the dances were all 
taught and called by Joe Baker. There was a large dance crowd for this segment, 
numbering over 100 dancers at one point. Following the contra dance, there was a 
brief concert/sing along led by a group of Monterey youngsters between the ages 
of 8 and 14, and then a local rock band, 3 for All, took the stage for the final dance 
session. 

Annual funding from the state continues at a reduced level for all towns due to 
budgetary constraints, so we have not been able to support artists’ programs to the 
extent we would like. However, we are committed to bringing quality cultural oppor- 
tunities to the town within the limits of our available resources, and we are gratified 
to have been awarded the funding that we requested from Town Meeting in May in 
order to do this.

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REPORT OF THE MONTEREY 


LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
July 1, 2004 - June 30, 2005 


During the past year, the Monterey Library has continued to provide a variety 
of services for its patrons. The collection, which is continually updated, contains 
7,830 items which reflect the varied interests of the community. This includes an 
ever increasing number of audio visual materials which are supplemented with 
those on loan from the Western Massachusetts Regional Library System and come 
to Monterey by way of the Bookmobile. The total circulation for the year was 6,545, 
including 1,773 items of children/youth materials, 1,644 videos and 1,293 fiction 
books. The Monterey Library is primarily used for recreational purposes but re- 
search materials can be easily accessed upon request through Inter-Library Loan. 
During the past year there were 786 patrons of the Monterey Library. 

The library sponsored several different programs for children and adults dur- 
ing the summer. A reading was held with local author Alice Howell and storyteller 
Jay Mankita entertained families on the library lawn. Two story/craft hours were 
also held for children and the summer reading program provided encouragement for 
them to keep reading over vacation. The month of July ended with the annual used 
book sale which was as popular as ever and raised $623.46 to be used for future 
programming. The Trustees once again appreciate the use of the tables from the 
Monterey Church for this event. The Board of Trustees applied to the Cultural 
Council for financial assistance in providing family oriented programs for the sum- 
mer of 2005. The generous support of the Council has enabled the Monterey Li- 
brary to provide many programs for the community in past years. 

The operating budget for FY0S5 at the Monterey Library was $32,100 and the 
maintenance budget was $3,100. In addition the library received $1,786.38 in state 
aid. 

The Trustees engaged in a most unusual task during this past year when they 
had to interview and hire a new library director. This was only the third time in the 
past 80 years that a director was hired for the Monterey Library. In February 2005, 
Anne Marie Makuc announced her decision to resign as Library Director, a posi- 
tion she had held since May 1, 1978. Mrs. Makuc also expressed her desire to 
resign from the Board of Library Trustees after a distinguished term of service of 40 
years and one day. The Trustees regretfully accepted her resignation and ex- 
pressed their appreciation for her many years of dedication to the library and the 
citizens of Monterey. A retirement reception was held for Mrs. Makuc on June 8 at 
the Monterey General Store and was attended by approximately 125 people. A 
. framed picture of the Monterey Library was presented to Mrs. Makuc as a gift from 
the Trustees. 

After an extensive search, Mark Makuc was hired as the new Library Director, 
effective June 1, 2005. 

There were also changes in the Board of Library Trustees. Kathy Bracken 
resigned from the Board and her position was filled by Lois Storch. Anne Marie 
Makuc’s position was filled by Jane Black. Will Marsh expressed a desire to step 
down as the Chairperson of the Board and Laurie Shaw accepted this position. Lois 
Storch assumed the position of Secretary vacated by Laurie Shaw. 
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Several issues with the maintenance of the library arose during the past year. 
The furnace which had served the Monterey Library for approximately 50 years 
needed several repairs and finally was replaced on February 16, 2005 at a cost of 
$3,300. Since the interior of the library had not been painted in 30 years, the 
Trustees placed an article on the town warrant to appropriate $2,500 for this pur- 
pose. The article was passed at the annual town meeting in May and the Trustees 
made plans to put the job out to bid with a start date for the painting projected for 
February 2006. There was a small amount of flooding in the library basement due to 
storms in April 2005. The problem was quickly resolved with the efforts of Mark 
Makuc and Ultra Clean. 

The Trustees extend their appreciation to Christa Lindsay, Guenevere Goik and 
Carole Clarin for their volunteer work at the Monterey Library during the past year 
as well as to the patrons who continue to make the Monterey Library an integral 
part of our town.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 
June 2004-July 2005 


Members: 

June 2004 Planning Board members were Maggie Leonard, (chair/secretary) Wayne 
Burkhart, Gerry Shapiro, Joyce Scheffey, Beth King and Ricardo Boehm. Also in 
June 2004, the Planning Board expanded from five members to seven members. 
The elections held at the annual town meeting in May 2005 saw Gerry Shapiro 
lose her Planning Board seat to Janet Cathcart. Ricardo Boehm did not run, and 
Brian Puntin and Cindy Hoogs were elected to create an elected seven-member 
board. In April 2005 Joyce Scheffey decided to resign from the board, but it was 
too close to the elections for anyone to legally run for the open seat. Subse- 
quently Stephen Rose was appointed to the seat to create a seven-member board. 


General Business 

The Planning Board spent much of the June and July 2004 meetings studying. 
materials and records from the Jaffe construction project on their barn at 163 Hupi 
Road. The Building Inspector had issued a Stop Work Order the Jaffe’s on May 13, 
2004 and as the aggrieved parties they petitioned for a hearing before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. On June 24, 2004 the Planning Board received a letter from the 
law firm of Cain, Hibbard and Meyers requesting any records generated by the 
Planning Board relative to the Jaffe project; specifically any information generated 
by Planning Board member Gerry Shapiro. It was a convoluted case in which the 
construction plans were amended three times, there were two Building Permit Ap- 
plications, and there was a disagreement as to whether the barn was being con- 
structed in the original footprint or not. Additionally, the neighbors across the 
street strenuously objected to the renovation and claimed that there was a change 
in use. The Planning Board submitted a finding for the July 21, 2004 hearing stating 
that, according to the documents submitted, there appeared to be no change in use 
of the building and that construction on the barn did not increase the non-conform- 
ing nature of the structure (it is in the setback). Having so found, the Planning 
Board recommended to the Zoning Board of Appeals that the Jaffe’s be allowed to 
continue the project without obtaining a Special Permit. | 
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In July and August the Planning Board met with Al Thorpe from Accord Engineer- 
ing and Rudy Bach to discuss Judy Bach’s (Rudy’s mother) preliminary proposal 
for a Form B subdivision on her Mount Hunger Road property. The plan proposed 
a subdivision road, to be called Peace Lane, of approximately 550' in length and the 
plan called for four lots. Due to the small size of the project Thorpe requested many 
waivers from the Subdivision Control Regulations. After a site visit in July 2004 and 
subsequent meeting with Rudy Bach, the Planning Board informed the Bach’s that 
the potential build out was for ten lots even though that is not what they proposed. 
However the Planning Board was still inclined to look favorably on many of the 
waiver requests. To date no definitive plan nor have any new documents or re- 
quests been submitted for this project. 


In September 2004 the Planning Board met with the Building Inspector, Don Torrico. 
He outlined what he believed are inconsistencies between the Monterey Zoning 
Bylaws and the State Building Code. Torrico also questioned why the Zoning 
Board of Appeals is the Special Permit granting authority in Monterey. He gave the 
board a copy of the Town of Lee’s Zoning Bylaws and recommended that Monterey 
use this as a reference and a guideline for improving the Monterey Zoning Bylaws, 


specifically the Nonconforming Structures, Uses, and Lots section. 


In October 2004 the Planning Board met with members of the McLaughlin/Wilson 
House committee (MWHC). At that meeting several ideas for municipal and recre- 
ational use of the property were generated, mostly around the idea of having a 
community center. The MWHC questioned the board about a municipal use in the 
Agricultural/Residential District. Also in October 2004 the Planning Board met with 
Robert Lazzarini who had done a masterful piece of research on the remaining large 
parcels of land in Monterey and what their fate might be concerning their develop- 
ment potential. In a nine-page report Lazzarini outlined his study of all the land 
parcels in Monterey and divided his research into two categories; parcels less than 
40 acres and parcels greater than 40 acres. He demonstrated that, due to the high 
land values in Monterey, it would be very profitable to develop subdivisions, and 
do we really want that? Lazzarini also investigated agricultural development-there 
is none due to the high cost of land-and indicated that regulations to prevent large- 
scale development would be, in his opinion, necessary to preserve the rural charac- 
ter of the town. 


The Town Clerk, Barbara Swan, met with the board in December of 2004 to ask if the 
Planning Board would consent to hold a joint hearing with Select Board. Since the. 
Building Inspector did not get action from the Planning Board he appealed to the 
Select Board for Zoning Bylaw changes to make it more consistent with the State 
Building Code. Turns out that in order to make any changes to the Zoning Bylaws 
it must be done through the Planning Board! The proposed joint hearing was about 
a proposal to excise Section VIII. Exceptions which do not require a building permit 
from the Zoning Bylaws. The Planning Board did agree to the joint hearing but 
there was some grumbling in the ranks; it was a 4-1 vote in favor of holding the joint 
hearing. At the Special Town Meeting where the bylaw change was brought to the 
Town, the proposal was tabled until the Planning Board researched the proposed 
change. 
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January 2005 saw the Planning Board formulating an agenda for the coming year 
that emphasized creating a bylaw proposal to make the construction of Accessory 
Dwelling Units a use by rights for all two-acre parcels outside the Lake Shore 
District. This was a direct application of the information that the Planning Board 
had gotten from land use planner Joel Russell. Also on the agenda was to review 
the Nonconforming Structures, Uses and Lots section of the zoning bylaws and to 
research if regulations for common driveways is necessary. 


The February/March meetings of 2005 revolved around the aforementioned agenda 
items plus discussion and review of the Special Permit Application submitted by 
Franklin and Susan Gurtman of 33 Northeast Cove Road. Also discussed was the 
Planning Board’s dire need for a paid secretary. The board also researched and 
answered a questionnaire from a student at the Western New England College of 
Law regarding impervious surface covering, open space preservation, and preser- 
vation of native American sites in Monterey. 


In April 2005 the Planning Board reviewed and discussed a memo from the Conser- 
vation Commission regarding the revision of Section VI. Setback Requirements of 
the zoning bylaw. The Conservation Commission submitted wording for the defini- 
tion of “mean high water line’. The definition was in response to an Application for 
a Special Permit for a deck expansion in the Lake Shore District, by Mark Cash in 
October 2004, in which Cash states that there is no way to define the term “mean 
high water line.” Also in April 2005 the Planning Board reviewed the Application 
for a Variance submitted by Mark Cash for a shed on his Buckingham Lane prop- 
erty, which was violating the setback regulations. There was also an Application 
for a Special Permit by Michael Germain of 179 Buckingham Lane for a sewage 
disposal system that proposed a retaining wall within the setback. Also in April the 
Planning Board bid a fond farewell to Joyce Scheffey who resigned after ten years 
of service to the town. 


In May 2005 the board welcomed three new members; Janet Cathcart, Cindy Hoogs, 
and Brian Puntin. The meetings that month were spent in educating the new mem- 
bers on the duties of the Planning Board and getting them up to speed on the 
current issues around town. At that point it only seemed fair to review the year’s 
agenda and _be willing to make changes in light of so many new board members. 
Also in May 2005 Monterey resident Don Bernard and his attorney David Hellman 
came before the board regarding Bernard’s Seven Stone property on Lake Buel 
Road (it also fronts on Lake Buel). Planning Board member Cindy Hoogs recused 
herself from the deliberations because Mr. Bernard has been a client of the law firm 
Campoli and Campoli where she is employed. Bernard and Hellman presented a plan 
that showed a five-lot land division on 54 acres with approximately 400 feet of road 
frontage on a private road that runs through the property. Hellman stated that the 
existing private road is a road that was in existence and used prior the adoption of 
the Subdivision Control Regulations in Monterey. A site visit was agreed upon for 
June 2, 2005. At that time board members Maggie Leonard and Janet Cathcart. 
viewed the property with Bernard and Hellman. At the June 9, 2005 meeting of the 
Planning Board David Hellman presented the board with a survey map dated 1959 
that shows the (then Camp Deerwood) property with an existing road. With evi- 
dence that a private road pre-existed the Subdivision Control Regulations the Plan- 


ning Board agreed that Bernard could apply for a Form A plan. It was stipulated that 
the road would remain private and that a neighborhood association (or the like) 
would be established for its maintenance. The current use of the property as a 
family camp/resort would be abandoned.

SELECT BOARD ANNUAL REPORT FOR 2004-2005 


At the annual town meeting on May 1, 2004, Michael Storch was elected 
uncontested to a seat on the Select Board to fill the vacancy opened by Peter S. 
Brown’s retirement. Mr. Brown had been a member of the board for twelve years and 
Representative Smitty Pignatelli presented him with a certificate of thanks from the 
House of Representatives. His tenure was also celebrated at a Berkshire County 
Massachusetts Municipal Association’s dinner, where he was given an award for 
his years of service. 

Of note on the annual warrant were the following: a ballot question to exempt 
from the provisions of Proposition 2 1/2 the financing for an Osh Kosh truck and a 
new 550; a unanimous vote to appropriate $50,000 to compensate active Monterey 
Fire Fighters in lieu of real estate tax exemptions; a unanimous vote to appropriate 
$10,000 for the Southern Berkshire Regional School District to make up for an 
inadequate school budget, caused in part by underfunding by the state, and to 
show support for the district; the establishment of quarterly tax payments begin- 
ning in FY 2006; and the expansion of the Planning Board from five members to 
seven. Finally, the town offered its thanks to Tax Collector Henry Makuc for his 32 
years of service.

After the annual town meeting several budgetary issues presented themselves 
to the board. 

First, Building Inspector Brent Getchell resigned on May 3rd. Originally effec- 
tive as of the end of the fiscal year, Mr. Getchell then authorized Don Torrico, the 
alternate, to act as the inspector effective immediately. Mr. Torrico soon found the 
department needed more time and attention than its budget would allow. On June 
28th, it was decided to make payments to Mr. Torrico on an hourly basis and to have 
a Special Town Meeting in September to address his salary. 

Second, Hugh Cowig resigned as Town Counsel. After first hiring Jerry Scully 
to represent the town on a filing before the ZBA, Mr. Scully was appointed Town 
Counsel on August 2nd, at a flat fee of $5,500. 

A Special Town Meeting was scheduled for September 14th to address both 
issues, and also the Tax Collector’s compensating balance agreement. However, 
after the meeting was announced, several more budgetary and regulatory issues 
requiring a Special Town Meeting were presented to the Board. In consideration, 
the meeting was delayed. 

On November 15th, the Special Town Meeting was rescheduled to accommo- 
date additional requests from the Assessors, the Fire Department, the Planning 
Board, citizens of Lake Garfield, and citizens concerned with the effects of logging 
on roads, in addition to articles from the Select Board. The following week the 
meeting date was moved to accommodate a Public Hearing on the proposed Bylaw 
changes, and again the week after to allow for an informational meeting in which the 
Assessors would explain the need for Cadastral Mapping. 

At the Special Town meeting the town voted in favor of all articles except 
Article 6, which concerned Bylaw changes and was tabled, though it was generally 
considered imprudent to have brought forward such large monetary requests (a 
total of $95,853) in the middle of a fiscal year, two weeks before Christmas. 

Another issue the Select board dealt with throughout the year was Fairview 
Road, a steep part of which has been washing out regularly for years. There were 
several truck accidents on the road, and a drainage proposal to pave part of it was 
presented at an April 11th public meeting. It was agreed that more study was 
needed, and this issue was not resolved by the end of the fiscal year. 

Other town matters occurring during the year included: 

On August 30th the Select Board added an additional evening meeting to be 
held on the third Monday evening of every month, in order to address increasing 
demands on the office and to give working residents the chance to meet with the 
board in person. 

On November 15th the Conservation Commission reported that the Scenic 
Mountain Act had been recorded with the Southern Berkshire Registry of Deeds. 

On December 20th the Friends of Wilson McLaughlin House, Inc. submitted a 
copy of the Articles of Organization for the tax-exempt foundation. 

And on March 21st, 2005, the Board passed a resolution supporting legislation 
that would close the telecommunications property tax loophole and eliminate the 
unfair exemption in outdated property tax statutes. 

The Select Board had a very busy year, and future years promise to be just as 
busy. We encourage all residents to get involved in town business and to partici- 
pate in keeping Monterey a special place to live, work, raise children, and retire. 

Finally, it’s worth mentioning that national, state, and local economic, fund- 
ing and regulatory trends are catching up to towns like ours. Inflation continues 


to outpace income in categories such as healthcare, education and energy; un- 
funded mandates continue to be passed on to localities who must then fund them 
through property taxes; Federal and State aid continue to shrink; and regulations 
in all sectors of town governance continue to increase the cost of living and the 
cost of doing business. At the same time, property valuations, based on sales, 
continue to skyrocket, making Monterey richer on paper but unaffordable in real- 
ity. Property taxes must now foot the bill not only for more of what the town 
wants, but for more of what it needs, and for more of what it’s required to provide. 
There seems to be no going back, and the road forward is filled, unfortunately, 
with .. . tax bills.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE SOUTHERN 
BERKSHIRE REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Thank you to the citizens of Alford, Egremont, Monterey, New Marlborough, 
and Sheffield for the support given to Southern Berkshire Regional School District 
over the past 50 years! Yes, it was 50 years ago that the five communities voted to 
become the first regional school district in Massachusetts. The history tells a story 
of courage, risk taking, commitment, disagreements, and compromises, but always 
a great love of the children of the five towns, and a commitment to provide them 
with the best public education possible. 

The District had an excellent school opening this year. Extensive work was 
done throughout the summer to prepare procedures, implement policies, and up- 
date courses and realign science and social studies with the new state curriculum 
frameworks. 

In September, leaders from the district worked with a consultant toward defin- 
ing and writing district improvement goals. The participants identified the follow- 
ing three goals, which were approved later this fall by the School Committee Mem- 
bers: 


District Improvement Goal 1: 

To ensure that all students acquire and are able to apply the knowledge and skills 
defined in the learning standards of curriculum frameworks, we will use assessment 
data to inform decisions, review and revise district curricula, review textbooks and 
supplemental materials, provide professional development for all educators, pro- 
vide support services, and communicate with students, parents, and caregivers. 


District Improvement Goal 2: 

To develop a coherent strategy focused on reducing the high mobility rate, we will 
identify a committed group of district staff and community representative to de- 
velop an implementation plan focused on the mission of the Southern Berkshire 
Regional School District, identifying and promoting the district’s strengths to the 
communities. 
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District Improvement Goal 3: 

To recruit and retain highly qualified personnel, we will examine the teaching, 
learning and working conditions in the Southern Berkshire Regional School Dis- 
trict, and we will address areas in need of improvement in order to enhance our 
school culture. 

SBRSD is an outstanding academic school system. The continued student per- 
formance on the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) 
places the district among the highest academic performers in the Berkshires. In 
addition, a growing number of students are being accepted into some of the nation’s 
finest colleges and universities. 

Students have defined themselves as highly respected and skilled athletes 
and performers of the arts. As they compete in soccer, cross country, volleyball, 
hockey, basketball, tennis, golf, wrestling, baseball, softball and football, they 
establish the district as one that values good sportsmanship, a commitment and 
determination to play well, and the essence of being a team player. The coaches 
have distinguished themselves as role models and leaders throughout the Berk- 
shires. 

The quality of student performances within the arts is stellar! The band, choir, 
dramatic performers, potters, painters, and photographers have brought to the 
district awards of excellence. Over the last two years, those who have attended 
band and choir concerts may have heard the two perform together. The perfor- 
mances often earn the students the highest audience approval, standing ovations! 

The District is aggressive in applying the use of technology to numerous 
aspects of school life. The central office is updating the software used. The 
update includes new human resource components that will allow staff to maxi- 
mize their time and expertise. 

The District Assessment Program piloted the grades 3-10 math assessments, 
based on national and state standards, to all students. Based on the results of the 
students’ assessments, the software generates Individual Learning Plans (ILP), 
teacher generated math skill builders for each standard, and the parent and/or 


student can access the ILP and resources from home. The elementary school: 


also implemented a new report card system using technology. 

At the middle and high school level, the teachers implemented a new system 
of taking daily attendance and recording student tardiness. This required a real 
commitment from the teachers to apply their training on a daily basis. The middle 
and high school are also engaged in the implementation of the District Assess- 
ment Program for students in grades 7-10. 

Special Education has converted their record keeping to a new system which 
enables the teachers and administrators to generate student data needed for record 
keeping and information needed for ongoing reports to the state. 

Each initiative takes a strong commitment of a dedicated administration and 
faculty. There is a tremendous amount of time and effort needed to achieve suc- 
cess, and the District is very successful in the application of technology for the 
advancement of student achievement. The technology of SBRSD is cutting edge 
and highly proactive in student learning. 

At the same time, the District is accelerating its work on making all curricula 
rigorous and relevant for students. This summer, the science and social studies 
departments did extensive work re-aligning course content across grade levels to 
better prepare student to meet the state mandates and prepare them for an ever 
changing world. A compelling question being asked by the highly qualified and 
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professional educators is “Why do we teach this, and how do we know it has been 
learned?” 

This is a time of hard work and great pride for Southern Berkshire Regional 
School District. As we celebrate the past 50 years, we also are humbled by the 
history of the citizens in the five towns that created the first regional school district. 
A heartfelt and sincere thank you is extended to all of the citizens for your support 
and for believing in the District.

Representative Pignatelli presented outgoing Select Board member Peter S. Brown 
with a certificate of thanks from the House of Representatives, commemorating 
twelve years of service to the Town. In other business, the new Assistant Asses- 
sor, Erik Christianson, was introduced and his hours (9-12 Wednesday mornings 
and 9-12 or 12:30 Saturday mornings) 


ARTICLE 5. The Town voted to -raise and appropriate the sum of $200,000 for 
the Stabilization Fund. After discussion, and the report this fund currently totals 
$340,000, the article was approved. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 6. The Town voted to transfer the sum of $9000 from Overlay Surplus 
to the Reserve Fund, with no discussion. 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 7. The Town voted to appropriate the sum of $218,521.00 for the purchase 
of an Oshkosh heavy duty truck for the Highway Department and to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Select Board to borrow said amount. The 
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Select Board noted this purchase replaces the twenty year old Oshkosh truck and 
is on a regular replacement schedule. 
The Town voted this action: 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 8. Town voted to appropriate the sum of $70,000 for the purchase of a 
Ford F-550 snowplow truck for the Highway Department and to authorize the Town 
Treasurer with the approval of the Select Board to borrow said amount, after some 
discussion concerning the nature of the bidding process. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 9. The Town voted to authorize the Select Board to sell the Highway 
Department’s 1997 Ford 350 truck and trade in the Oshkosh truck, it being noted 
that a trade-in value was known only for the Oshkosh truck. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 10. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 for 
replacement of the Town Garage roof, with no discussion. 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 11. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $5000 for the 
Lake Garfield dam inspection, with no discussion. 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 12. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,800 for the 
purchase of a police cruiser, after discussion that the newer of two cruisers is being 
tradedin. . 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 13. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $40,809 for the 
lease payment on the 2003 fire truck, noting that this is approval of an expenditure 
already agreed upon by the Town. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 14. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 “for 
compensation of active Monterey firefighters and medical personnel in lieu of real 
estate tax exemptions granted under Article X VI of the Town Bylaws”. An explana- 
| tion of this charge to the Town was given as follows: payments would be for 
| Training, at $15.00 per hour with a two hour minimum; for Firefighting Calls at $20.00 
| per hour with a two hour minimum. (The current real estate exemption Bylaw (which 
| would not be honored for active firefighters) provides each qualifying firefighter 
| only$1500 for a total of $14,700). Department retirees, after twenty years of service 

and at age 60, can continue to receive the retiree exemption granted under Article 
XVI of the Town Bylaws. An amendment was offered and accepted unanimously to 
add the words “with annual compensation rates allotted to each category of 
firefighter and medical personnel being approved by the Select Board”. The cat- 
egories of firefighter from Fire Chief to EMT will be compensated under this amend- 
ment starting with a range from $2,000 for Chief to $500 for EMT. While approving 
this article, the Town noted the need for the Select Board to work with the Fire 
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Company to write clear policy regarding compensation (under State Law) for per- 
mitted brush fires that are untended or get out of control. It was noted that policy 
would be promulgated by Bylaw and that there would be hearings and a Town vote 
on that policy. This article was then passed. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 15. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $49,997 for loan 
and interest on the Town Hall addition. Dean Amidon reported on costs, which 
(not including the cost of the elevator under a barrier removal grant from the State) 
total $881,000.00 and come to $267.00 per square foot to date. This loan payment 
was approved: 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 16. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $400 for the 
Berkshire Region Group Purchasing Program, with no discussion: 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 17. The Town voted to appropriate the sum of $5000 from the Receipts 
Reserve Septic Loan Fund Account for the community septic loan program, with no 
discussion: 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 18. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 for the 
Southern Berkshire Regional School District, to be used at the discretion of its 
Superintendent with approval of the Select Board to offset cuts in the school 
budget. Superintendent Valerie Spriggs noted that the School originally asked for 
a “best enhancement” budget of about a 9% increase (to offset extreme cuts in 
State Aid which left the District with less than the budget of FY 2002 and was down 
from $9 per pupil to $8 per pupil, along with a transportation reimbursement from the 
State of only $235,000 of $700,000 costs for transportation). Representatives from 
three smaller towns are unable to control the final vote for the school budget and 
finally agreed to a compromise, which protected human resources, a 2.71% in- 
crease. It was agreed that the Select Board of Monterey will be responsible for 
approving requests from this fund, and that it will be used for student services and 
internet programs as non-personnel expenditures. The expense was approved: 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 19. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for the 
Purple Loosestrife Project for Brewer Pond, with considerable discussion and con- 
cern that this project to introduce natural controls might be introducing a later- 
uncontrollable problem and that lake drawdown introduces more difficulties for 
local wildlife. The money is part of a three-year matching funds project, and it was 
noted the Lake Garfield Association will be monitoring the grids for the project. 
This article was moved by majority vote after considerable discussion and was 
approved. 
Unanimously 
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ARTICLE 20. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $4000 for 
repairs to the Bally Gally house on the former Wilson-McLaughlin property, with 
no discussion. 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 21. The Town voted to accept the provisions of Massachusetts General 

Law Chapter 59, Section 57C, establishing quarterly tax payments for real and per- 

sonal property taxes to be implemented for Fiscal Year 2006, with no discussion: 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 22. The Town voted to continue the “I Love Monterey Day” Revolving 
Fund, whose expenditures are controlled by the “I Love Monterey Day” Commit- 
tee, for the annual celebration, not to exceed $5,000, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Massachusetts General Laws Ch. 44, §53E1/2. Discussion revealed the 
current balance to be about $16.00. The article was passed: 

Unanimously 


ARTICLE 23. The Town voted to authorize and direct the Assessors to take $170,000 

(amended to $100,000 from the Stabilization Fund and $70,000 from Free Cash, with 

a unanimous vote) to reduce the tax levy for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2004. 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 24. The Town voted to expand the Planning Board from five members to 
seven members effective May 2004 (amended by voice vote from May 2005 with the 
understanding that appointments would be made in a joint meeting of the Select 
Board with the Planning Board) with one of the new members to be elected May 
2005 for a term of five years, the other new member for a term of two years. Subse- 
quently, each member to be elected for a five year term. The Board was re-estab- 
lished under the provisions of Chapter 41 of the Massachusetts General Laws and 
shall have and exercise the powers and duties set forth therein. Discussion con- 
cerned the fact that this Board has statutory duties and requirements by bylaw 
which have required it to meet twice a month but since it must also review building 
applications along with other Boards, there has been a great increase in the work of 
this Board. Jonathan Sylbert noted the Building Inspector will only enforce build- 
ing code, not our own zoning issues. After lengthy discussion, the Article was 
approved by hand counted vote: 
Yes 68 No 10 


SESS SSS 
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ARTICLE 25. The Town agreed to investigate further the purchase of a radar 
portable trailer display device to be used to control traffic speeds through Town. 
This article, submitted by Citizen Petition rather than the Select Board, was amended 
from $9,000 to $11,500 a vote of 43 yes to 24 no, but there could be no guarantee of 
there being a recorded script of speeds and times to help determine the best place- 
ment of this device in Town (the Town having voted to remove the restriction it 
control speeds only in the center of Town). It was determined that this request 
should be further researched and brought again to Town Meeting by the Select 
Board. The article was defeated by a vote of: 
Yes 20 No 56 
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ARTICLE 26. The Town did not agree to the Article, submitted by Citizen Peti- 
tion rather than the Select Board, which asked that the Town pay for the entire 
cost of the Transfer Station with funds raised through real estate taxes. Discus- 
sion centered on the fact that we already pay for all costs of this Station through 
a line item in the regular budget, and that this really changes nothing. It was noted 
that only half the homeowners buy the transfer station permits (bringing in a total 
of $41,000 last year. An amendment was offered, asking that the Town “prohibit 
any sticker fees” which was passed by a vote of 44 Yes to 19 No. Discussion 
resumed at a vote of Yes 39 and No 26, whereby Select Board member Michelle 
Miller noted that by voting in favor of this there would be repercussions, that we 
should show the Solid Waste Board respect since they had planned to offer us the 
choice of a system she prefers, the “pay per throw” system. Ms. Miller asked that 
the Town pass over this article, and the Town voted to pass over: 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 27. The Town did not vote to authorize its Treasurer and/or Tax Collector 
to enter into a compensating balance agreement or agreements for Fiscal Year 2005, 
pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 53F. At issue was 
the loss to the Town of the interest on the balance that needed to be maintained, 
which was minimal with low interest rates but would grow to be more lost interest as 
the rates for interest increase. This vote was by hand count, as follows: 

Yes 16 No 29 


ARTICLE 28. The Town voted to allow the Treasurer to use available funds in the 
Treasury or, with the approval of the Select Board, to borrow money in anticipation 
of reimbursement by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on account of Highway 
Capital Funds, in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter-44, Sec- 
tion 6A, and to issue notes therefor for a period not to exceed two years from this 
date, and the proceeds from such reimbursement shall be applied to discharge the 
loan. 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 28. The Town voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Select Board, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning July 1, 2004, in accordance with the provisions of 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given 
for a period of less than one year, in accordance with General Laws Chapter 44, 
Section 17. 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 29. The Town voted to authorize the Library Trustees and the Planning 
Board to appoint a member thereof to another office or position for the term pro- 
vided by law (if any), otherwise for the term not to exceed one year, and to fix the 
salary and compensation in accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 
41, Section 4A. 

Unanimously 
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In closing, the Town offered its thanks to outgoing Tax Collector, Henry Makuc 
for his many years of service to the Town (1972 to 2004). There being no other 
business to transact, the Town moved to adjourn the Town Meeting at 12:35pm. 
The polls stayed open until 6:30 pm with no untoward incidents to report in the 
polling.

REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


This is to certify that 111 of 612 registered voters of the Town of Monterey qualified 
to vote in Town affairs met in the Firehouse of the Monterey Fire Company, Ltd. in 
said Town on Thursday, December 16, 2004, at 7:00 o’clock in the evening, and then 
and there acted as follows: 


Article 1. The Town voted to transfer the sum of $4,300.00 from Free Cash to the 
Town Counsel Account. Two of the three members of the Finance Committee not 
having been consulted, their objection to procedure was noted. After a vote to 
pass over this article failed by a vote of 46 yes and 31 no, the Select Board answered 
the concerns of the Finance Committee by explaining that the retirement of the 
previous Town Counsel necessitated negotiations with the new Town Counsel 
after the budget was set for this fiscal year. The amount represents the difference 
between the flat fee offered to the new Town Counsel and the amount budgeted for 
that function. The suggested additional amount was passed by hand count in 
Town Meeting as follows: 
62 yes 20 no 


Article 2. The Town voted to transfer the sum of $65,000 from Free Cash to a 
Cadastral Mapping Account at the request of the Assessors, who revealed that the 
State requires accuracy to within 10% of the boundaries and that the Town could 
get a better price now for aerial photography. Mr. Moriarty of the Finance Commit- 
tee once again noted that his committee was not consulted, and suggested the 
Meeting might table this question to explore other options, so if this were approved 
at a later date how much more funding might be necessary, whether the sum repre- 
sented only one program, and what might be the validity of this data compared to 
other methods. The Assessors were queried concerning the fact the Berkshire 
Regional Planning Commission and Mass Highway had received a grant for such. 
aerial photography. In reply the Assessors noted there was a need for greater 
detail, especially around the lakes, than could be achieved through that approach. 
Accuracy would be achieved with 18 fixed land points and would be cross refer- 
enced against deeds in consultation with landowners, over a three year period. 
After that a $2,000 per annum sustaining fee would be needed. A call for a vote on 
this article was passed in the affirmative as follows: 
64 yes 34 no 


‘Article 3. A motion was proposed to increase the amount in the Tax Collector’s 
Computer Account to a sum greater than the $2,000.00 requested since the com- 
puter running the new quarterly-payments software was out of date. After assur- 
ances that the Select Board would be supplying a new computer from a different 
account, that proposal was withdrawn. A voice vote to approve the article in the 
amount of $2,000.00 was passed: 

Unanimously 
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Article 4. While hoping to discourage future requests for Fire Fighting equip- 
ment funding other than on an annual basis, the requested $8,000.00 for painting 
the forest-fire-fighting truck acquired through military surplus and largely paid 
for with grant money was appropriated by voice vote. The question was called 
after the need was explained, and the vote was: 

66 yes 20 no 


Article 5. Discussion of this article began with a motion to reduce additional funds 
for the Building Inspector’s Account from $16,553 to $5,850 (to cover 15 hours a 
week to July 1, 2005). That amendment failed by a count of 27 yes and 51 no. The 
Select Board noted that a higher sum was needed because the backlog of serious 
problems in permitting requires the attention of the new Building Commissioner for 
many more hours. It was noted that we had buildings built without permits, within 
setbacks, and with understated costs to lower the cost of the permit to build. Now 
that we have a qualified Building Commissioner, the number of cases out of order 
has dropped, the complaints about fairness have Stopped, and increases in fees 
have brought the amount collected in permitting fees to nearly $40,000 per annum 
($8,000 more than last year). We hope in future to help young couples by having the 
right to overlook the first $100,000 in permit fees for hardship cases. The Select 
Board noted they have received letters from homeowners thanking the Building 
Commissioner for intervening when shoddy work was being done on their homes. 
These problems have either been avoided or the work has been reimbursed or 
redone by the contractor. The Building Commissioner and the Select Board noted 
that some of the additional funds can be used to pay a file clerk once the initial 
organization and filing is completed and the department is in order. It was noted that 
other towns pay approximately what this town is being asked to pay, and that in this 
instance another town pays for the training and benefits of our Building Commis- 
sioner since he works only in off hours from his full-time job in that other town. A 
secret, “yes /no” ballot was voted, and the result of that balloting was in the 
affirmative by a vote of: 
52 yes 50 no 


Article 6. After noting that the Planning Board was insufficiently consulted about 
this article, although they knew of the need from last fall, there was a motion to table 
this article, agreed to by a vote of : 

68 yes 3 no 


Article 7. This article, it was noted by the Select Board, while repeating the action of 
a previous acceptance by the Town of a seven-member Planning Board, was incor- 
rectly presented previously. By deleting the entire article, and replacing it with the 
new article, we avoid confusion in the legal definition of the previous five member 
Board and the proposed seven member Board. The terms of office will still be: 
staggered, with two additional members running in the May 2005 election for five 
and four year terms respectively. This article was approved: 
Unanimously. 


Article 8. With no discussion, this article was passed: 
Unanimously. 
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Article 9. Mr. Amidon spoke to the fact his group sponsored this re-introduction 
of an article regarding use of jet-skis on Lake Garfield. The article has passed 
Town Meeting more than once, but has needed the input of the Department of 
Environmental Law Enforcement which governs Great Ponds. Dean Amidon noted 
that the first two sections are already part of our Town bylaws. In addition, he 
offered an amendment for clarification, citing State Law for boating (page 60 of 
the Massachusetts Boaters Guide booklet) as follows: “Personal watercraft shall 
not operate, except for launching and at headway speed in that small portion of 
Lake Garfield which is west of the channel” because the distance from any shore 
in that area is consistently less than the 150 feet from a shore required by the 
State boating regulations. That amendment passed by majority voice vote. 

A voice vote on this Article, as amended, was passed by a vote of: 

54 yes 3 no 


Article 10. After the provisions of this Chapter were reviewed and discussed, with 
a request that the Assessors make initial information and forms available to the 
public, this article passed by voice vote: 

Unanimously 


Article 11. Discussion began on whether the Town ought to expand the proposed 
bylaw concerning permits and bonds for logging operations, to encompass any 
large-scale construction operation. No action was taken on widening the bylaw to 
include construction since it was noted that permits are normally secured for those 
operations. Mr. Tryon offered an amendment, seconded, which would have speci- 
fied the bylaw would apply only to “unpaved roads (gravel or dirt)”, and would 
delete all other requirements excepting the permit process itself. A voice vote on 
that amendment failed. Further discussion queried the permit fee, and asked that a 
minimum fee of $100.00 be imposed but action to set the fee at $100.00 failed ona 
voice vote. It was noted that the Select Board can work with the Director of Opera- 
tions to set both the permit fee and procedures. The Director of Operations ex- 
plained that this Bylaw is a needed method of keeping track of logging operations 
in town and the damage they might cause to roads. After an amendment was 
passed to change wording on the penalty of $300, to delete the words “up to,” the 
article was then moved and was passed by majority voice vote. 


Article 12. This article was explained as having mere “housekeeping” functions, 
since the article on Non-Criminal Disposition is an index of penalties and enforce- 
ment officers as imposed under Non-Criminal Disposition by the Town for those 
instances of failure to follow Town Bylaws, and properly belongs after all those 
articles. The article was passed: 

Unanimously 


There being no further business, the Moderator entertained a motion to adjourn.

Dear Ms. Swann: 


Articles 7, 8, 9, 11, and 12 - I return with the approval of this Office the amendments 
to the town by-laws adopted under these Articles on the warrant for the Monterey 
special town meeting that convened on December 17, 2004. 


Article 9 - The amendments adopted under Article 9 add a new by-law pertaining 
to the use of personal watercraft on Lake Garfield. You have indicated that the 
proposed by-law was submitted to the Acting Director of the Division of Law 
Enforcement of the Department of Fisheries, Wildlife and Environmental Law 
Enforcement pursuant to GL. c. 9OB, §$§ 11 and 15, andc. 131, §§ 1 and 45. These 
Sections require the approval of the Director of the Division of Law Enforce- 
ment within the Department of Fisheries, Wildlife and Environmental Law En- 
forcement before certain by-laws pertaining to Great Ponds and motor boats and 
other types. of vessels can take effect. Presently, the Director’s office is located 
at 251 Causeway Street, 1st Floor, Boston, MA, 02114. Thus, we caution the 
town that the amendments adopted Article 9 will not take affect until the town 
receives approval from the Acting Director. 


Article 10 - I return the vote taken under Article 10 with no action by this Office. 
We do not deem the vote under Article 10 to be a by-law amendment. The vote 
under Article 10 was a vote to accept the provisions of Section 51 of Chapter 184 
of the Acts of 2002, which pertains to senior citizen property tax abatements. The 
vote does not require the approval of the Attorney General. 


Please note that a town clerk must notify the Secretary of State’s Office each. 
time the town accepts a general law. See GL. c. 4, § 5. You may wish to review the 
text of Article 10 as adopted to determine whether it needs to be submitted to the 
Secretary of State’s Office. 


Article 11 - The amendments adopted under Article 11 add a new Article XV IT, 
“Protection of Public Ways from Logging Damage,” to the town’s general by-laws. 
The proposed by-law provides in pertinent part as follows: 

Section 1. Logging Operation Permits. 


No person shall engage in logging operations without first obtaining a permit from 
the Director of Operations for Highways, Buildings and Town Property. Before such 
permit is issued, the applicant shall provide details of the proposed operation 
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and may be required to provide a cash bond which, in the opinion of the Director 
of Operations, is sufficient to cover any damage caused by the project. 


In approving the new logging damage by-law, we call the town’s attention to the 
protections accorded to agriculture under the Constitution and laws of the Com- 
monwealth. 


Article 97 of the Article of Amendments to the Massachusetts Constitution de- 
clares the protection of a citizen’s right to the utilization of agricultural resources to 
be a public purpose in the Commonwealth. Moreover, several state statutes recog- 
nize the importance of agriculture, foster and encourage agricultural pursuits, and 
limit the burdens that may be placed on it by local laws. For example, General Laws 
Chapter 40A, Section 3, provides protection to agriculture and provides in perti- 
nent part as follows: 


No zoning -. . by-law shall . . . prohibit, unreasonably regulate or require a special 
permit for the use of land for the primary purpose of agriculture, horticulture, flori- 
culture, or viticulture; ... except that all such activities may be limited to parcels of 
more than five acres in area not zoned for agriculture, horticulture, floriculture, or 
Viticulture. 


General Laws Chapter 40A, Section 3, states that all agricultural uses must be 
allowed as of right on land zoned for agriculture and on land that is greater than five 
acres in size; therefore, as here, a municipality cannot restrict agricultural uses in 
those areas. However, a municipality is allowed to restrict agricultural uses on land 
less than five acres that is not zoned for agriculture. . 


General Laws Chapter 128, Section IA, broadly defines agriculture to include for- 
estry and lumbering operations and provides as follows: 


“Farming” or “agriculture” shall include farming in all of its branches and the culti- 
vation and tillage of the soil, dairying, the production, cultivation, growing and 
harvesting of any agricultural, aquacultural, floricultural or horticultural commodi- 
ties, the growing and harvesting of forest products upon forest land, the raising of 
livestock including horses, the keeping of horses as a commercial enterprise, the 
keeping and raising of poultry, swine, cattle and other domesticated animals used 
for food purposes, bees, fur-bearing animals, and any forestry or lumbering opera- 
tions, performed by a farmer, who is hereby defined as one engaged in agriculture or 
farming as herein defined, or on a farm as an incident to or in conjunction with such 
farming operations, including preparations for market, delivery to storage or to 
market or to carriers for transportation to market. 

(Emphasis added.) 


G.L. c. 128, § IA, defines agriculture to include “growing and harvesting of forest 
products upon forest land . . . and any forestry of lumbering operations, performed 
by a farmer, who is hereby defined as one engaged in agriculture or farming as 
herein defined.” Thus, we remind the town that it would be inconsistent with state 
law if the proposed by-law would be unreasonable, as applied, to a particular log- 
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ging operation that enjoys the protections accorded to agriculture under state 
law. 


Note: Under GL. c. 40, § 32, neither general nor zoning by-laws take effect un- 
less the town has first satisfied the posting/publishing requirements of this sec- 
tion. Once this statutory duty is fulfilled, (1) general by-laws and amendments 
take effect on the date that these posting and publishing requirements are satis- 
fied unless a later effective date is prescribed in the by-law, and (2) zoning by- 
laws and amendments are deemed to have taken effect from the date they were 
voted by Town Meeting, unless a later effective date is prescribed in the by-law. 


If the Attorney General has disapproved and deleted one or more portions of any 
by-law or by-law amendment submitted for approval, only those portions approved 
are to be posted and published pursuant to GL. c. 40, § 32. We ask that you forward 
to us a copy of the final text of the by-law or by-law amendments reflecting any 
such deletion. It will be sufficient to send us a copy of the text posted and pub- 
lished by the Town Clerk pursuant to this statute. 


Nothing in the Attorney General’s approval authorizes an exemption from any 
applicable state law or regulation governing the subject of the by-law submitted for 
approval.

2005 TREE WARDEN ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 


We started off the year with a spring planting of 24 trees in four locations in 

town. The first being Barnum Flats at the intersection of Rt. 23 and Curtiss Road. At 
this location and heading east we planted nine trees. Our second planting location 
was at Greene Park at the request of the parks department. There we planted five 
trees. Our third location was just east of the old firehouse on Rt. 23. there we 
planted five. Our fourth planting location was at the berm on Rt. 23. There we 
planted five trees. The trees are tagged as to their species and include the following 
Tilia Cordata (greenspire) Linden, Tilia Amer. (Redmondi) Linden, Platanus Acer 
(bloodgood)London Plane, Gleditsia TI Shademaster Locust, Ulmus (accolade) 
Elm,UImus (homstead) Elm, Aesculus Carnea Briotii -Horse Chestnut,Aesculus 
Hippo (Baumannii) Horse chestnut, Pyrus (aristocrat) Pear, Liriodendron Tulipifera 
Tulip tree,Cercis Canadensis- Red Bud, Syringa Reticulata- Lilac, Sorbus Auc (car- 
dinal Royal)Mountain Ash, Prunis Sargentii-Cherry and Ginkgo Bilboa (magyar) 
Ginkgo. ; 
The trees were shipped as | 1/2-inch caliber in diameter and bare root. By 
buying bare root trees the savings can be as much as 60% with the same survival 
rate. The species I chose are more tolerant to road salt than other species that grow 
along our highways. Two of the trees died and one tree planted by the play ground 
at Greene Park just plain disappeared. We’ re on the lookout for a loose tree. 

The 24 trees cost $2078 or $86.58 per tree and were paid for out of my $1100 
budget and $1000 from the Monterey Preservation Land Trust. I donated a dump 
truck, backhoe and 5 yards of compost and mulch for the planting. Gould Farm was 
wonderful with their guests and staff in that they helped plant water and stake the 
trees. This process was on going all summer and the watering will need to be 
continued next summer. 

We will be planting every year and would like to know where you would like to 
have trees planted along our town roadways. 

Tree species that we are trying to bring back to Monterey are the Elm and 
Chestnut trees. We bought 150 Liberty Elms in the last 12 years and have only a few 
remaining. They were not disease resistant enough and died from Dutch elm dis- 
ease. We planted a Princeton Elm between the town hall and the river in 2004. That 
is in addition to the two new varieties we planted in this years planting. Bob Rausch 
of Monterey has been interested in the research being done on the development of 
a disease resistant American Chestnut. He has been keeping me posted on that 
progress. We are excited and hopeful that that will happen soon. 

Salt on our roads is another issue that I would like to touch upon. It is very 
harmful and is killing our roadside trees. I have tried to get our town officials to mix 
it with sand on our side roads as an experiment. Much too much salt is being used 
when there is just flurry or a light coating of 1/2 inch of snow. The evidence of 
excessive. salt is visible when there is no snow or ice left to melt and salt is still in its 
granulated form. The graveled roads receive this mix of salt and sand, are often ice 
and snow packed and are traveled at the same approximate speed as our side-paved 
roads. I wish the town would make some compromises and ask that you lobby them 
to do so.

I have 
been given an idea from some town residents that we form a committee to discuss 
what it is the towns people want their Tree Warden to do and how to fund the 
position. At this point any of you who are interested in serving on this committee 
please contact me. It sound like a wonderful idea. In closing I am grateful and proud 
to be elected by the towns people and always look forward to hearing from you.

David McAllester “married in” to Monterey when he joined the Keyes family in 
1940. He had already fallen in love with the town and the woods years earlier, as a college 
undergraduate, when he was a frequent visitor along 
with his fiancée, Susan Brown Watkins, niece of Min- 
nie S. and Clinton Walker Keyes. Like many another 
frequent visitor, he would return to his day job and real 
life dreaming and scheming of ways to live full-time in 
the Berkshires. 

For David, this reward did not come until his 
retirement from teaching at Wesleyan University, in 
1986. For nearly fifty years before this, he came when- 
ever he could, often with his family, sometimes with 
Quaker youth groups from Connecticut, and always to 
the swamp. He was a swamp-appreciator and a swamp- 
dweller, who pitched his first Monterey tipi at the east 
end of Lake Garfield under a white pine in the Fargo 
Meadow (so-called by David). 

The Keyes family farmhouse still stands way 
up the hill, by route 23 (the Ferris-Mishcon home) and 
David’s most recent swamp abode, a conical wigwam, still nestles out of sight in the swamp 
below. Though he will always be remembered for his tipis, David’s real contribution to 
the town and community was his inspired appreciation of the natural world, including all 
things Native American, and his eagerness to write and speak about these things, to any 
audience. 

After a full career of international renown, as an ethnomusicologist specializing 
in Native American music, David settled on the Keyes land, put up another tipi, and made 
himself fully available as a lecturer and teacher. He spoke to scout groups, historical societies, 
summer camps, community colleges, public and private school classes. Wherever he went 
he took his small drum and rattle, taught American Indian song and dance, and infected his 
audiences with his own personal enthusiasm for his subjects. 

During the 1980’s and 90’s David was editor of the Monterey News and for years 
he wrote a Local Lore column on the Mahican Indians of this area. He also contributed to 
the poetry pages and maintained a Wildlife Sightings column. After the death of his wife 
Susan, David remarried in his 80th year and he and his new wife Beryl worked with George 
Emmons to build yet another wigwam, this time at the Bidwell House. 

David taught Indian arts and crafts at I Love Monterey Day and walked at the head 
of the parade for the 1987 Town Sesquicentennial, honoring Chief Konkapot and the First 
Montereyans. He never held public office and could more often be found in the swamp before 
breakfast than down at the General Store or Post Office. David McAllester was not a “man 
about town,” but a quiet woodsman and elder; he was a member of the National Academy 


of Arts and Sciences, and a man comfortable by himself in the East Garfield swamp.

FY 2006 ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER REPORT 


I officially began as the new Monterey Animal Control Officer on 7/1/2006 after several 
meetings with the Board of Health to clarify and define the new, expanded role of Animal 
Control Officer (ACO) as opposed to the old title of Dog Officer. The ACO is responsible 
for responding to complaints about or problems with all nuisance dogs and cats including the 
investigation of animal complaints, dog bite investigations, and vicious animal complaints. 
I was also appointed Animal Inspector so that I could quarantine the animals involved in 
biting incidents. The ACO also works with the Police department to respond to complaints 
concerning potential rabid wild life. 

Inasmuch as the ACO position is part time and I am not in Monterey every day, the 
police department responds to urgent calls, stabilizes the situation if necessary and I do the 
follow up. On all non urgent calls J am the first responder and will call and/or see the caller 
within 24 hours. The team work between the police department and the ACO has been 
very effective. For example, after a gentleman was bitten by a dog on 7/31 in Monterey, 
the police responded first at the scene and I followed up extensively with the owners of the 
dog, the Sheffield ACO (where the owners live), the BOH and the person bitten. Because 
the police were there right away it diffused and stabilized the incident.

I receive many information requests and also calls from State police and other local 
and regional officials, I make sure they get the right person to talk to even if the matter is 
not within my jurisdiction. These calls average 2 per week for a total of 48 for the 6 month 
period. 

Although I have only done this job for a short period of time | believe certain patterns 
are already evident: 

¢ Many more calls come in the Summer months. 

*  Unrestrained dogs are a big problem and for a small town Monterey has a significant 
number of dog bites, some repeat bites by the same dog. 

* The Rabies problem is a risk for residents and their animals and much more public 
education needs to be done. The risk especially from bats in the house and feral cats is not 
understood by the general public at all. 

The role of the dog officer has historically been a reactive one—a situation develops 
and the dog officer is brought in to issue a warning or a citation. While often this must be 
the role of the ACO as well, I would like to propose that much more public education take 
place. If we focus on prevention then some of the incidents that occur and some of the 
public health risk could well be mitigated. |

OVERVIEW: The Berkshire Visiting Nurse Association has provided more than 100 
years of service to the residents of Berkshire County. Our public health services are provided 
with the support of the Boards of Health in Berkshire County. Berkshire Visiting Nurses 
Association, through the Monterey Board of Health, provides disease prevention and health 
promotion services throughout the year to the residents of Monterey. These services include 
a regularly scheduled prevention clinic where residents receive personal attention in: 

* monitoring blood pressure 

¢ testing blood sugar 

¢ counseling on health related issues 

* referral as necessary to other medical care providers and wellness programs 

Immunization clinics are held on request to provide routine immunization to children 
and adults. These clinics include the annual influenza and pneumonia clinics in the fall. 
Routine childhood immunizations and lead testing are also available. Communicable disease 
reporting and tracking is an ongoing part of the Public Health program. 


WELLNESS PROMOTION: 

¢ 36 Individuals were served at health promotion clinics for the FY 2005-06 
¢ 81 flu shots were given 

¢ 3 pneumonia shots were given 

¢ 6 screenings for skin damage and instruction to prevent skin damage done 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASE TRACKING: Massachusetts Department of Public

ported, investigated and received follow-up.

COLLABORATION: Our Public Health coordinator, Cindy Croce, RN, works with 
the Monterey Council on Aging to provide coordination of services for residents. Primary 
providers, Skilled Nursing and Assisted Living Facilities receive State Department of Pub- 
lic Health vaccines and immunization information. As a member of the community health 
care continuum of Berkshire Health Systems, collaboration with and referrals to the other 
health care professionals are readily made. During time of illness or disability, BVNA pro- 
fessional home care clinicians provide treatment and health guidance for the entire family. 
Registered Nurses, Physical and Occupational Therapists, Speech Therapists and trained 
Home Health Aides are part of the team to provide care and assistance in times of illness 
and family crisis.

CEMETERY COMMISSION REPORT 
2005-2006 


There were 11 burials in Corashire Cemetery in the past fiscal year. 

In looking at long range plans, there are several large trees that are endangering the 
headstones in our cemeteries. Formulating a plan to prioritize, budget, and remove the most 
hazardous trees is one of our goals for the coming year. 

Our budget as voted on at the Annual Town Meeting each year, includes funds for 
the care of the Veterans War Memorial, Corashire Cemetery (1823), the oldest, Henwood 
(1756), Old Center (1799), Mt. Hunger (1774), and Chestnut Hill (1774). A note of interest 
is that Chestnut Hill Cemetery, near New England Keswick, was originally a part of the town 
of Sandisfield. In 1872 the towns of Monterey, Sandisfield and New Marlboro exchanged 
some of their boundary lines, and in so doing Monterey acquired that cemetery. Anyone 
doing genealogy for those buried there would need to do their research in Sandisfield. 

We hold bi-monthly meetings in January, March, May, July, September, and No- 
vember. All are welcome to attend.

Community Health Programs is pleased to provide the following information on services 
provided to the citizens of Monterey in the year 2006. 


Community Health Center of the 88 patients from infants to 
Berkshires seniors 


Community Health Programs began 30 years ago as The Children’s Health Program, founded 
to provide health care for rural children who had no access to care, and for whom isolation 
was leading to medical problems and delays in language, social, and cognitive skills. In 
the Year 2000, the agency began doing business as Community Health Programs, with the 
expanded mission of providing services to improve the health and well being of residents 
of all ages living in Berkshire County and adjacent communities. 


CHP serves over 5,000 people per year, through five programs: 1) its Federally Qualified 
Health Center; 2) a Women, Infants and Children (WIC) program and emergency food sup- 
port; 3) a state certified Early Intervention Program providing services for children with 
delays and disabilities; 4) a Family Support Network that offers parenting education, school 
readiness classes, a drop-in center, ESL classes, 12 playgroups at sites across South County, 
and much more; and 5) a Mobile Outreach Treatment Team who finds, treats, and connects 
people who are isolated with medical and social services within CHP and throughout the 
community. CHP has recently received funding to launch an oral health program to address 
the dire lack of dentists serving people on Medicaid or without insurance in this area. CHP 
provides all services regardless of a client’s immigrant status or ability to pay. 


The CHP Health Center serves over 4,000 patients each year; approximately 6% are 
documented as living above 200% of poverty level. A racial/ethnic and insurance status 


profile is charted below:

CHP’s federally qualified Health Center is the only primary care provider in the region that 
is accessible to infants, children, youth, adults and elders, regardless of insurance status 
or ability to pay. Of the 4,000 patients served each year by the CHP Health Center, a full 
40% have no insurance and many more have inadequate coverage. Due to the increasing 
rate of uninsurance in this region, the amount of “Charity Care” provided by the Health 
Center in FY 2006 increased considerably from the previous year. CHP continues to see a 
growing discrepancy between the rising number of clients who qualify for free or reduced 
free care, and the reimbursement level available to community health centers through the 
state’s Uncompensated Care Pool. With changes taking effect due to Health Care Reform 
and the Deficit Reduction Act, there will be shifts in pay or sources that will impact the 
reimbursement levels even more. We estimate that reimbursement covers approximately 
50% of CHP’s real costs for serving these clients, largely due to the fact that many have 
complex life situations requiring extensive enabling services (care management) that are 
not billable for reimbursement. 


Additionally, in 2006, over 450 patients received free medication through CHP. We received 
no reimbursement for any medications that we obtained — through a very time consuming 
process - for patients through pharmaceutical companies’ Patient Assistance prescription 
drug programs, nor for medications for which CHP paid ourselves. We are in the process 
of starting a 340B pharmacy program that will enable participants to buy medications at a 
reduced cost. Initially, the program will target the uninsured and underinsured who are the 
most impacted by the rising costs of prescription medications. 


CHP’s ability to fulfill our role as safety net provider, while sustaining high quality services, is 
consistently jeopardized by losses in government and private funding. Yet, we are 100 percent 
committed to finding ways to care for the most vulnerable members of our population. 


We thank the residents of Monterey for their support, and we look forward to continuing to 
offer these important services to the citizens of southern Berkshire County.

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TOWN REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Fiscal Year 2006 


It is the work of the Monterey Conservation Commission to locally administer the 
Wetlands Protection Act (WPA — MGL Ch 131, S 40). The WPA prohibits any filling, 
excavation or other alteration of the land surface, water levels, or vegetation in wetlands, 
regardless of ownership, without a permit from the local Conservation Commission. The 
WPA is interested in flood control, prevention of storm damage, prevention of pollution, 
fisheries, ground water, public or private water supplies, and wildlife habitat. Additionally 
the Riverfront areas have been included as requiring protection under their own paragraph. 
The Conservation Commission also administers the local Scenic Mountain Act (SMA), in 
effect in Monterey since November 10, 2004. The SMA regulations can be found on the 
town website: www.monterey-ma.org. 

The Conservation Commission issued 4 Enforcement Orders and heard 22 Requests 
for Determination of Applicability (RDA) and 8 Notice of Intents (NOI or ANOI or SMA 
NOI). 

Members attended some workshops during the year. 

Current membership includes Chris Blair, Rick Andrus, Tim Lovett, David Dempsey, 
and Judith Bach. 

We welcome questions anytime from citizens with concerns about the Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act and/or the Scenic Mountain Act. The board meets on the 2"¢ Monday of each 
month at 6pm at the Monterey Town Hall Meeting Room and follows an agenda by case/date 
received.

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MONTEREY CULTURAL COUNCIL REPORT: 
7/1/05 - 6/30/06 


The Monterey Cultural Council received 28 grant applications this year, and we were 
pleased to be able to provide full or partial funding to 15 applicants, distributing a total of 
$3000. The grants supported activities such as concerts, school outreach programs, scholar- 
ships for art study, school field trips, puppet shows and musicians. Five of the grants went 
to applicants providing enrichment through the public school system, and two grants went 
to programs cosponsored with the Monterey Library. 

A good deal of work went into our own event titled “How’s It Made?”, a day of art 
and craft exhibitions and demonstrations at the Firehouse Pavilion on September 3, 2005. 
This was the second time we presented this festival which featured musicians, artists and 
craftspeople from Monterey and surrounding communities. Many of the artists offered an 
opportunity for visitors to try their hands at some aspect of the craft; and we had a special 
area set up with a craft project for children. 

‘“How’s It Made?” was attended by over six hundred people. 

Annual funding from the state continued at a reduced level for all towns due to budgetary 
constraints, so we have not been able to support artists’ programs to the extent we would like. 
However, we are committed to bringing quality cultural opportunities to the town within the 
limits of our available resources. The funding that we requested from Town Meeting in May 
has allowed us to sponsor a number of events (most of them free). Offerings included an 
illustrated talk by an explorer who has sailed the Pacific in a reed boat, a workshop in pastel 
painting, a hootenanny, an astronomy lecture and star-gazing session, and a performance and 
talk on the music, masks and dance of Bali. All events were well-attended. The people of 
Monterey continue to show enthusiastic appreciation for all things cultural.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF OPERATIONS 
DEPARTMENT OF HIGHWAYS, 


BUILDINGS AND PROPERTIES 
July 2005 to June 2006 


July 2005 to June 2006 has been a challenging year, to say the least. The Gould Road 
rebuilding project has been completed with the final top coat of blacktop laid in the fall. A 
top coat was also laid on the 2 % miles of Blue Hill Road. 

The 13 inches of rainfall over the Columbus Day weekend proved to be a serious problem 
for the Town. Tyringham Road near the intersection of Mt Hunger Road was extensively 
damaged, New Marlboro Road, Wellman Road, Wallace Hall Road, Royal Hemlock Road, 
Carrington-Batelle Road, Brett Road, Beartown Mountain Road and Fairview Road were 
all closed due to flooding and sections of roadway that had washed away. All roads were 
temporarily repaired and opened within 24 hours. A 2000’ section of Tyringham Road had 
to be replaced and new drainage was added. FEMA and MEMA paid for the repairs and 
saved the Town almost $200,000. : 

The rainfall did not let up. Heavy rain in December and January did more damage to 
the gravel roads. The up and down temperatures during the winter made winter maintenance 
difficult at best. The addition of a new loader made operations go more smoothly and is an 
asset to our department. We used 1615 tons of treated salt and 1662 tons of sand this past 
winter. Prices have doubled in the past 4 years. The number and severity of weather related 
accidents continue to drop. Gasoline and diesel prices have tripled in the last 4 years and 
add to cost of keeping the roads clear. Fuel use was down for the year, with 5765 gallons 
of diesel fuel and 1663 gallons of gasoline used for the year. 

All highway personnel are certified to at least the NIMS ICS 100 level, with the Super- 
visory positions certified to ICS 200. 

National Grid did a major tree trimming job in Monterey over the year and over 150 
trees were cut down and the Highway Department cleaned them up. Reliability of electric 
service should be good for a number of years. 

Continued growth in town in the Mt Hunger and Beartown Mtn Road areas have stressed 
our gravel roads and put additional pressure on the Department to keep our “country roads” 
in good condition. 

And finally, the River Road bridge replacement is finally underway and will take about 
a year to complete, with the 1.3 million dollar cost being borne by the State.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


As in prior years, the Monterey Finance Committee contributed to Town Government 
in accordance with the Massachusetts Municipal Association Guidelines for Town Finance 
Committees. 


Budget Preparation 

Our new, more detailed budget request forms were prepared and distributed accord- 
ing to schedule as determined in cooperation with the Select Board. The process has been 
streamlined for efficiency and ease of distribution by working in conjunction with the Town 
Accountant and Town Secretary. An information letter accompanied the budget request 
forms that included a more detailed breakdown of requested funds, the specific account 
name and line item number and the prior year approved dollar amount, each electronically 
merged onto the generic form. This format has made the preparation and distribution of the 
forms easier and less time intensive. 


Reserve Fund Transfers 

As a primary responsibility of the Finance Committee, Reserve Fund Transfer requests 
were attended to promptly. Each request was carefully evaluated and discussed with the 
Town Accountant and Select Board. Each one approved met the fiscal requirements that it 
was unforeseen at budget preparation time and that it was not expected to be of a recurring 
nature. Each Town department, committee and board should be aware of these requirements 


to ensure compliance. 


Informational Meeting 

The annual Informational Meeting was initiated by the Finance Committee several years 
ago to educate citizens about warrant items, especially controversial ones. The Informational 
Meeting enables questions and concerns to be addressed and answered prior to the Town 
Meeting. The hope and intent is that it will reduce time consuming questions and allow the 
Town Meeting move along quickly. The 2006 Informational Meeting was dismaying to 
say the least. There were very few attendees beyond those required to be there and those 
giving presentations. A great deal of time and energy was invested by Town departmental 
and committee members, both elected and appointed, to present background information on 
controversial or high dollar warrant items. Many hours were spent in meetings, interviews, 
and research. Histories of expenditures and forecasts of future needs were presented in a 
variety of reports, graphs, speeches and media presentations. The Finance Committee is 
concerned that the wonderful citizens who gave so much of their time may be discouraged 
by the apparent lack of interest in the Informational Meeting and be less likely to contribute 
their wealth of energy and expertise in the future. This lack of interest is putting the annual 
Informational Meeting at risk for the future. The Town’s interest and attendance 1s critical 


for the Meeting’s continuation. 


Finance Committee Goals and Accomplishments 

The primary goal of the present Finance Committee this year was to get a more detailed 
budget on the warrant. We worked closely with the Town Accountant, the Select Board and 
various Department Heads to fine tune the budget items that appeared on the warrant. We 
pushed for a more detailed breakdown of the larger budget items so that the warrant would 
reflect with total clarity where the dollar amounts requested would be applied. We feel that 
goal was accomplished. The detail is important; the Town needs the proper knowledge and 
information visible to ensure an informed vote. 
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Monterey Finance Committee’s Mission 

Our mission and responsibility as we interprete them in the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association Guidelines for Town Finance Committees are as follows: to be the financial 
watchdogs for the taxpayers of Monterey. We are not and have never presented ourselves 
to be fiscal experts in municipal matters. We are here to watch over excess budget require- 
ments, prepare the budget in a clear and concise manner so that you may vote on the items 
presented and question any requests that are of concern, either due to a high dollar amount 
of the request or due to a question of timeliness or need. 


Finance Committee’s Urging to Town Citizens 

The present Finance Committee urges the citizens of Monterey to examine and question 
any and all budget items on the warrant. Our policy is that most requests from departments 
are made based on the fact that the specific department has declared a need for that request. 
It is not our job to determine if that need is valid. We question, gather information, research 
background and request justification for the budget item amount. However, the ultimate 
decision is up to you, the taxpayers, to decide whether the budget line item is acceptable, 
necessary or timely. It is also up to you, the townspeople, to actively participate in the voting 
process each May. Get to know the candidates who are up for election and to vote in the 
most informed manner possible, as they will be the ones determining next year’s budget. 


So we will watch and we will inform. In turn the taxpayers must take the informa- 
tion available, question any items they have concerns about and most importantly, vote 


responsibly.

REPORT OF THE MONTEREY LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
July 1, 2005 — June 30, 2006 


In the past year, the Monterey Library has shown a significant amount of growth and 
productivity. The current collection consisted of 7,877 items at year’s end, slightly more than 
the previous year. Frequent weeding and updating of the collection ensures that it remains 
current and reflects the interests of the community. However, a substantial increase in the size 
of the overall collection is limited by the amount of shelf space available in the library. The 
Bookmobile from the Western Massachusetts Regional Library System has proven essential 
for providing an everchanging array of materials, especially the popular audio-visual items. 
There has been a 50% increase in circulation in the past year with an increase from 6,545 
items in 2005 to 9,881 in 2006. The most popular items circulated include youth materials 
(3,015 items) as well as videocassettes and most recently DVD’s (2,132 items). In response 
to frequent patron requests, a DVD collection has been developed both through purchases 
and donations and this has been very well received. Fiction books also remain popular, 
comprising 1,736 items circulated. In addition, 789 audio books were circulated, as well 
as 527 periodicals. There were 226 requests for materials from Inter-Library Loan, which 
allows patrons to access items from libraries across Massachusetts. During FY 2006, there 
were 870 patrons of the Monterey Library, an increase from 786 the previous year. 

The operating budget for FY 06 was $32,100 with a maintenance budget of $3,100. An 
additional $1,805.22 was received from State Aid to Public Libraries awards. 

There were ongoing and new programs for the youth of the town provided by the 
Monterey Library during the past year. As always, there was a summer reading program in 
which 20 children participated. Once again, the library hosted storytellers and this year Mike 
Myers and John Porcino provided entertainment for the children during the month of July. 
New programming included twice monthly visits from the Monterey Kindergarten class, 
with stories and activities led by volunteer Kate Basler. A youth book discussion group was 
instituted through the efforts of Franny Huberman, with 14 participants meeting monthly 
throughout the school year. The Monterey Library Trustees would like to acknowledge the 
generosity of the Monterey Cultural Council, which provided funding for the performers 
and the youth group. 

The annual library book sale took place during the last Saturday in July and was well 
attended as usual. The sale yielded $661.52. The library also obtained passes allowing 
patrons to attend various recreational and cultural events for free. These included passes for 
the State Parks, Bidwell House, the Norman Rockwell Museum, the Berkshire Museum, 
and Hancock Shaker Village. 

Several significant maintenance issues were attended to in the past year. After 30 years, 
the interior of the library was painted by Richard Piepho at a cost of $2,200. New ceiling 
fixtures and bulbs were installed, making the library look bright and appealing. A key lock 
box was installed outside the building so that in the event of a fire, the fire department can 
unlock rather than break down the door. A wireless Internet connection was set up in con- 
junction with the Monterey General Store so that patrons can use their laptop computers 
in the library. Heavy rains in October resulted in significant flooding in the basement but 
there was no permanent damage thanks to Mark Makuc’s quick response. There was some 
concern about erosion of the bank adjacent to the dam at the back of the library. A piece of 
fencing was put up to deter anyone from getting too close to the edge of the bank. Members 
of the Board of Library Trustees met with the Select Board to clarify which governing board 
was responsible for the maintenance of the dam and it was determined that the dam comes 
under the jurisdiction of the Town and not the Board of Library Trustees. 
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Mark Makuc completed his first year as Library Director. The Trustees formally 
evaluated his performance in April and the results were overwhelmingly positive. He was 
commended for the excellent leadership he has provided for the library. New additions to 
the staff also included Esther Heffernan and Rosemary McAllister as library assistants. The 
Board of Library Trustees was unchanged. 


The Trustees extend their appreciation to Christa Lindsay, Carole Clarin, Kate Basler 
and Franny Huberman for volunteering their time to work at the library during the past 
year. Many thanks also to the countless volunteers who helped with the annual book sale. 
Appreciation is additionally extended to the Town of Monterey and the library patrons for 
their continued support of the Monterey Library.

The weed problem should be resolved by the fall of 2006 for the beach. 

A new merry-go-round has been ordered and will be installed in Greene Park by fall 
of 2006. 

Ice skating lessons were added to our programs at the ice rink as well as a game night 
for the winter months. 

We would like to thank Leigh Tryon of Tryon Construction for donation of his time and 
equipment for the work on the ball field at Greene Park. We’d also to like to thank Darryl 
Jassen, Rick Andrus and Mark Makuc for making the ice at the skating rink.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 
FY 7/1/05 — 6/30/06 


Members 

As of July 2005 the members of the Planning Board were Maggie Leonard, (chair) 
Wayne Burkhart, Janet Cathcart, Brian Puntin, Beth King, and Cindy Hoogs. Because of a 
last minute decision by former Planning Board member Joyce Scheffey not to run for her 
seat in May, there was an empty seat on the board. Several individuals expressed interest 
in being appointed to the Planning Board; Riccardo Boehm, Rick Mielke, Stephen Rose, 
and Alan Salamon. All candidates were interviewed briefly by the Select Board and the 
Planning Board. In the end the Select Board appointed Stephen Rose to the Planning Board 
seat. Rose will have to be elected to the seat at the May 2006 elections if he is to continue 
serving on the Planning Board. Planning Board member Beth King decided to not run for 
a seat on the Planning Board. 

At the May 2006 Town elections Planning Board member Wayne Burkhart was elected 
to the Board of Selectmen, and Laurily Epstein and Stephen Rose were elected to serve 
on the Planning Board. As of May 11, 2006, members of the Planning Board were Mag- 
gie Leonard, (chair) Wayne Burkhart, Janet Cathcart, Brian Puntin, Cindy Hoogs, Stephen 
Rose, and Laurily Epstein. On June 8, 2006, Wayne Burkhart who was newly elected to the 
Select Board delivered his resignation to the Planning Board, thus creating an open seat on 
the board. Mike Erkkinen attended the August 24, 2006 meeting of the Planning Board to 
express his interest in joining the board. At the Select Board meeting on August 28, 2006 Mike 
Erkkinen was appointed to the open seat. As of September 2006 Planning Board members 
were Mike Erkkinen, Maggie Leonard, (chair) Janet Cathcart, Brian Puntin, Cindy Hoogs, 


Stephen Rose, and Laurily Epstein. 


General Business 

In July 2005 the Planning Board began work on a proposal to make accessory dwelling 
units legal. These structures are also referred to as mother-in-law apartments. Also in July 
2005 Esther Heffernan submitted a résumé and was hired for the position of secretary to 
the Planning Board. 

In July of 2005 Planning Board chair, Maggie Leonard, introduced the board to the 
concept of a master plan. Leonard reported that Select Board chair Michéle Miller had 
emphasized the importance of a master plan, and that it was indispensable for obtaining 
grants for the town. 

In August of 2005 Mike Parsons of Kelly, Granger, Parsons and Associates, a survey- 
ing firm, submitted a preliminary plan for a subdivision for Steepleview Development. The 
preliminary plan showed a subdivision road with six lots that would be accessed via a West 
Road. West Road is a private road that pre-dates subdivision control regulations and is on 
the easterly side of Route 57, across from Blue Heron Landing apartments. 

In September the Planning Board wrote a letter to Parsons stating that the board was 


_ concerned about the inadequacy of West Road to handle the traffic to the proposed subdivi- 


sion, and that West Road would need to be significantly upgraded prior to approval of a 
definitive plan. The letter also stated that preliminary plan was incomplete because no list 
of abutters was filed nor was a check submitted. At the meeting on September 22, 2005, 
Mike Parsons met with the Planning Board and submitted the list of abutters and a check 
was received. In October Parsons and Steepleview Development principle Sean Tucker met 
with the Planning Board and Tucker assured the board that Steepleview would undertake 
improvement and maintenance of West Road and West Road Extension. 

Janet Cathcart attended the Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards meeting on 


October 22, 2005 
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During autumn of 2005 the Planning Board continued working on an Accessory Dwelling 
Unit bylaw proposal. There was a public hearing on November 17, 2005 at 7pm at which the 
Planning Board proposed several changes to the Definitions section of the Monterey Zoning 
Bylaws, including modifying the terms Agricultural Use, Structure, and Repair, Ordinary. 
The Planning Board also proposed to add Adult Entertainment and Drive-up Window to the 
list of activities excluded in the Business District. The Planning Board also presented the 
Accessory Dwelling Unit bylaw proposal, which was designed to provide a more diverse 
housing stock in the town and address the need for low-income housing. 

In January 2006 the Planning Board agreed to submit an article to the Monterey News 
to keep townspeople informed about the activities of the board. Also in January 2006, Rob — 
Hoogs visited the board to discuss how to develop a master plan. Hoogs was instrumental in 
creating the master plan for Great Barrington. He reviewed the existing Community Devel- 
opment Plan and advised that certain demographic information may need to be updated to 
be valid for the master plan. Hoogs stated that a master plan need not have all the answers, 
but should serve as a roadmap for the town. 

In February 2006 the Planning Board continued its work on the Accessory Dwelling 
Unit bylaw proposal and set a date of March 23, 2006 at 7 p.m. for a public hearing. Several 
important changes had been made since the public hearing on November 17, 2005, thus the 
need for an additional public hearing. Also in February 2006, Greg Murphy, an abutter to the 
proposed Sunset Lane subdivision contacted the Planning Board to register his disapproval 
of such a development. Prior to the February 23, 2006 meeting Planning Board secretary 
Esther Heffernan resigned. ! 

In March 2006 the Planning Board met with Laurily Epstein in her capacity as member 
of the Agricultural Commission. Epstein introduced the board to the Right To Farm bylaw 
proposal, which seeks to create a statement that reinforces a community commitment to 
farming. It was agreed to hold a public hearing for the bylaw proposal on March 30, 2006 
at 5:30 p.m. 

Also in March 2006, the Planning Board reviewed Subdivision Control Regulations fees 
for Form As, Form Bs, and Form Cs. The Planning Board chair from New Marlborough, 
James Mullen, contacted the board to compare their fees with Monterey. The Monterey 
Board agreed that our fees were significantly lower than other towns and that it would be 
a good idea to increase them. 

The second public hearing on Accessory Dwelling Units was held on March 23, 2006 
at 7 p.m. 

In April 2006 Planning Board members Wayne Burkhart and Maggie Leonard attended 
a workshop on Zoning for Affordable Housing in Northampton, MA. 

At the Annual Town Meeting in May 2006 the Planning Board received the $5000 
appropriation that it requested. The Planning Board decided not to bring the Accessory 
Dwelling Unit bylaw to the annual town meeting due to its controversial nature. 

In May 2006 Janet Cathcart attended a Smart Growth Alliance meeting in Northampton, 
MA. She reported that the State is considering a regional approach to affordable housing in 
Western Massachusetts. Also in May 2006, the board conferred with the Board of Assessors 
regarding the definition of Dwelling Unit.

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SELECT BOARD REPORT FISCAL YEAR 05-06 


The 1995-96 Monterey Town Report was dedicated to Edith Wilson and reported her bequest 
to the Town. Ten years on, the process of bringing that corner of New Marlborough Rd. 
to life again is moving forward. With a new vision of the possibilities for Edith’s place, a 
dedicated group of volunteers is laying the groundwork for a community center. 


We thank our neighbors and all who participate in Town government. You give time and 
attention to meeting our obligations as a Town. The Select Board relies on you. 


We worked with other Boards and elected officials to make better systems, provide more 
information to residents and improve the budget process. Jon Sylbert did excellent work 
in preparing the Town to vote on the Override and I refer you to his article in the Monterey 
News. We also valued the presence of Monterey News reporter Laurily Epstein. The gray 
area between Boards and officials’ responsibilities was highlighted by an attempt to review 
and update the pesky patchwork of by-laws which we have on the books. Regulations 
about meetings, emergency numbers, signage, beach access, wildlife contro] and the tree 
warden co-exist and compete. How any of them help run the Town is uncertain, but run 
the town does. 


We are especially indebted to Melissa Noe, for re-invigorating the Town offices and bringing 
a level of professionalism, continuity and hard work to the job. The web-site is very useful 
and a good way to stay current on Town issues. 


Don Torrico, Building Inspector/Commissioner continued to improve the operations of the 
Building Dept, increasing access and systematically enforcing the building Code as required 
by the State. The requirements from the state on many levels seem onerous and irrelevant, 
but that is a bigger issue. The job of Building Inspector isn’t optional. The Board supported 
maintaining the hourly rate set at hiring. Some felt that the job should be salaried rather 
than hourly. A group of volunteers took on the job of examining the issues and reported 
clearly in support of the budget. 


We investigated the possibility of hiring a fourth employee for the Highway Dept. to reduce 
the overtime hours of the Director and to consolidate all Town mowing into the department. 
The Cemetery and Parks Commission objected to the change and the idea was put aside. 


_ Traffic in the center of Town is a perennial topic of discussion. The speed at which vehicles 


travel is controlled, at least on weekends, by the presence of the police cruiser. Some would 
prefer a police officer on foot to direct traffic as we used to have, but questions of liability 


_ and effectiveness have prevented this from happening. The issue of parking rises up in the 


~ summer and on busy weekends but most of the year there is no problem that could not be 
_ solved by people using common sense and courtesy. Ticketing those whose parked vehicles 


extend into the roadway in front of the store is being considered. 


One of the highlights of my three years as a Board member was the rehabilitation of Fairview 
Road. Opinions on how to best solve the problems ran the gamut from closing it to re-en- 
gineering it to a paved surface. The discussion focused only on the area of the road nearest 
Rte. 23 which suffered recurring erosion over the years, to the detriment of the nearby brook. 
An engineering study was performed initially on the paving option. After much discussion, 
debates, hearings and walks, a consensus emerged for combining the drainage plan from the 
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study with the preferred gravel surface and by selectively cutting trees and banks to permit 
an improved roadbed and water flow. While it remains to be seen whether this is a sustain- 
able resolution, but we are confident of the skills that did the job and that we got it done at 
a reasonable cost after a good debate. Every road in Monterey requires regular maintenance 
and the Board works closely with Director of Operations Maynard Forbes to achieve a bal- 
ance. We hope that consciously involving residents in this type of decision making at the 
outset will be a benefit to all, not just in cost but in effect. Any of us who live on a dirt road 
are indeed fortunate and Monterey is committed to preserving this resource. 


Who among us thinks nothing of tossing a paper coffee cup out the window? The Earth Day 
Clean-up on April 22 revealed the extent to which drivers discard trash on the roadside. 
Bottles, cans, papers, tires and more were carted to the transfer station. If you were there, 
we thank you, but don’t wait till Earth Day to pick up trash. Please adopt your roadside. 


The Board was pleased to adopt a revised Sexual Harassment Policy. Issues such as Sick 
Leave, an Employee Manual and Direct Deposit were all discussed although no final deci- 
sions were reached. Meetings were held monthly on Monday evenings to open up forums 
for longer range issues such as Affordable Housing and Education.

_ Discussion on Article 4 included requests to increase the appropriation for the Town Sec- 
retary to $28,976.00; transfer $525.00 from Town Clerk Expenses to Assistant Town Clerk 
| Expenses; Change a title to Board of Registrars Clerks; increase the amount for the Town 
Report account to $1,200.00. A secret ballot vote was held on a motion to Jower the Build- 
| ing Inspector’s salary to reflect 10 hours a week at $20/hr. Finance Committee reported that 
they do not consider this trained post in light of an hourly wage and that fair compensation 
was reflected in the original amount. The Select Board spoke to the fact that we spend for 
the best fire equipment, Town buildings, and a trained Sanitary Inspector, and we need to 
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recognize there are more inspections on site needed and that the Building Department needs 
regular hours. The initiative to lower the salary by secret ballot was by a vote of 46 Yes 
and 28 No. It was noted that the inspections brought in $22,000 to the town from July 2004 
to May 2005. A secret ballot vote to amend the salary failed by a count of 44 Yes and 56 
No. On the operating budget of the School, it was noted that the Town has 108 children of 
school age, that 31 are in private schools or in home schooling, and that therefore the Town 
is paying operating expenses of $676,556.00 for only 47 children to attend the Regional 
School. There was a suggestion that the Town make an audit of students and parents to 
find out why those who are not attending are choosing not to attend the Southern Berkshire 
Regional School. 

In other action on Article 4, the Highway Maintenance budget was adjusted to $208,399.00 
by voice vote, as the budget had not reflected one agreed-upon wage line. 

The recipient of monies to the South Berkshire YMCA was adjusted to reflect changes in 
that organization’s name and was approved by voice vote. A move to increase the Library 
budget to $35,000 brought to light the fact that the library does not have room to store more 
than the 600 books Monterey purchases each year. The motion failed. 

Discussion moved to the budget for I Love Monterey Day, and it was noted that the Select 
Board had approved of providing Lake Fest with $2,500.00. That amount was added to the 
$500 for I Love Monterey Day, which remains for extraordinary, expenses at the discretion 
of the Select Board for 1 Love Monterey Day. It was noted that the total budget for Lake 
Fest comes to $8,500, that $3,000 is raised through sale of posters and $2,500 is used for 
purchase of sand, food and music. The remainder is spent on fireworks. The vote to add 
the sum of $2,500 to I Love Monterey Day passed unanimously. The final discussion on 
Article 4 focused on Health Insurance for Town Employees. Mr. Richard Tryon called for 
the Town to lower this percentage of support and Mr. Storch of the Select Board noted that 
the Salary Committee suggested it be lowered to 75%-25% from the current 90%-10% and 
the Select Board will decide this. 

Ms. Mielke noted that our current insurer provided the Town with a much better rate than 
other towns since they are paying for a 30% increase while we, with 8 employees qualify- 
ing and only a 15% increase in the premium, pay much less. There was discussion of the 
fact the School District’s teachers and employees are covered by the Town if they are Town 
residents and that they are covered 90%-10% with the cost part of our School budget. 

The motion to pass Article 4 was unanimous. 


ARTICLE 5. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $99,565.00 and authorized 
the Select Board to trade in the 1989 “520” loader in order to purchase a loader for the 
Highway Department. The amendment to these figures was passed and the motion to pass 
Article 5 was approved by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 6. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $48,348.00 for the loan 
and interest on the Town Hall addition. Mr. Ross noted this pays the mortgage. The motion 
to pass Article 6 was approved by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 7. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $40,809.00 for the lease 
payment on the 2003 fire truck, by voice vote with no discussion. 


ARTICLE 8. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $62,626.00 for the loan and 
interest on the Oshkosh truck and the Ford 550 truck, by voice vote with no discussion. 


ARTICLE 9. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,500.00 for replacement 
windows at the Town Garage, with no discussion by voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 10. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 for interior 
painting of the Monterey Library, after it was noted that the last time the interior was painted 
was thirty years ago, approved by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 11. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $14,500.00 for a Town 
Audit for fiscal year 2005, with no discussion, by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 12. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,500.00 for revalu- 
ation of Town properties, with no discussion, by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 13. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 for repairs 
and maintenance of the Bally Gally house on the former Wilson McLaughlin property, by 
voice vote, with no discussion. 


ARTICLE 14. The Town voted to appropriate the sum of $5000.00 from the Receipts Reserve 
Septic Loan Fund Account for the community septic loan program, with no discussion, by 
voice vote. 


ARTICLE 15. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2500.00 for the Cultural 
Council, by voice vote, with no discussion. 


ARTICLE 16. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 to continue with 
the Purple Loosestrife Project for Brewer Pond, with no discussion, by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 17. The Town voted to authorize the Select Board to acquire certain parcels of 
land for the purpose of obtaining a public right of way allowing for the construction of a 
bridge over the Konkapot River on River Road; said parcels to be acquired through all legal 
means, including donations, purchases or eminent domain. It was noted the need for this 
_ arose from the project to reconstruct the River Road bridge, and that while the cost of that 
_ reconstruction to the State was $400,000 two years ago, it now will cost the State $1,300,000. 
The article was passed unanimously by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 18. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for expenses 
| incurred in obtaining a public right of way allowing for the construction of a bridge over the 

Konkapot River on River Road. The land has been given to the Town by the two landowners, 

Mr. Salomon and R. Stone, but the funds are needed for legal fees to record the ownership 
_ of the abutment land by the Town. The vote was unanimous in favor of this article. 


_ ARTICLE 19. This article, a citizen petition to request the Town provide half the cost of 
health insurance and that that be half of Medicare Part B for all retirees of the Town who 
qualify for it in retirement. 

_ Mr. Lazzarini spoke to the fact the medical costs have skyrocketed and the real reason for 
this article was to give assistance to retirees. He believed this was not the right mechanism 
_ since there would be no way the Town could get out of the agreement with its retirees except 
for an act of the legislature. He spoke to the fact that we do not want to be subject to the 
increases in cost as retirees would increase over the years and offered instead to consider 
whether we could back out of the agreement with retirees, and if not that we could give a 
bonus to retirees to help them with the costs or an increase in their salaries before they retire. 


| He urged the Town to vote against the article. 
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Mr. Storch then addressed the issue. He noted the Select Board does not have figures for the 
costs to the Town. Patricia Mielke noted that while feedback is needed on this article, only 
eight persons qualify and how much going forward might add to costs cannot be known. 
Currently the costs per retiree would be $160.00 per month, since this Article also calls for 
the acceptance of only half the Medex B premium per month. Len Simon spoke to the fact 
the whole Employee Benefits package needs to be reviewed and that an actuarial study on 
the eight employees needs to be done. Richard Tryon noted that the Town could get out of 
this agreement with its employees only if it benefited the State. Mr. Myers noted, however, 
that one advantage to getting into this program for retirees is that the employee would be 
given the ability to plan for retirement. Steve Pullen, noting he is not against insurance for 
retirees, noted that it is possible to make assumptions and that we need more understanding 
of the expected expense before we can approve insurance for retirees. Rick Mielke noted 
that the benefit package needs to be worked out, but we should be aware that the regional 
school pays retirees 80%-20%, regardless of their previous particular function in the school, 
from janitors to teachers. 

There was a move to pass over this article, which was approved by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 20. This article, linked to Article 19, was passed over by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 21. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,500.00 to ensure 
compliance with the Federal Help America Vote Act (Public Law 107-252 of October 29, 
2002), the funds to be applied to the purchase of such tabulation and voting machines as the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth and the appointed and elected Election Officials of the Town 
deem necessary to the smooth and efficient functioning of State and Federal elections in the 
Town of Monterey. Reference to the machines as “backup” was deleted with approval by 
voice vote. Expenditure of the money would be dependent on the particular single machine 
provided by the Commonwealth. The article was approved by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 22. The Town voted to authorize the Select Board to sell the Town’s 1992 GMC 
one-ton truck by voice vote, with no discussion. 


ARTICLE 23. The Town voted to continue the “I Love Monterey Day” Revolving Fund, 
whose expenditures are controlled by the “I Love Monterey Day” Committee, for the an- 
nual celebration, not to exceed $5,000, in accordance with the provisions of Massachusetts 
General Laws Ch. 44, §53E'%, with no discussion, by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 24. The Town voted to lease the Wilson McLaughlin House to the Friends of 
Wilson McLaughlin House, Inc., a private, non-profit corporation, for the fee of $1 per year 
for a period of five years with an option to renew, for the purpose of restoring and maintain- 
ing the building for municipal uses in accordance with Edith L. Wilson’s will. Discussion 
centered around the fact the previous committee ran up against asking the Town to spend 
money to repair the House, and now it is critical to rescue the House. The current committee 
has been formed into a nonprofit 501C3 to raise funds for that rescue and comply with the 
Town’s vote in 1996 to accept Edith Wilson’s conditions for municipal use. Suggestions 
have been made to date, including 4H, Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, dance lessons, chess 
clubs, and a place for older residents to meet. 

Mr. Ferris asked whether the town might lose control of the building if the Committee fails 
in its fundraising. Mr. Baker replied that there was a commitment to have funds in hand 
in the amount of $150,000 to $200,000 and that raising money beyond that would be for 
a maintenance fund. Ann McGinley noted that Edith had many conversations with her at- 
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torneys, and that the attorneys were a significant force for this gift and for the Scholarship 
Fund as well. She noted that she had been a personal friend both of Edith’s and of Marjorie’s 
and that their life’s prints were all over town. Mr. Storch noted that this is a very active 
committee. If the Town insurance would not cover the work, noted Mr. Baker, the commit- 
tee would take out their own insurance. Mr. Scheffey noted that the building needs to be a 
presence in the town for at least the next 50 to 100 years. The question was called and the 
Town voted for this Article by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 25. The Town voted to establish a Town Agricultural Commission in accordance 
with guidelines set forth by the Massachusetts Department of Agricultural Resources, to 
allow anyone to start or continue agricultural operations even if there are odors or more 
flies from livestock. It would cover forestry, horticulture, and the like. Signs would be 
available to identify such projects as clean farms. The Town voted in favor of this Article 


by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 26. The Town voted to direct the Governor of Massachusetts to order the im- 
mediate return of all Massachusetts National Guard units and personnel now serving in 
Iraq and to direct the members of the Massachusetts Congressional Delegation to forthwith 
initiate legislation in Congress to effect the immediate return of all Massachusetts National 
Guard units and personnel now serving in Iraq. This citizen petition was similar to those 
in 55 towns in Vermont, 50 of which passed it, noted Ms. McAllester. There is no question 
that we as citizens should express our opinion and over forty Massachusetts towns have 
this article on their annual warrant. Since 1986 the federal government has taken authority 
over National Guard away by Congressional vote. But it is argued here the use of the guard 


should be local. 
A move to pass over this article was offered by Mr. Storch. The move failed by voice 


vote. 

Ms. Miller noted the Kent State killings of 35 years ago. In contrast, Mr. Amidon pointed 
_ out the many members of his family who are serving in Iraq in the Guard. Ms. Shreefter, 
| noting respect for those of Mr. Amidon’s family, also noted the recent loss of family members 
_ by those at her workplace. Mr. Finger noted that not this type of vote, but lack of armor is 
the morale issue in Iraq, and that the troops can see and appreciate the difference between 
_ this argument and that for armor. Mr. Richard Tryon spoke to the possibility that terrorists 
_ would push this further with car bombs if the Town passed the Article. Finally, Mr. Scheffey 
_ noted that he as a WWII veteran wholeheartedly supports this article. 

_ The question was called and the hand-counted vote was 78 Yes 9 No. The article passed. 


_ ARTICLE 27. The Town voted to allow the Treasurer to use available funds in the Treasury 

_ or, with the approval of the Select Board, to borrow money in anticipation of reimbursement 

_ by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on account of Highway Capital Funds, in accordance 

with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 44, Section 6A, and to issue notes therefore for 

a period not to exceed two years from this date, and the proceeds from such reimbursement 
shall be applied to discharge the loan, with no discussion, by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 28. The Town voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the Select 
_ Board, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year 
_ beginning July 1, 2005, in accordance with the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws 

Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefore, payable within one year, and 
to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 
with General Laws Chapter 44, Section 17, with no discussion, by voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 29. The Town voted to authorize the Board of Registrars to appoint any member 
thereof to another office or position for the term provided by law (if any), otherwise for 
the term not to exceed one year, and to fix the salary and compensation in accordance with 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 41, Section 4A, with no discussion, by voice vote. 


The Library Trustees presented a bouquet to Mr. Mark Makuc to give to Mrs. Anne Marie 
Makuc and asked for the commendation of the Town for her service of forty years as a Library 
Trustee and 27 years as Librarian. The Town approved this commendation by voice vote. 


There being no other business of the Town, a motion to adjourn was presented and seconded. 
The motion was approved at 12:45PM.

REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
OF JANUARY 27, 2006 
This is to certify that on January 27, 2006 at 7:00 p.m., 80 of 654 registered voters of the 


Town of Monterey met at the Monterey Fire Company, Ltd. Firehouse and then and there 
made the following decisions regarding the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting. 


Article 1. The Town voted to appropriate the sum of $35,000 from Free Cash for the Town’s 
share of Flood Damage expenses, with no discussion. Unanimously 


Article 2. The Town voted to appropriate the sum of $15,000 from Free Cash to be transferred 
to the Fire House Expense Account. After between 8 and 9 years, the exhaust filter began 
to reveal a problem with water in the exhaust. The manufacturer of the Detroit engine was 
called to examine and evaluate this problem since antifreeze was found in the radiator and 
| other problems were rapidly developing. The engine head was cracked, causing compression 
to bring antifreeze into the radiator. The fire engine (not the newest one, but the second to 
new) needed new heads, valves and injectors — all the result of problems common to Detroit 
Engines. Since this is a two-cycle engine, not made any more, it was more economical to 
Tepair it than replace it. The appropriation was approved unanimously. 
Article 3. The Town voted to transfer the sum of $10,000 from the Cadastral Mapping 
‘Account of the Assessors to the Assistant Assessor salary account. When $65,000 was 
voted by the Town, contracts were not yet signed with Cartographics. It turned out that 
the Town was able to negotiate a contract for $55,000 with that company. As a fully field 
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tested revaluation is required by the State for one third of the town every year rather than 
fully every three years. The outside evaluation is moving ahead at the agreed upon rate 
of $12,000 on all 1360 houses in Monterey, but the Assistant Assessor’s tasks cannot be 
finished at his hourly rate, thus the Assessors request the transfer between their accounts. 
The transfer was approved unanimously. 


Article 4. The Town voted to renew its vote of 1998 for the sum of $4,000 as a transfer 
from Free Cash for cemetery mapping, with no discussion approved unanimously. 


Article 5. The Town did not vote to transfer the sum of $1,950.from the Building Inspector 
Clerk Account to the Building Commissioner Account. 

The Select Board admitted that mistakes were made, since the first year he was 
working for our Town he did not work the full year, and the second year was not sufficiently 
planned. It turned out that the mare’s nest of paperwork requiring his attention from inspec- 
tions previous to his time was more important and more time consuming than previously 
projected, given the missing folders and plans. He was and is paid $30 an hour for a ten 
hour week, saving the Town the expense of benefits. But there is too much work for him in 
that ten hour week and the Select Board was asking that he be hired at $30 an hour for four 
additional hours. Many letters from contractors note that he is excellent and much needed 
as an expert on the State Building Code, but that both quality and more time are needed in 
this position. 

Several resident contractors presented their opinion that he was a good inspector 
to work with, that those opposed to paying for four more hours should admit that the State 
is overregulated, but that as a result an expert is called for. Once a contractor works with 
this Building Commissioner, the work runs smoothly. 

Others commented that there should be sufficient time and depth of investigation 
with the hours currently agreed upon, and that since others in Town were not compensated 
to this level and perhaps we need a Building Inspector, not a Building Commissioner. Oth- 
ers remarked that we were told at the Annual Town Meeting that the inspections could be 
done for $15,600 for the year for the job, not for pay by the hour. Further, that we should 
not consider the fact that his job brings in more money than we pay for his services but only 
on the basis of the number of permits granted for building and the difficulty of each permit. 
(Reply: 67 permits in total this year) 

The Select Board noted that even if we hired a Building Inspector he would have 
to very shortly qualify as a Building Commissioner and that even the cleaning service for 
the Town was paid $25 an hour. Further, the pay would not be retroactive. 

Mr. Shein requested attention to a possible Plan B, since we do not want to lose 
the services of the Building Inspector, and that perhaps a calculation of four hours more per 
week for the 22 intervening weeks in the fiscal year would produce a Plan B. 

After the question was raised about the number of building violations at the Town 
Offices (answer: four) there was a request to table the decision until May. A hand-counted 
vote was taken (2/3 required) and the results were 44 to Table, and 28 to Not Table. The 
motion to table until May failed to get a two-thirds vote. 

Resuming discussion, the point was made that many of the new homes being built 
here are custom homes that are both very large and very expensive, requiring constant 
inspection and requiring more time for each permit. While other towns pay by the hour 
and not by the job (except for Sandisfield which pays a retainer of $4,100 but the Inspector 
keeps all fees) we were previously near the top of the pay scale for towns of our size. 

The Assessors noted that only fifty residences and their property account for 80% 
of the assessed valuation in the Town (which has a total valuation of 500 million dollars 
of which 400 million is accounted for in the fifty residences and associated property). In

response, the comment was made that this kind of value drives property values so high that 
young people cannot build here. 

A request for a secret ballot was called for and voted unanimously. The ballots 
were voted with the following result: 34 in favor of this article as written, 45 opposed to 
the article as written. The article failed. 


Article 6. The Town voted to approve an amended Article 6. As the article was moved and 
seconded and opened for discussion, an amendment was suggested to lower this request to a 
transfer from Free Cash in the amount of $2,640, representing twenty-two remaining weeks 
until the end of the fiscal year at $120 per week, giving an additional four hours to the job 
for the remainder of this fiscal year. In discussion, contractors in town noted once again that 
we were arguing constantly about the costs of service, but did not have the ability to judge 
how good the service might be and that in this instance the service provided was far above 
the norm for understanding not just the State Code but how it could be implemented fairly. 
The Select Board noted that indeed this was true, and that they are able to monitor his time 
clearly since he identifies how his time is spent in Town. They noted that we get what we 
pay for, and in this instance we need this particular Inspector’s services and need more of 
his time. A call to move the question was approved by voice vote. A call for a Secret Ballot 
was approved with a count of 38 Yes and 35 No. The Ballots were cast and tabulated for a 
vote on the amendment to $2,640 for 22 weeks at $120 per week. The result was that the 
Town approved the expenditure, as amended by a vote of 40 Yes to 36 No. 


Article 7. The Town voted to pass over Article 7, regarding direct deposit of Town Em- 
ployee salaries at the request of the employees, as further time was needed for considering 
this article. The vote to pass over Article 7 was unanimous. 


There being no further business to bring before the Special Town Meeting, the Moderator 
called for a motion to adjourn, which motion being seconded, he adjourned the meeting at

ANNE MARIE LEUCHS MAKUC, 1938-2007 


Anne Marie Leuchs Makuc spent her childhood and teen summers in Monterey with her parents, 
who were summer residents on Lake Garfield before she was 
born. When her parents retired here in the late 1950's and 
she graduated from college, she moved permanently to the 
area to teach in Stockbridge where she met Henry Makuc. 
They married, and rented in Monterey until they bought the 
Captain John Brewer house in 1963. In addition to raising a 
family of seven children, she found time to become active in 
town affairs. She was a longtime member of the Republican 
Town Committee. In 1969, she served as chair of the Town 
Report Committee and that report won a second place award 
from the Massachusetts Selectmen's Association. She was 
also responsible for the Town Report in 1970 and edited the 
town’s 125" Anniversary Booklet published in 1972. She 
was elected to the Cemetery Commission in 1969 and served 
until 1973. She also served as the Assistant Town Clerk from 1976-1978. 


Her most important service to the town began in 1965 when she was elected to the Board of 
Library Trustees. She served for forty years as a trustee and early on decided she wanted to 
become more involved in the library. She took classes at Westfield State and passed the state 
certification exam to become a professional librarian. In 1978, when Newman Abercrombie 
retired, she was ready to follow in the footsteps of a town legend who had been librarian for fifty- 
four years. She herself remained in that position for twenty-eight years. Her first act as librarian 
was to purchase a book drop, and shortly after that she was responsible for getting a donation of 
carpeting for the entire library. During her tenure, she was involved in two major additions to the 
library building. She co-wrote the grant that paid for much of the cost of the General Knox wing 

_ and she oversaw the addition of an office space made possible by a generous donation from Edith 
_ Wilson. She was a vocal supporter of the Regional Library System including the Bookmobile,

Issues/Trends: 

* Licensing. As a result of an active follow up plan for unlicensed Monterey dogs, the list of 
licensed dogs has increased and the number of unlicensed dogs has decreased. 

* Unrestrained/loose/wandering dogs remain a significant issue in Monterey. The law requires 
that the owner be in control of their dog at all times. When the dog is wandering and is not always 
within eyesight the law is being broken and both the animal and whoever that animal comes into 
contact with are at risk. 

¢ We have had 4 dog bites (reported) in 2 years. All of the dogs had bitten previously and 2 were 
serious enough bites that one dog was put down by the owner and the other dog was placed. 

¢ Outdoor cats coming home with wounds of unspecified origin continues to be reported. Any 
domestic animal returning home with a wound needs to be quarantined and watched as there is a 
possibility of rabies infection. 

* In an effort to get the problems associated with dog bites and the threat of rabies under better 
control, a small group of concerned Monterey citizens has just been formed and is meeting regularly. 

The plan is to get a dog bite prevention and rabies control program underway targeting the schools. 
Our goal is to educate children and teachers. Anyone wishing to participate and support this effort 
please call me in work at 229-5999. 


: The role of the dog officer has historically been a reactive one—a situation develops and the 
dog officer is brought in to issue a warning or a citation. While often this must be the role of the 
ACO as well, I would like to propose that much more public education take place. If we focus on 
prevention then some of the incidents that occur and some of the public health risk could well be 
mitigated.

OVERVIEW: The Berkshire Visiting Nurse Association has provided more than 100 years of 
service to the residents of Berkshire County. Our public health services are provided with the sup- 
port of the Boards of Health in Berkshire County. Berkshire Visiting Nurses Association, through 
the Monterey Board of Health, provides disease prevention and health promotion services through- 
out the year to the residents of Monterey. These services include a regularly scheduled prevention 
clinic where residents receive personal attention in: 


monitoring blood pressure 

testing blood sugar 

counseling on health related issues 

referral as necessary to other medical care providers and wellness programs. 


Immunization clinics are held on request to provide routine immunization to children and adults. 
These clinics include the annual influenza and pneumonia clinics in the fall. Routine childhood im- 
munizations and lead testing are also available. Communicable disease reporting and tracking is an 
ongoing part of the Public Health program.

The Board continues to oversee the activities of the appointed animal control officer and the 
animal inspector. 

The Board of Health is continuing to refine Monterey’s emergency vaccination plan to assure 
maximum effectiveness in case of an emergency. This year the Board has spent a great deal of time 
with other town boards and emergency managers establishing standard operating procedures for 
emergency management and setting up an emergency dispensing site. Volunteers are greatly needed 
to help operate the emergency dispensing site and/or to serve in the medical reserve corp. No prior 
training 1s needed.

Healthy Communities Access Project 


Community Health Programs began 30 years ago as The Children's Health Program, founded to provide health 
care for rural children who had no access to care, and for whom isolation was leading to medical problems and 
delays in language, social, and cognitive skills. In the Year 2000, the agency began doing business as Community 
Health Programs, with the expanded mission of providing services to improve the health and well being of 
residents of all ages living in Berkshire County and adjacent communities. 


CHP serves over 5,000 people per year, through six programs: 1) its Federally Qualified Health Center; 2) a 
Women, Infants and Children (WIC) program and emergency food support; 3) a state certified Early Intervention 
Program providing services for children with delays and disabilities; 4) a Family Support Network that offers 
parenting education, school readiness classes, a drop-in center, ESL classes, 12 playgroups at sites across South 
County, and much more; 5) a Mobile Outreach Treatment Team who finds, treats, and connects people who are 
isolated with medical and social services within CHP and throughout the community; and 6) Barrington OB/GYN, 
which recently joined the CHP family of programs. Within the next few months, CHP will also be launching the 
CHP Dental Center, an oral health program to address the dire lack of dentists serving people on Medicaid or 
without insurance in this area. CHP provides all services regardless of a client’s immigrant status or ability to pay. 


The CHP Health Center serves over 4,000 patients each year; approximately. 6% are documented as living above 200% 
of poverty level. A racial/ethnic and insurance status profile is charted below:

CHP’s federally qualified Health Center is the only primary care provider in the region that is accessible to 
infants, children, youth, adults and elders, regardless of insurance status or ability to pay. Of the 4,000 
patients served each year by the CHP Health Center, a full 40% have no insurance and many more have 
inadequate coverage. Due to the increasing rate of uninsurance in this region, the amount of “Charity Care” 
provided by the Health Center in FY2007 increased considerably from the previous year. CHP continues to 
see a growing discrepancy between the rising number of clients who qualify for free or reduced free care, 
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and the reimbursement level available to community health centers through the state’s Uncompensated 
Care Pool. With changes taking effect due to Health Care Reform and the Deficit Reduction Act, there will 
be shifts in payor sources that will impact the reimbursement levels even more. We estimate that 
reimbursement covers approximately 50% of CHP’s real costs for serving these clients, largely due to the 
fact that many have complex life situations requiring extensive enabling services (care management) that 
are not billable for reimbursement. 


Additionally, in 2007, over 450 patients received free medication through CHP. We received no reimbursement for 
any medications that we obtained — through a very tinie consuming process - for patients through pharmaceutical 
companies’ Patient Assistance prescription drug programs, nor for medications for which CHP itself paid. We are in 
the process of starting a 340B pharmacy program which will enable participants to buy medications at a reduced cost. 
Initially, the program will target the uninsured and underinsured who are the most impacted BY the rising costs of 
prescription medications. 


CHP’s ability to fulfill our role as safety net provider, while sustaining high quality services, is consistently 
jeopardized by losses in government and private funding. Yet, we are 100 percent committed to finding 
ways to care for the most vulnerable members of our population. 


We thank the residents of Monterey for their support, and we look forward to continuing to offer these 
important services to the citizens of Southern Berkshire County.

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TOWN REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION FISCAL 
YEAR 2007 


It is the work of the Monterey Conservation Commission to locally administer the Wetlands 
Protection Act (WPA — MGL Ch 131, S 40). The WPA prohibits any filling, excavation or other al- 
teration of the land surface, water levels, or vegetation in wetlands, regardless of ownership, without 
a permit from the local Conservation Commission. The WPA is interested in flood control, preven- 
tion of storm damage, prevention of pollution, fisheries, ground water, public or private water sup- 
plies, and wildlife habitat. Additionally the Riverfront areas have been included as requiring protec- 
tion under their own paragraph. The Conservation Commission also administers the local Scenic 
Mountain Act (SMA), in effect in Monterey since November 10, 2004. The SMA regulations can 
be found on the town website: www.monterey-ma.org. 


The Conservation Commission heard 23 Requests for Determination of Applicability (RDA or 
SMA RDA) and 9 Notice of Intents (NOI or ANOI or SMA NOI). 


Members attended some workshops during the year. 


Current membership includes Chris Blair, Rick Andrus, Tim Lovett, David Dempsey, and Ju- 
dith Bach. 


We welcome questions anytime from citizens with concerns about the Wetlands Protection Act 
and/or the Scenic Mountain Act. The board meets on the 2nd Monday of each month at 6pm at the 
Monterey Town Hall Meeting Room and follows an agenda by case/date received. Public should be 
aware that filings must be received with sufficient time to make legal advertisements required for 
public hearings. The board appreciates all those who have made filings and have sought to abide by 
the Town, State and Federal requirements regarding these areas.

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MONTEREY CULTURAL COUNCIL REPORT 
7/1/06 — 6/30/07 


The Monterey Cultural Council received 26 grant applications this year, and we were pleased 
to provide full or partial funding to 16 applicants, distributing a total of $4000. The grants supported 
activities such as concerts, school outreach programs, scholarships for art study, school field trips, 
puppet shows and musicians. Five of the grants went to applicants providing enrichment through the 
public school system, and three grants went to programs cosponsored with the Monterey Library. 


We produced two major events of our own this year. On Labor Day weekend, we held our 
second biennial Shindig, a potluck community picnic with live music and contra dancing. This 
is a very popular event, and was attended by more than a hundred people. On Memorial Day 
weekend, we held our first Photo Contest and Exhibition. The contest was for pictures taken 
within the town limits of Monterey, and was open to amateurs and professionals of all ages. We 
had about 150 entries of all styles, subjects and sizes. The fifty-three photographers were as di- 
verse as were the photos. Because of the generous support of more than thirty Monterey busi- 
nesses, organizations and individual donors, we were able to offer a prize to every photogra- 
pher. The Friday night opening/reception was very well-attended, and people came to view the 
exhibit throughout the weekend. We were all delighted at the enthusiasm this event generated. 


Annual funding from the state was slightly higher than in FY06, but continued at a modest 
level for all towns due to budgetary constraints. Therefore, we have not been able to support art- 
ists’ programs to the extent we would like. We are, however, committed to bringing quality cul- 
tural opportunities to the town within the limits of our available resources. The funding that we 
requested from Town Meeting in May has allowed us to sponsor a number of events (most of 
them free). In addition to Shindig and the Photography Exhibition, we presented a free concert 
by The Hunger Mountain Boys; a photography workshop; a six-week drama group for chil- 
dren: and a lecture by two professional astronomers (the star-gazing component of the event was 
rained out--on the rain date, no less!). Whether it is contradancing or photography, art or sci- 
ence, the people of Monterey continue to show an enthusiastic appreciation for all things cultural.

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REPORT OF THE WILSON MCLAUGHLIN HOUSE 
COMMITTEE 
JULY 1, 2006 — JUNE 30, 2007 


Early in the year we had selected Clark and Green as the architectural firm and we were 
presented with the first drawings for an addition to the house. 

We reported to the Berkshire Taconic Foundation how we had used their grant 
money. 

In August we gave an informational party for people we thought might be able to give 
some major money for our project. At the party our architect displayed his computerized 
plans and each attendee received a packet of materials and plans. 

On I Love Monterey Day, our committee had a beautiful float in the parade and on the 
same day we had a huge tag sale in the firehouse pavilion. The following day, Sunday, 
August 27, George Packer, an author, gave a talk on the Iraq situation in the Monterey 
Church and the proceeds from that talk came to the Wilson House Fund. 

During the whole time our committee was meeting we were under the impression that 
we needed to use Edith’s house for municipal purposes in order to keep all of the land know 
as the Wilson property (28 plus acres). To clear up our understanding of this, a number of 
lawyers looked at Edith Wilson’s will and all agreed that the town had complete ownership 
of the property from the beginning when the town accepted Edith’s gift. This situation took 
away one of the main reasons we had been using to raise money for a Community Center. 

The Monterey Land Trust gave us a grant of money and the Monterey Quilters raffled 
off a beautiful Bunny Quilt and gave us the proceeds from this. 

Because there were no major donations to the Friends of the Wilson McLaughlin House 
following our party, we decided to look for ways to cut back the size of our project. 

: We began to think we should build a separate building that would be less expensive 
_ to build than to restore Edith’s house. We discussed all this with the Select Board and the 
_ town attorney and it was agreed that the town should plead the court saying that it is a 
_ hardship for us to restore Edith’s house because of its condition. 

: We got the necessary papers for our town lawyer to proceed with this action. The town 
will have to pay the court expenses. This process will probably take six months. 

We have sent a letter to the people who have made donations explaining our delay. So 
_ for now we are in waiting mode.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF OPERATIONS 
DEPARTMENT OF HIGHWAYS, 
BUILDINGS AND PROPERTIES 


JULY 2006 TO JUNE 2007 


July 2006 to June 2007 was a challenging year, to say the least. Global warming is a reality and 
‘t has been evident in the weather patterns. Warmer winters, more rain, rain during the winter. We 
used 1189 tons of salt, a reduction of 26% from the year before, and 1356 tons of sand, a reduction 
of 18% from the year before. 


We used 7592 gallons of diesel fuel and 1347 gallons of gasoline for the year. Prices were up 
considerably as everyone who drives knows. 
The River Road Bridge was completed and opened in June of 2007. At a cost of $1.3 million, State 
and Federal money paid for the total cost. 
The rebuilding of Sandisfield Road was started, new drainage and replacement of old culvert was 
done in fall and finished in the spring with reclamation and repaving planned for the middle of Au- 
gust 2007, with all work to be completed by fall of 07. 


The addition of a mini excavator has enabled us to keep our ditches cleaned out and keep our 
water runs open to prevent blockages and flooding. 


A new Chevrolet 4500 4X4 will replace the 2000 550. It is outfitted with the latest sanding and 
salting computer, we hope this will enable us to more closely monitor salt and sand use during the 
winter. 


Plans for next year include the rebuilding of Curtis Road, purchasing a replacement of the 1993 
Mack, and a new storage building for salt and sand. | 


The Town of Monterey will appreciate the fact that the three full time employees of the High- 
way Department have given over 50 years combined service to the Town.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 
FY 2007 (JULY 1, 2006 — JUNE 30, 2007) 


As in prior years, the Monterey Finance Committee contributed to town government in accor- 
dance with the Massachusetts Municipal Association Guidelines for Town Finance Committees. 


Budget Preparation 

Our new, more detailed budget request forms were prepared and distributed according to sched- 
ule in cooperation with the Selectboard. The process has been streamlined for efficiency and ease of 
distribution by working in conjunction with the Town Accountant and members of the Selectboard. 
An informational letter accompanies the budget request forms which include a detailed breakdown 
of requested funds. The returns are entered into a spread sheet identifying each by account name and 
line item number. The sheet includes prior year approved dollar amounts for review by the Select- 
board, Town Accountant and Finance Committee members. This process has made the preparation 
and distribution of information easier and less time consuming. 


Reserve Fund Transfers 

A primary responsibility of the Finance Committee is to review and coordinate Reserve Fund 
transfer requests which are evaluated and discussed with the Town Accountant and Selectboard. 
Each approval met the fiscal requirements in that the need for additional funds was unforeseen at 
budget preparation time and that it is not expected to be of a recurring nature. Each Town depart- 
ment, committee and board is aware of these requirements and strives to ensure compliance. 


Informational Meeting 

The annual Informational Meeting was initiated by the Finance Committee several years ago 
to educate citizens of warrant items, especially controversial items. The Informational Meeting 
enabled questions and concerns to be addressed and answered prior to the Town Meeting. The hope 
and intent was that it would reduce time consuming questions and have the Town Meeting move 
along in a timely manner. Informational Meetings can be a valuable tool but it is up to town voters 
to avail themselves of this informational tool by taking the time to attend this meeting and use the 
opportunity to ask any and all questions regarding any item up for discussion on the town warrant 
the first week in May. 

A great deal of time and energy is invested each year to bring you this information and it is up 
to you to use these tools to make informed decisions regarding controversial or high dollar warrant 
items. Histories of expenditures and forecasts of future needs are presented in a variety of reports, 
graphs, speeches and media presentations. 

So make sure you attend this year! 


Finance Committee Goals and Accomplishments 

The goal of the Finance Committee every year is to give a clear and concise budget for you 
to review and vote on. We work closely with the Town Accountant, Selectboard and Department 
Heads to fine tune the budget and when necessary gather information necessary to support our deci- 
sion. In the past we have requested more detailed information on the larger budget items so that the 
warrant would reflect with total clarity where the dollar amounts requested would be applied. 


Monterey Finance Committee’s Mission 

Our mission and responsibility as we have interpreted it from the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association Guidelines for Town Finance Committees is as follows: To be the financial watchdogs 
for the Citizens of Monterey. We are not and have never represented ourselves to be fiscal experts 
in municipal matters. | 

We are here to watch over excess budget requests, prepare the budget in a clear and concise 
manner so that you may fully understand all aspects of that request and be able to vote intelligently 
on each and every line item. 


Finance Committee’s Urging to Town Citizens 

The present Finance Committee urges the citizens of Monterey to examine and question any 
and all budget items on the warrant. Our policy is that almost all requests from Departments are 
made based on the fact that the specific Department has declared a need for that request. Most often 
it is not our job to determine if that need is valid or not. However, we question, gather information, 
research background information and request justification for the budget item dollar amount. 

The ultimate decision is up to you, the Town, to vote whether the item is acceptable or not, nec- 
essary or not, timely or not. The responsibility for your Town government is in your hands. 


So we will watch, and we will inform, but the Town citizens must gather the information, ques- 
tion any items they have concerns over and most importantly vote responsibly.

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REPORT OF THE MONTEREY LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
JULY 1, 2006 — JUNE 30, 2007 


During the fiscal year 2006-2007, the Monterey Library has once again achieved its goal of 
continued growth and outreach to the community. 


The current collection, which consists not only of books but of audio and visual materials as 
well, increased to 8,358 items. There has been a significant increase in circulation in this period from 
9,881 items in FY 06 to 11,371 items in FY07. Along with that there was an increase in attendance 
at the library from 3,697 to 4,662. The most popular items that are circulated continue to be youth 
materials (3,138 items), fiction (1,868 items) and videocassette recordings (1,847 items). The library 
started a DVD collection in response to requests from patrons and 1,362 DVDs circulated in the past 
year. Audio books also remain popular with 799 items circulated. The number of library patrons has 
increased from 870 to 958. 


The operating budget for FY06 was $34,265 with a maintenance budget of $3,250. An addi- 
tional $1,950 was received from State Aid to Public Libraries awards. 


Attendance at family oriented programming over the summer was robust. Thirty people were 
in attendance at the performance by storyteller/singer John Porcino and sixty-five people attended 
a performance by Tincknell and Bates. Dr. Marmalaid drew an audience of 45 children and parents. 
There were three volunteers who did programs during the summer and a total of forty five people 
attended story/craft activities by Denise Andrus, Myrna Rosen and Carol and Annabel Edelman. 
Franny Huberman mustered 29 participants to represent the library in the I Love Monterey Day pa- 
rade. The annual library book sale was also very well attended raised $1,048 to support next year’s 
summer programming. 


During the school year, a youth discussion group led by Franny Huberman was so success- 
ful that a second section of the group was formed. This was done with the generous support of the 
Monterey Cultural Council. Kate Basler once again provided stories and crafts at the library for the 
Monterey K-1 class twice monthly. Denise Andrus also presented Saturday programs for the chil- 
dren connected with the various holidays. 


The 75th anniversary of the Monterey Library was held in October. Linda Thorpe created a 
display showing the history of the library and Karl Finger lead a group of participants in song. Re- 
freshments were provided by the Monterey General Store. 


Due to increased attendance at the library, the trustees voted to extend the hours of operation. 
In October, the hours were extended by one half hour on Saturday mornings, the busiest time period 
and the trustees voted to add an additional day of operation, Thursdays from 4 — 6 starting on July 
1, 2007. 


A new programmable thermostat was installed in the library to be more cost efficient. A paint- 
ing of the library was commissioned from Leonard Weber by the family of Betty Lee (Mac) Carlson 
in her memory. It will be displayed in the library upon completion. Will Marsh developed a bro- 
chure detailing all the services of the Monterey Library which is especially helpful to new patrons. 


Library director Mark Makuc attended many workshops during the past year in order to better 
improve library service. These included programs on administration, long term planning, CW- 
MARS, confidentiality, children’s literature, maintenance of the library and sustainable technology. 
As a result of much research and training, Mark proposed that the Monterey Library become a part 
of CWMARS (Central/Western Massachusetts Automated Resource Sharing) in order to provide 
greater access to library materials throughout the state. CWMARS consists of 142 libraries, in- 
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cluding public, academic and school facilities, which can share their resources through computer 
technology. This would allow patrons to access books, databases and other resources from any of 
the member libraries through their home computers, thus expanding the resources of the Monterey 
Library beyond its physical limitations. At the town meeting in May, the people of Monterey voted 
to increase the size of the library budget by $3,600 to $40,568 for FY07 in order to pursue member- 
ship in CWMARS. 


Jane Black resigned from the Board of Library Trustees and Mickey Jervas was added to the 
Board. All other trustees remain the same. 


The library staff and patrons were saddened by the death of former library director and trustee, 
Anne Marie Makuc. Her many years of service to the library and to the town are remembered and 
appreciated. A bench will be installed outside the library, facing the river, with donations the library 
has received in her memory. 


The Board of Library Trustees would like to recognize and thank the many volunteers who 
enhance the service the library provides to the community. These include: Denise Andrus, Myrna 
Rosen, Grace Mendel, Christa Lindsay, Carole Clarin, Kate Basler and Franny Huberman. Many 
thanks also to the many volunteers who make the library book sale such a success. As always, the 
support that the library receives from the town and the patrons 1s much appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD JULY 2006 - JUNE 2007 


Planning Board members as of July 2006: Brian Puntin, Janet Cathcart, Cindy Hoogs, Stephen 
Rose, Laurily Epstein, and Maggie Leonard. In September of 2006 Mike Erkinnen filled a seat on the 
board that was vacated by Wayne Burkhart in June 2006. Burkhart was elected to the Select Board in 
May 2006 and did not think that it would be wise to serve on two such active town boards. 


Summary of Planning Board activities June 2006-July 2007 
In July 2006 the Planning Board discussed a ten-lot subdivision proposed by Steepleview De- 


velopments LLC to be sited north of West Road which is adjacent to Route 57. (A preliminary plan 
for the subdivision was initially presented to to the board in November of 

2005.) Highway Superintendent Maynard Forbes requested that he be kept informed of devel- 
opments in the road construction at the project as it relates to accessing the town road, in this case 
Route 57. 


Planning Board member Cindy Hoogs stated that after reviewing the preliminary plan submit- 
ted by Steepleview, she would like to work on language to amend the Subdivision Control Regula- 
tions with regard to regulating roads that lead to a subdivision road. Hoogs explained that there are 
no requirements or specifications for roads that lead to a subdivision road and that this is a weak 
point in the regulations. Hoogs also noted that changes to the Subdivision Control Regulations re- 
quire a public hearing and a vote by the Planning Board. 


In August 2006 the Planning Board discussed and agreed to create and join an all-town-boards 
float for the “I Love Monterey Day” parade to be held on September 2nd. Mike Erkinnen met with 
the board to discuss his interest in taking the seat vacated by Wayne Burkhart in June. 


Also in August, the board received a letter from Highway Superintendent Maynard Forbes stat- 
ing that it is the Planning Board’s responsibility to insure that subdivision roads are well designed 
for drainage and the amount of traffic that they support. Referring specifically to the proposal to cre- 
ate a subdivision road adjacent to West Road, Forbes stated that major improvements must be made 
to the existing West Road prior to any approval of a Definitive Plan. 


In September 2006 Mike Erkinnen joined the Planning Board. Attorney Peter Vallianos and his 
client Frank Crotty met with the Planning Board to discuss possible development of the Blue Heron 
Landing property which consists of approximately 7 acres with 700’ of road frontage and has lake 
frontage on Lake Buel. All board members present agreed that development of the property would 
require a Special Permit. There were no documents submitted at the meeting so discussion was 
limited. 


Also in September surveyor Mike Parsons of Kelly, Granger, and Parsons presented a Form 
A plan for Barry and Marjorie Jaffe of Hupi Road. The property was formerly the old Jason Camp 
and is located on the southerly side of Hupi Road and is abutted by Scott Road. The Jaffe’s plan 
proposed to create 35 parcels with access to Lake Garfield that would not be buildable lots. 


The board met with Highway Superintendent Maynard Forbes to discuss possible changes to 
the Subdivision control Regulations with regard to roads that lead to a subdivision road. The board 
also consulted with Forbes about creating language for the bylaws to regulate the construction of 
common driveways. 


At the second meeting in September 2006 board member Brian Puntin made a motion that the 
Planning Board request a 21-day extension to review the Form A proposal submitted at the last 
meeting by Mike Parsons for the Jaffe’s Hupi Road property. 

All members were in favor of the extension.

The Planning Board reviewed language presented by Cindy Hoogs for inclusion into the Sub- 
division Control Regulations that would insure the adequacy of roads leading to a subdivision road. 
The board unanimously agreed to hold a public hearing on October 26, 2006. The board also dis- 
cussed increasing the fees in the subdivision Control Regulations that have not been updated for 
almost 20 years. The board reviewed a list of the fees charged by other towns in Berkshire county. 


In October 2006 the Planning Board met with the Jaffe’s legal representative Sydney Smithers 
to review the legal brief that he had emailed to the board. Maggie Leonard also informed the board 
that Town counsel Jerome Scully had recommended that the board endorse the Form A plan. At- 
torney Smithers reiterated that the proposed plan does not create any new road frontage, nor does it 
create any building lots. He stated that the plan is a single lot perimeter plan and as such is entitled 
to a Form A endorsement from the Planning Board. Board member Cindy Hoogs made a motion to 
include language on the plan stating that endorsement of the plan by the Planning Board does not 
imply that any of the parcels comply with the zoning bylaws, and that none of the 

35 parcels are buildable lots. Smithers agreed to include this language on the final plan. Also in 
October the Planning Board held an extra meeting to thoroughly review the 35-parcel Jaffe plan. At 
the second meeting in October the Planning Board voted 

4-1 in favor of endorsing the Form A plan. 


The Planning Board reviewed recommendations submitted to the Board by the Highway super- 
intendent regarding regulations for common driveways. 


The Planning Board held a public hearing on October 26, 2006 to propose adding language to 
the Subdivision Control Regulations with regard to insuring the adequacy of roads leading to a sub- 
division road and also with regard to increasing the fees. There were no objections from the public 
to any of the proposals. The board unanimously accepted the drafted additions to the Subdivision 
control Regulations. 


In November 2006 the board read a proposal from the Berkshire Regional Planning Commis- 
sion regarding the scope of work to be done on the master plan and a possible time line. Maggie 
Leonard was nominated and voted as the Monterey representative to regional planning. 


In December 2006 the Planning Board reviewed a more comprehensive plan submitted by 
regional planning with regard to work on the master plan. There was discussion about how to form 
committees and working groups with regard to the master plan. The board also reviewed bylaws 
from other towns in Southern Berkshire with regard to their common driveway regulations. 


In January 2007 the Board discussed and worked on language to begin writing a bylaw proposal 
for regulating common driveways. Aspects of the work included discussing length, if there should 
be permits and, if so, who would be the permitting authority. The board also read common driveway 
bylaws from Lee and West Stockbridge. The Planning Board also learned about the current regula- 
tions that are enforced by the Highway Department. The Board agreed to have a public hearing in 
March. 


Also in January, the Planning Board decided to hold a series of public meetings to continue 
work on the master plan. It was decided that the topic of the first meeting would be the Monterey 
Kindergarten which is in danger of becoming extinct. 


In February the Planning Board continued work on the common driveway bylaw in advance of 
the public hearing to be held in March. The Board also worked on a bylaw draft that would reduce 
the 200’ buffer zone from all property lines required by the bylaw for any construction at Gould 
Farm, even though the institution owns on both sides of the road. This bylaw was forcing Gould 
Farm to obtain a variance every time they wanted to do a construction project. 
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The Planning Board proposal would exclude the 200 buffer zone where both sides of the road 
are owned by the same institution. In that case the law would require the normal setback of 25’ front, 
side and rear. 


In March a public hearing was held to discuss a common driveway driveway bylaw proposal, 
and a proposal to exclude the requirement of a 200’ buffer zone for non-municipal educational or 
religious use when that entity owns property on both sides of a road. 


In April The Planning Board reviewed the results of the public hearing held in March to decide 
if it would be feasible to hold another public hearing prior to the Town Meeting 1n May. The Board 
consulted Town Counsel who advised that it would be possible to hold another public hearing prior 
to the town meeting in May, and the Board could make a report to the town at the town meeting. 
Town counsel also advised the board that the common driveway regulations should allow no more 
than a maximum of 5 lots served by any common driveway, and that if there are more lots than five 
then the Subdivision Control Regulations should kick in. The Board also discussed a wireless tele- 
communications bylaw. 


In May Joanne and Ronald Simms presented the Planning Board with a Form A plan for proper- 
ty on Old Beartown Mountain Road. There was discussion about the status of the road. The Simms’ 
attorney, Anthony Doyle, presented the story of the court case that had taken place over the past 
ten years to determine the status of the road. The court decided that the road is a private way that 
is owned by the state. The Planning Board is charged with making sure that the road has suitable 
grades, sufficient width, and acceptable construction before any lots may be sold. 


The Board also decided to hold another public hearing for common driveways on May 3rd to 
further refine the common driveway bylaw proposal as per advice from Town Counsel. 


In June the Planning Board welcomed new member Alan Salamon. The Board reviewed the 
results of the town meeting in May, and Cindy Hoogs volunteered to write another draft of the com- 
mon driveway bylaw.

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SELECT BOARD REPORT FISCAL YEAR 06-07 


The New Year started with the installation of the newest Select Board member, Wayne Burkhart, 
who was elected to fill the vacancy created by Michele Miller’s retirement. The Select Board’s sec- 
retary, Judith Kales, advised the Board that she too was retiring after 33 years of service to the Town 
of Monterey. All were saddened to learn of Judith’s decision. At her final Select Board meeting 
Representative Smitty Pignatelli presented Judith with a Citation from the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives thanking her for 33 years of dedicated service to the Town. Numerous friends and 
former Select Board members were present to say farewell and wish her well in her retirement. 

In an effort to work more efficiently and to provide for more effective follow through the 
Board asked the Inter-Departmental Secretary if she would be willing to pick up the duties of the 
Select Board’s secretary. Melissa Noe, who had been doing an exemplary job as Inter-Departmental 
Secretary, agreed and filled the gap of Judith’s leaving effortlessly and effectively. With Melissa’s 
computer knowledge she instituted, among many other things, the placement of the Select Board 
minutes onto the Town’s web site the same day they were approved by the Board. Now any one can 
go to the Town’s web site, www.montereyma.gov, and read Select Board minutes from 2004 to the 
present. 

The Board Chair made a suggestion in order to increase the public’s participation at Select 
Board meetings that the meetings alternate between Monday morning and an evening meeting. This 
time change would enable Town residents who work the ability to attend a working Board meeting 
which isn’t currently available to them. The Board discussed it and the decision was not to change 
the meeting time. The Chair felt it was a missed opportunity for greater participation by the public. 

The Town ran very smoothly with all the regular recurring occurrences experienced every year: 
downed trees, loose dogs, Lake Garfield draw down “too early or too late” depending on your per- 
spective, Lake Buel flooding, (with no relief in sight), ice on the roads, too much salt being used 
on the roads, (with many compliments from Town citizens that the Highway Department has been 
doing a “terrific job on the roads’’), beavers jamming up the culverts with the resulting flooding of 
major Town roads, trees in the Konkapot, water in the basement of the General Store, complaints 
that the Town Building Commissioner is doing his job, complaints that the Town Assessors are do- 
ing their job, (the Board praised both departments for doing their jobs very well), a declaration of 
a State of Emergency caused by the April rain storm. MEMA performed a damage assessment to 
enable the Town to be reimbursed for a portion of the expenses incurred. 

Some new additions that had been in the works for some time were finally realized this year. 

The River Road bridge replacement that had been planned in 1989 was finally started in 2006 and 
completed in 2007. A used backhoe was purchased with some windfall money from the State so that 
the Town no longer has to rent one (whose availability wasn’t always assured when it was needed), 
to clear culverts and drainage ditches along the sides of roads; the installation of the emergency 
generator at the rear of the Town Hall; the long awaited repair of the light at the basketball court; the 
purchase and installation of the new mapping system by Cartographics for a much more accurate 
assessment of where properties are in Town. An added benefit has been the Assessors ability to find a 
number of properties that had not been previously counted. The Town acquired a radar speed control 
device, (through a Police Grant), to monitor speeding cars thru the center of town as well as on other 
high traffic roads in Town. 
Verizon begrudgingly installed equipment to enable the eastern portion of the Town to receive DSL, 
(high speed internet), service, while the western portion of Town, from the Firehouse to the Great 
Barrington line, waits. The Select Board has been working with our State Representatives to impress 
upon them the need for the entire Town to have High Speed Internet service as well a cell phone 
service. 

The Board, having surveyed the surrounding Towns and how they compensated their Town em- 
ployees recognized that the Highway Department’s employees had been improperly compensated 
and there was a need to bring their compensation in line with the prevailing salaries in the County. 
A committee was formed, (E.C.C.-Employee Compensation Committee), and the resulting delibera- 
tions produced an equitable solution to a long term problem. 
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The Board, having been advised by the Town Clerk, that the various departments and commit- 
tees had not been archiving their historical papers implemented a program where all departments 
and committees were to begin the process. In doing so a great deal of superfluous paper was re- 
moved from files and storage containers leaving lots of additional room in the secure storage area in 
the Town Hall. This enabled the balance of files to be removed from the Town Shed into the Town 
Hall. 

In order to comply with a Federal EPA mandate regarding the storage of sand, salt, oil and 
gasoline the Board authorized the Highway Department to begin the process of securing a new shed 
to be constructed at the Transfer Station. An article was prepared for the annual Town Meeting with 
pictures and the explanation of the need to comply with the EPA order. The Board is seeking as- 
sistance from the State to help defray the cost of the project. The Town approved the article on the 
warrant at the Annual Town Meeting. 

The lack of a boat ramp is an ongoing concern for the Board. With Kinne’s Grove, the only boat 
ramp available to the boaters from mid June thru Labor Day, having been sold to a private home 
owner the Board was asked to come up with a solution. The Board asked for volunteers to form a 
committee to look into where appropriate land could be acquired for the construction of a boat ramp. 
This is an ongoing project with no immediate solution on the horizon. 

The Board finally replaced the antiquated telephones in the Town Hall to the satisfaction of all 
who have needed to contact the various departments and Town personnel. 

Sandisfield Road was repaved and eight deteriorating culverts were replaced with new and 
larger capacity for carrying away water. The road remained open at all times while the work was 
being completed. Fairview Road also was resurfaced and widened. A number of trees had to be re- 
moved to enable the widening and the sides of the road were planted with grass to stop erosion. New 
large culverts were installed where there hadn’t been any before and the resultant drainage of the 
roadway seems to have improved. The Highway Department will continue their regular inspections 
and maintenance of the road. 

As the departing Select Board member I wish to thank all the Town employees, the Firefighters 
and the numerous volunteers who have performed their duties with a dedication and sincerity that 
enables Monterey to be the wonderful place we all know it is.

Discussion centered around #124, with the reduction said to have been informed by a reduction 
in the hours needed to assume the Town Secretary’s duties in her absence. Turning then to #141, 
there was explanation of these increases due to the time required to evaluate all 1700 parcels in the 
Town and the fact Assessors make themselves available for extra hours, as well as the many extra 
hours worked by the Assistant Assessor. It was noted that the Assistant Assessor keeps a log, and 
is working 25 hours a week. His pay is thus brought into parity with the Town Sanitarian’s pay. 
In line #159, it was noted that the Town Secretary is making $16.40, but clarification was sought 
regarding her pay under #171, 176, 510 and #240. Discussion revealed the Town Secretary is to be 
paid additionally from those accounts, and concern was expressed about whether or not that work 
occurred after hours, whether a log of time was kept to avoid double pay for hours during the regular 
work week while being paid from #159, and whether there was a proper job description for the job 
under #159. An amendment was then offered by the Select Board, to drop all accounts referenced 
except #159 and to raise that figure to $38,845, since “for personality dependent budget reasons” 
these accounts had been broken out a year ago into separate figures for each function. Discussion 
included comments on increases solely on the basis of strong advocacy, as well as a request that a 
log of hours spent on each function be kept for overtime work after hours as well as development 
of a clear job description for these positions. Argument against the request for a single job and job 
description included a request that the jobs be kept separate since each Board should have the right 
to choose its own secretarial help. Select Board member Michele Miller noted that breaking the job 
out was not a good idea, and that the new Secretary had asked for more pay than these line items 
totaled. The motion to amend to a single position failed on voice vote. Under #171, it was noted 
that the Conservation Commission pays the Town Secretary out of fees collected, but that the funds 
requested in line item #171 are intended for training for the Commission members. No reductions in 
the referenced line items were requested. Moving to line #198, it was explained that the software 
being used by the Treasurer and Accountant is currently a DOS-based program twelve years old. 
Monterey has been offered a low rate as a test site for the new program, and the sum reflects the 
cost of support only, with anticipated future costs of $2200 per annum for future support. Moving to 
#209, a three percent raise was added, changing this total to $129, by voice vote, unanimously. As 
discussion moved to line #210, concerns were raised concerning the narrow width of Main Road 
and difficulties backing into traffic during the summertime but there were no directions or votes 
given. Under #240, an amendment was offered to lower the Building Inspector’s pay to $17,500 to 
be in line with other part-time professionals but this amendment failed by voice vote after discus- 
sion. A spokesperson for the study-group which derived the pay listed in #240 noted that the part- 
timers in this field ranged from $27 to $50 per hour and their recommendation was for $30 an hour 
as a reasonable rate of pay. At less pay, those willing to do this job part-time would not have the 
training, and that the pay per hour had been correlated to the number of permits issued each year by 
other towns compared to ours. Under #240 expenses, the cost of a new software package for issuing 
permits was referenced. This software is currently being used in Lenox, Pittsfield and Stockbridge 
and payback would occur in a year to a year and a half in increased efficiency. Discussion on #296 
brought out the fact that the Tree Warden would like to plant between 15 and 17 trees per year. The 
line item was amended referentially to “Tree Warden Expenses” unanimously by voice vote, as he 
noted the item was for labor and tree purchases. Currently only 6 to 7 trees are planted each year 
since the labor after planting to water them is extensive and we are currently dependent on volunteer 
labor. This figure represents actual labor and purchases needed for 15 to 17 trees. Moving to line 
#422, the fact this total represents $150,000 more than last year called for clarity. It was noted that 
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he actual budget was $73,000 over the voted line item last year and $25,000 over this year and that 
uch emergency costs need to be publicly acknowledged and preparations made. Discussion of the 

irector’s involvement with snowplowing, even though he was not hired to plow snow, met with 
he comment that a fourth post in the Highway Department was not practical unless that person also 
id all mowing, since the plowing was seasonal. No amendments were offered. Moving to #425, 
n increase to $1,500 was proposed and was passed by voice vote, for emergency tree cutting by the 
ighway Department. A move to combine the Parks Department’s two line items failed by voice 
ote and it was noted that they could draw from either budget item when necessary. A voice vote on 
he entire article then passed all items as amended. 


TICLE 5. The Town voted to authorize and direct the Assessors to take $20,000 from Free Cash 
o reduce the tax levy for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2006 with no discussion. Unanimously 


TICLE 6. The Town voted to transfer the sum of $10,000 from Overlay Surplus to the Reserve 
und. Unanimously 


TICLE 7. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 for the Stabilization Fund. 
nanimously 


ARTICLE 8. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $40,809 for the lease payment on 
the 2003 fire truck, by voice vote. Unanimously 


TICLE 9. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $46,698 for the loan and interest 
on the Town Hall addition by voice vote. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 10. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $62,626 for the loan and interest 
on the Osh Kosh truck and Ford 550 truck, by voice vote. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 11. The Town voted to transfer from the Stabilization Fund the sum of $76,000 for the 
purchase of an 18,000-lb. GVW truck, plow and equipment, by voice vote. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 12. The Town voted to authorize the Select Board to trade in or sell the Town’s 2000 Ford 
550 truck, by voice vote. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 13. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $4000 for repairs and mainte- 
nance of the Bally Gally house on the former Wilson McLaughlin property, by voice vote. Unani- 
mously 


ARTICLE 14. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 sum for the Purple Loose- 
strife Project for Brewer Pond by voice vote. Discussion of pesticides was countered by information 
that this is the third year of a three year beetle approach to control these weeds, since chemicals are 
not effective. Passage was Unanimous. 


ARTICLE 15. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $5500 for a new permit applica- 
tion for the Lake Garfield draw-down. The new application is required, and thus the amendment 
calling for a new permit application occasioned comment that over the years the State has changed 
requirements for this function, and that flood control is the current focus, as it originally was, but 
that in intervening years the use of the draw-down over three year cycles to control milfoil was very 
effective. When this problem was first addressed, in 1971, weevils were used to control milfoil but 
that the three year cycle was more effective. The primary function of the draw is flood control, 
however. This expenditure was approved by voice vote. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 16. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2500 for Lakefest, deleting 
reference to “fireworks,” as requested, by voice vote. Unanimously 
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ARTICLE 17. The Town voted to accept the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 41, 
Section 41B, which will allow for the direct deposit of salaries, wages, or other compensation due’ 
persons in the service of the Town, by voice vote. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 18. The Town voted to accept Chapter 32B, Section 9A, of the General Laws to pay one-| 
half the premium costs payable by a retired employee for group life insurance and for group general | 
or blanket hospital, surgical, medical, dental and other health insurance; and further voted to accept | 
Chapter 32B, Section 18, that all retirees who are enrolled in Medicare Part A be required to enroll, | 
at no cost to the retiree, in a Medicare health benefits supplement plan offered by the Town in the . 
Berkshire Regional Retirement system . Those qualified will have ten years of service to the Town 
in that system and be at least 65 years of age. The voice vote was Unanimous 


ARTICLE 19. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $1000 for retiree group health | 
and life insurance to begin a funding source for retirement health insurance. Approval was by voice 
vote. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 20. The Town voted, in accordance with General Laws Chapter 40, Section 4A, to autho- | 
rize the Board of Health to enter into an intermunicipal agreement with one or more other govern- 

mental units to provide public health services which the Board of Health is authorized to perform, | 
in accordance with an InterMunicipal Mutual Aid Agreement to be entered into between the Town — 
and various governmental units. Approval was by voice vote. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 21. The Town voted to appropriate the sum of $5000 from the Receipts Reserve Septic | 
Loan Fund for the Community Septic Loan Program, by voice vote. Unanimously 


ARTICLE 22. After an initial vote on a request to table this Article, the Town voted to amend only © 
one of the following sections of the Zoning Bylaws, Article IV, (first by approving by voice vote a 
separate consideration for each part), as follows: 


The Town did not vote to amend Section II. Definitions, regarding Agricultural Use. Arguments | 
centered around the fact we do not have a separate Agricultural District, and that we do not prohibit | 
agricultural uses, only that some require a special permit, such as commercial greenhouses and 
equine facilities. The Town declined, by majority voice vote, to consider equine facilities or green- 
houses as uses by right rather than by special permit. 


The Town did vote to approve elimination of Article 20 from the Town Zoning Bylaws Repair, Or- 
dinary: to eliminate the reference in parenthesis (Massachusetts Building Code, Article 20) as it only 
regulates the use of aluminum in construction. This voice vote was Unanimous. 


The Town by unanimous voice vote agreed to pass over a change in Section IV.B. Agricultural-Resi- 
dential District. 2. Uses by Special Permit only. And did not agree to remove “commercial green- 
houses” or “riding stable” from Subsection e. They did not agree, by voice vote, to allow kennels 
without a special permit but to retain the need for control within a neighborhood through a Special 
Permit process in the current By Laws. 


The Town by unanimous voice vote tabled a proposed change in Section VI. Table of Minimums 
and Maximums, Footnotes, because the matter is currently before a Massachusetts Judge. The 
change would have added footnote “f’. to read “A retaining wall or other retaining structure which is 
a required part of a septic system plan approved by the Board of Health is exempt from the property 
line setback for structures, but only when the Board of Health has determined in writing that the 
only location and configuration of the septic system requires the retaining structure to be within the 
property line setback. 
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was noted that the requested amendment in the first proposed amendment, though rejected by the 
own, were among requests on the part of the State. The Zoning Bylaw amendment eliminating 
ference to Article 20 in the bylaws will be sent for approval to the Attorney General. 


TICLE 23. The Town voted to accept the Right-To-Farm bylaw, which encourages the pursuit 
agriculture, promotes agriculture-based economic opportunities, and protects farmlands within 
e Town of Monterey by allowing agricultural uses and related activities to function with minimal 
nflict with abutters and Town agencies, after amending the Article to include the words “on file in 
e Town Hall” (in order to make the referenced bylaw available to citizens). Approval was by voice 
te of the amendment and of the article as amended. This bylaw article will be sent for approval 
the Attorney General. : 


TICLE 24. The Town voted to accept the following Citizen Petition by majority voice vote:

The FY08 Monterey Town Report is dedicated to 
Henry George Wolfer 1923-2006 


Henry George Wolfer died in the early morning hours of Tuesday, October 24, 2006, at the Gt. 
Barrington Rehabilitation Center, from lung cancer. He was 83. A graveside service was held on 
Wednesday, November 9, at Corashire Cemetery for local friends and immediate family. On 
Saturday, November 11, Veteran’s Day, a memorial service was held in the United Church of Christ. 
Pastor Elizabeth Goodman presided at both gatherings. The flag at the Post Office had been lowered 
to half mast before the memorial service, and after the bell in the tower tolled eleven times Henry’s 
closest and oldest friends, some smiling through the tears, stood one by one at the podium and 
eulogized him with humorous and poignant stories. 


Henry spent the happiest days of his life in Monterey, the last ten years at 120 New Marlboro Road 
in a bucolic rural setting at Lowland Farm, living in a former one-room schoolhouse, one of five still 
in use in Monterey at the turn of the century. Henry himself had local roots, having been brought to 
Monterey as a boy in the 1930’s by his father, Henry Paul Wolfer, a Brooklyn physician, and his 
mother, Ruby Wolfer, for weekends and vacations on the shores of Lake Garfield. The high-water 
mark in Henry’s memories of growing up were of the days spent swimming, diving, fishing, and 
finding arrowheads along the shoreline. 


When the Polio epidemic broke out in the city, Henry was enrolled in the Episcopal Lenox Boy’s 
School, and he and his mother stayed fulltime in Monterey, while his father went to his weekly 
practice in the city. Henry became friends with other children of Lake Garfield families, which 
included the Maxwells, Leuchs, Palmers, Groehls, Schneiders and Tryons, and they all would grow 
up to become what has been called the Greatest Generation, with the coming of World War II in 
1941 — the honor roll in front of Town Hall lists no fewer than 57 names of those who served their 
country. ; 


Henry was in the 118" Army Airborne Division from 1942-1945, and as a sergeant took part in the 
Allied invasion of Europe, landing a glider behind enemy lines at Utah Beach on D-day; 
subsequently he saw action in Northern France and the Rhineland. After Germany surrendered, he 
was briefly stationed in England and took some courses at Oxford. 


Upon returning home, he became a production plant manager at a small factory on Beartown 
Mountain Road operated by the president of Phillips Screw Co. until it moved to Boston. He also 
worked for Scott Paper, which merged with Kimberly-Clark and later for General Electric in 
Pittsfield. For a few years, he and his wife, Eleanor, ran the General Store, which at the time was in 
the building of the current Gould Farm Roadside Store. He was also a past member of The Alford 
Brook (fishing) Club, and more recently an engaging member of the Coffee Club that meets in the 
church basement, with proceeds going to the church itself and other charitable causes. 


Henry leaves a son, Henry Paul Wolfer; a former wife, Eleanor; a stepson, Robert Nesser; a 
daughter, Linda, from his first marriage to Ruth Heath; and a beloved second cousin, Barbara 
Schneider Wilkes, daughter of the late Marion Schneider, Henry’s first cousin. He also left a 
message for those who he would be leaving behind with Pastor Elizabeth Goodman, at his bedside 
the day before he died: “Tell everyone not to worry about me. I am not in any great pain, not afraid 
to die, and have lived a great life!”

O Licensing. The number of licensed dogs continues to improve, Most Monterey residents are 
very good about complying with licensing requirements. 

O Unrestrained/loose/wandering dogs remain a significant issue in Monterey. The law clearly 
requires that the dog be in sight of the owner and owner be in control of their dog at all times. 
Loose dogs are a risk to themselves and can cause injury to people and other dogs and can cause 
very serious car accidents when they are in the road.

Ongoing Efforts: | 
Contact with Verizon: 
About 30% of Monterey has access to DSL, so it would seem that the easiest solution would be for 
Verizon to expand its DSL coverage here. The Broadband Committee has tried several approaches 
with Verizon, as have other towns in Massachusetts with limited or no broadband service. Verizon has — 
told us they will not be expanding their DSL offerings at this time. It’s important to understand that 
DSL is not considered “future-proof,” meaning it’s not reliable enough or scalable for future 
broadband requirements, which will be dramatically increased from today to accommodate internet, 
TV, radio and voice data over the internet.

October/November 2007 
Outreach to Neighboring Towns 
The committee reached out to neighboring south Berkshire towns to find out what their technology 
committees were doing. It was learned that most towns were in the same situation as we were, with the 
exception of Egremont, which had been working on getting broadband to the town for at least two 
years, and actually had an engineered plan drawn up as part of a Berkshire Connect funded initiative. | 
There had been some informal discussions between towns previously, and this brought Monterey into 
those discussions. 


December 2007/January 2008 
Survey Mailing and Press Release: 
Early in January, the Monterey Broadband Commission prepared and mailed a broadband survey to 
town residents, urging its completion and return to Berkshire Connect by March 1, 2008. The 
committee also made surveys available at Monterey Town Hall, The Monterey General Store and the 
Monterey Public Library. The survey, from Berkshire Connect and Pioneer Valley Connect, was | 
designed to gather information identifying more precisely where high speed internet service exists and, 
more importantly, where it does not exist, to create mapping products that will be critical when 
working to provide service to unserved areas and will reinforce the inequity between eastern and 
western Massachusetts. The committee also issued a press release to increase awareness about 
broadband, the survey, and the importance of completing it. 


South County Meeting: 

Monica Webb and Jon Sylbert met with the other South County Broadband Committee chairs; 
Berkshire Connect; South Berkshire Chamber, Massachusetts Technology Collaborative (MTC); and 
the Executive Office of Housing and Economic Development (EOHED) to share information about the 
Massachusetts Broadband Institute (MBI) and the Incentive Fund created in Governor Patrick’s $25 
million bond bill (later increased to $40 million). This bill is designed to provide funds to the MBI to 
work with private providers to contribute to the building of broadband networks in areas in 
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Massachusetts that are unserved and underserved by broadband. The EOHED made it clear that they 
are working hard to get the bill passed as quickly as possible (hopefully February or March). They 
informed the group that to help with that goal, citizens are urged to call the office of Mark Montigny 
(Senate Chair for the Committee on Bonding) to ask that: the public hearing be scheduled ASAP, and 
that the bill comes to the floor for a vote ASAP. We came away from the meeting with the following: 


e Solutions will be regional, not town-by-town and likely a coalition of motivated providers 
e South county towns and regions will need to work together and possibly contribute to the 
solutions to ensure they are long-term, robust and installed in a timely and efficient manner 


Pignatelli/Patrick breakfast: 
Monica Webb and Jon Sylbert attended a breakfast for Smitty Pignatelli hosted by Governor Patrick, 


and spoke directly to Patrick about the importance of broadband to the rural areas of the Berkshires. In 
his speech later, Patrick said, “Having access to broadband is not merely a convenience, it’s having 
access to the global reservoir of ideas and opportunities.” He also mentioned that people in Eastern 
Mass don’t appreciate the importance of having it (since they do have it). 


February 2008 
Meeting with Pignatelli, Downing and Verizon (no show): 
The Broadband committee arranged a meeting with the Select Board, Smitty Pignatelli, Ben Downing 
and Verizon to talk about broadband and Verizon’s role in expanding it within Monterey. We had 
hoped the discussion with Verizon would lead to a public commitment or begin discussion of actions, 
including legislation that may impact Verizon and bring broadband to Monterey and other unserved 
and underserved towns. A couple of days prior to the meeting, Verizon cancelled. 


A productive discussion was had with Pignatelli and Downing that reinforced what was learned at the 
meeting with the MBI. They pledged to use their contacts with Verizon to see about expanding DSL or 
fiber, and that they have been and would continue to be very supportive of the passage of the bill. 


Public Hearing in Boston: 
On February 14th, a public hearing was held at the Statehouse in Boston to hear testimony on the bill. 


Monica Webb and Karen Schreefter from the Monterey Broadband Committee attended, along with a 
busload of South Berkshire citizens. Four hours of testimony were presented at the standing-room-only 
hearing, including compelling words from our local legislators, State officials, Berkshire Connect, The 
South Berkshire Chamber of Commerce, Berkshire residents and students, and Governor Patrick 
himself. 


Evaluation of Short-term Broadband Options: 


The Broadband Committee met with representatives from the following companies to determine 
possible interim options that would offer faster and better service than dial-up until the state-funded 
solution is available in Monterey. 


HughesNet New Spaceway 3 Satellite: This is an easy option for both individuals and the town, 
requiring installation of a small satellite dish on or near your home. Please note this is a new satellite 
technology from Hughes available as of March 26", which offers improved service from their current 
satellite offering, at the same pricing. It consists of a new satellite with much improved bandwidth and 
ability to service more home sites more reliably. If you already have service with Hughes, the company 
is predicting speed improvements on existing satellites, as they transition people onto the new, larger 
capacity satellite. You can also request to be moved to the new Spaceway 3 satellite, but you will need 
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a new transmitter for your system. See pricing packages below, and for more information, please refer — 
to: http://www.getdsltoo.com/spaceway3.asp or www.hughesnet.com 


WiSpring Wireless Internet Service Provider: WiSpring is a local provider of wireless internet 
services that transmits radio signals from towers to receiving antennas in homes. It is a similar 
technology to cell phones and towers, transmitted at a lower frequency. WiSpring offers various 
packages for home and business with speeds from dial-up to DSL quality/speed (see pricing details 
below), and has a lower latency than satellite. Since Monterey is a town with hills, valleys, ridges and 
trees, WiSpring estimates they would need to erect at least 6 towers to get coverage to the majority of 
Monterey. This will take time as it would require town approvals; possibly town funding; town zoning 
bylaw changes; potentially Scenic Mountain Act override in some locations, health risk assessment to 
nearby residents and wildlife, determination of appropriate sites and land owner negotiation, and 
erection of 6 towers 15’ above the treeline (usually 85 — 125’ tall). For more information on

Evaluation of Long-term Broadband Options: 
These efforts were ongoing over the year, but the unanimous recommendation gleaned from industry 


experts is that fiber-optic cable is the broadband technology that is “future-proof,” meaning it will 
accommodate the dramatically increased bandwidth requirements of the future. It is by far the most 
efficient, reliable, scalable and the only medium specifically designed for that purpose, and uses the 
existing telephone pole infrastructure. There may have to be some areas with a hybrid of copper 
and/or wireless to homes. The downside with copper is its limited bandwidth, reliability and efficiency 
and wireless, being a line-of-sight technology designed for use in college campuses, is hindered by the 
topography and foliage in areas like Monterey. 


March 2008 
Report to Select Board: 
The committee met with the Select Board to report what had been learned about the various options for 
Monterey. It was determined that if WiSpring wanted to proceed, it was up to them to approach the 
planning board to begin the application process. 


April 2008 
Report to the Select Board: 
The committee met again with the Select Board to discuss the committee’s work, the progress of the 
Broadband Bill in the Legislature and also discussed the use of fiber for broadband (Verizon Fios) with! 
help from Jim Lovejoy, a Selectman from Mount Washington and expert on the use of fiber vs. other 
options for internet connectivity. 


June/July 2008 
Participation in Southern Berkshire Technology Committee 
In June, the Southern Berkshire Chamber of Commerce organized a meeting between members of the 
various southern Berkshire towns broadband/technology committees. Although informal discussions 
between town committee chairs had been ongoing, the consensus was that we could accomplish more 
as a united voice and voting block. There was concern about ensuring Southern Berkshire received a 
robust, “future-proof” broadband solution, not just whatever was best for the provider or least 
expensive for the state, and that the region needed to take a proactive role. Michael Storch and Monica 
Webb from the Monterey Broadband Committee participated in the initial meetings and became 
Monterey delegates to the Southern Berkshire Technology Committee, upon its official formation in 
July.

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CHILDREN’S HEALTH PROGRAM REPORT 
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Community Health Programs is pleased to provide the following information on services provided to 
the citizens of Monterey in the year 2008. 


CHP Health Center 94 patients from infants to 


seniors 
Community Health Programs began over 30 years ago as The Children's Health Program, founded to 
provide health care for rural children who had no access to care, and for whom isolation was leading to 
medical problems and delays in language, social, and cognitive skills. In the Year 2000, the agency 
began doing business as Community Health Programs, with the expanded mission of providing 
services to improve the health and well being of residents of all ages living in Berkshire County and 
adjacent communities. 


CHP serves over 6,000 people per year through eleven programs: 1) the CHP Health Center in Great 
Barrington, one of two Federally Qualified Health Centers owned and operated by CHP; 2) South 
Berkshire WIC (Women, Infants and Children) program and emergency food support; 3) CHP First 
Steps, a state-certified Early Intervention Program providing services for children with delays and 
disabilities; 4) the Family Support Network, which offers parenting education, school readiness | 
classes, a drop-in center in Great Barrington, ESL classes, 12 playgroups at sites across South County, — 
and much more; 5) HCAP, a Mobile Outreach Treatment Team that finds, treats, and connects people 
who are isolated with medical and social services within CHP and throughout the community; 6) CHP © 
Nutrition Services, which offers clinical individual and group nutrition counseling as well as education’ 
and healthful cooking classes; 7) Barrington OB/GYN, offering comprehensive women’s health care, 
and 8) the new CHP Dental Center, which joined the CHP family of programs in 2007. Two programs © 
new to CHP in 2008 are: 9) the South Berkshire Youth Coalition, who’s mission is to reduce substance’ 
abuse among young people in a long-term, sustainable manner, and 10) Neighborhood Health Center 

in Pittsfield, now a federally qualified health center offering comprehensive health care. Within the 
next few months, CHP will also be launching 11) the Women’s Health Network/Men’s Health 
Partnership Care Coordination Program, which will offer preventive screenings for cancer and 
cardiovascular disease through a program funded by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 
CHP provides all services regardless of a client’s immigrant status, insurance status, or ability to pay. 
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The CHP Health Center serves over 5,000 patients each year. A racial/ethnic and insurance status 
profile is charted below: 


The CHP Health Center is the only primary care provider in the region that is accessible to infants, 
children, youth, adults and elders, regardless of insurance status or ability to pay. 


In 2008, over 450 patients received free medication through CHP. We received no reimbursement for 
any medications that we obtained — through a very time consuming process - for patients through 
pharmaceutical companies’ Patient Assistance prescription drug programs, nor were we reimbursed 
for medications for which CHP itself paid. We are in the process of starting a 340B pharmacy program 
which will enable participants to buy medications at a reduced cost. Initially, the program will target 
the uninsured and underinsured who are the most impacted by the rising costs of prescription 
medications. 


CHP’s ability to fulfill our role as safety net provider, while sustaining high quality services, is 
consistently jeopardized by losses in government and private funding. Yet, we are 100 percent 
committed to finding ways to care for the most vulnerable members of our population. 


We thank the residents of Monterey for their support, and we look forward to continuing to offer these 
important services to the citizens of Southern Berkshire County.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


It is the work of the Monterey Conservation Commission to locally administer the Wetlands Protection 
Act (WPA — MGL Ch 131, S 40). The WPA prohibits any filling, excavation or other alteration of the 
land surface, water levels, or vegetation in wetlands, regardless of ownership, without a permit from 
the local Conservation Commission. The WPA is interested in flood control, prevention of storm 
damage, prevention of pollution, fisheries, ground water, public or private water supplies, and wildlife 
habitat. Additionally the Riverfront areas have been included as requiring protection under their own 
paragraph. The Conservation Commission also administers the local Scenic Mountain Act (SMA), in 
effect in Monterey since November 10, 2004. The SMA regulations can be found on the town website: 
Wwww.montereyma.gov . 


The Conservation Commission heard 13 Requests for Determination of Applicability (RDA) under the 
Wetlands Protection Act (WPA), 1 Request for Determination of Applicability under the Scenic 
Mountains Act and 8 Notices of Intent (NOI or ANOJ) under the WPA. 


Current membership includes Chris Blair, Rick Andrus, Tim Lovett, David Dempsey, and Judith Bach. 


We welcome questions anytime from citizens with concerns about the Wetlands Protection Act and/or 
the Scenic Mountain Act. The board meets on the 2" Monday of each month at 6pm at the Monterey 
Town Hall Meeting Room and follows an agenda by case/date received. The public should be aware 
that filings must be received with sufficient time to make legal advertisements required for public 
hearings. Please call our Secretary, Melissa Noe, at the Town Hall for submission deadlines. The 
board appreciates all those who have made filings and have sought to abide by the Town, State and 
Federal requirements regarding these areas.

CULTURAL COUNCIL REPORT 


The Monterey Cultural Council received 41 grant applications this year--the most ever. We were 
pleased to provide full or partial funding to twenty-two applicants (also a record number), distributing 
a total of $5345. The grants supported activities, school outreach programs, art scholarships, school 
field trips, live music at Monterey Meeting House and The Monterey General Store, and performances 
and reading groups at the Monterey Public Library. 


This year we provided some funding to help a group of Monterey women create a huge quilt featuring 
artwork by AIDS orphans in Cameroon, Africa. The theme: "A World Without AIDS." The finished 
quilt will become a public relations ambassador for Action on AIDS in Africa. Part of the quilt will 
return to Monterey to hang in a public space. The project was done in conjunction with the Center for 
Peace through Culture and African Action on AIDS. It is the first in what we all hope will be a series 
of connections between Monterey and Cameroon. 


Funding from the state was the same as last year, but we had several more worthy projects to sponsor. 
Fortunately, the funding voted for the Cultural Council at Town Meeting allowed us to augment the 
state money, and still sponsor some projects of our own. We presented workshops in basketry, pastel 
painting and Japanese flower arranging; guided nature and bird walks; and live performances by a 
Shakespearean actor and a classical brass quintet. Working with other Monterey groups, we provided a 
jazz combo for I Love Monterey Day '07; and we helped The Bidwell House Museum produce a 
wonderful (and jam-packed) concert of Shape Note singing, featuring Monterey’s own Peter Amidon, 
who has become an important figure in this form of music. The people of Monterey continue to 
support and enjoy an amazingly eclectic range of cultural events.

Report of the Wilson McLaughlin House Committee to the 
Town of Monterey For the period of July 1, 2007 — June 30, 2008 


On July 22, 2007, the Wilson McLaughlin House Committee met with the following individuals: Joe 
Baker, Susan Sellew, Gige O’Connell, Evelyn Vallianos, Gerry Shapiro, Lew Scheffey, Shirley Olds 
and guests Laurily Epstein, Cindy Hoogs, Robert Hoogs, George and Alice Wislocki, Wayne Burkhart | 
and Janet Cathcart. The meeting was called to obtain some community input at this stage in our : 
planning. 


At that time the Town had already, at our suggestion, entered a plea with the Berkshire Probate Court 
in order to reinterpret the conditions of Edith Wilson’s will concerning whether the Town would be 
required to use the house, or could instead build another structure for municipal purposes. 


We heard from the Court on April 28, 2008, saying that the “Town of Monterey may raze the 
farmhouse on the real property on the condition that a new building be constructed thereon, to be used 
for municipal purposes as The Select Board of the Town may determine.” 


After this, our committee met again to discuss our options. The question was raised, “Do we want to 
remove the house?” We decided to create a report on what we have learned during our research and 
that we should meet with the Select Board. We thought we should provide details on what it would 
take to bring the house up to municipal code. 


Although we believe we cannot raise the funds to build our original plan for the house, there is still the 
hope that we might bring the first floor of the Wilson House up to code. 


Joe Baker agreed to meet with Don Torrico, Monterey’s Building Inspector, at the Wilson house and 
Mr. Torrico was quite encouraging. Our architect, Steve McAlister of Clark and Green, is compiling a: 
report on the required work and estimated costs. 


We did meet with the Select Board and action is on hold until we have the financial figures regarding 
bringing the first floor up to code.

July 2007 to June 2008 was another challenging year, to say the least. Winter depleted the budgets 
long before the winter was over. Storms seemed to come 2 and 3 per week. Weekends were just days 
to work. Ice was a major problem and was a regular occurrence. We used 2640 tons of salt, and 3332 
tons of sand. 


We used 7889 gallons of diesel fuel, about 300 gallons more than the year before and 1347 gallons of 
gasoline for the year. Diesel prices were up almost 65% from the beginning of the year 


The rebuilding of Sandisfield Road was completed in the fall of 2007 and is a much improved road. 
Curtis Road was reclaimed, drainage improved and repaved in the spring of 2008. The weight of heavy 
truck traffic had deteriorated the road to the point of being dangerous. It should now last many years. 


The Salt/Sand shed replacement was put off by the Selectboard until money from the state is found.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


As in prior years, the Monterey Finance Committee contributed to Town Government in accordance 
with the Massachusetts Municipal Association Guidelines for Town Finance Committees. 


Budget Preparation 

Our new, more detailed budget request forms were prepared and distributed according to schedule in 
cooperation with the Selectboard. The process has been streamlined for efficiency and ease of 
distribution, by working in conjunction with the Town Accountant and members of the Selectboard. 
An information letter accompanies each budget request form; all forms include a detailed breakdown 
for requested funds. The returns are entered into a spread sheet identifying each by account name and 
line item number. The sheet includes prior year approved dollar amounts for review by the Select 
Board, Town Accountant, and Finance Committee Members. This process has made the preparation 
and distribution of information easier and less time consuming. 


Reserve Fund Transfers | 
A primary responsibility of the Finance Committee is to review and coordinate Reserve Fund Transfer 
requests, which are evaluated and discussed with the Town Accountant, and Selectboard. Each | 
approval must meet the fiscal requirements, in that the need for additional funds was unforeseen at 
budget preparation time and that it is not expected to be of a recurring nature. Each town department, 
committee, and board is aware of these requirements and strives to ensure compliance. 


Informational Meeting 

The annual Informational Meeting was initiated by the Finance Committee several years ago to 
educate citizens on warrant items, especially controversial items. The Informational Meeting enabled 
questions and concerns to be addressed and answered prior to the Town Meeting. The hope and intent — 
was that it would reduce time consuming questions and have the Town Meeting move along in a 
timely manner. Informational Meetings can be a valuable tool but it is up to town voters to avail 
themselves of this tool by taking the time to attend this meeting and use the opportunity to ask any 
questions regarding items up for discussion on the town warrant the first week in May. 

A great deal of time and energy is invested each year to bring you this information and it is up to you 
to use these tools to make informed decisions regarding controversial or high dollar warrant items. 
Histories of expenditures and forecasts of future needs are presented in a variety of reports, graphs, 
speeches and media presentations. 


So please make sure you attend this year! 


Finance Committee Goals and Accomplishments 

The goal of the Finance Committee every year is to give you a clear and concise budget for you to 
review and vote on. We work closely with the Town Accountant, Selectboard and Department Heads 
to fine tune the budget and when necessary gather information necessary to support our decision. In the: 
past we have requested more detailed information on the larger budget items, so that the warrant would: 
reflect with total clarity where the dollar amounts requested would be applied. 


Monterey Finance Committee’s Mission

We are here to watch over excess budget requests, prepare the budget in a clear and concise manner so 
that you may fully understand all aspects of that request and be able to vote intelligently on each and 
every line item. 


Finance Committee’s Urging to Town Citizens 

The present Finance Committee urges the Citizens of Monterey to examine and question any and all 
budget items on the warrant. Our policy is that most all requests from Departments are made based on 
the fact that the specific Department has declared a need for that request. Most often it is not our job to 
determine if that need is valid or not, however we question, gather information, research background 
information and request justification for the budget item dollar amount. The ultimate decision is up to 


you, the Town to vote whether the item is acceptable or not, necessary or not, timely or not. The 


responsibility for your Town Government is in your hands. 


So we will watch, and we will inform, but the Town Citizens must gather the information, question any 
items they have concerns over and most importantly vote responsibly.

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LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


The Monterey Library, with continual support from its community, continues to provide growth and 
innovation. 


The current collection which consists of books and audio and visual materials increased to 8,706 items. 
In addition we provide 22 subscriptions to various periodicals and magazines and passes to 8 museums 
and state parks in the region. Attendance increased 10% in part due to an additional 100 hours of 
operation. Saturday remains the busiest day of the week for the library. This year an additional half 
hour was added to Saturday morning and as of July 2007 the library was open on Thursdays from 4-6. 
The largest increase in material circulation was in DVDs. 


The operating budget for FY07 was $41,237.94 of which $3,279.94 were spent on maintenance. Start 
up expenses for the CWMARS program and funds allocated to paint the exterior of the building 
accounted for most of the increase in overall spending. State aid contributed $2022.90. 


As always the summer programming was well attended by both summer and year round residents. A 
total of 186 children attended seven programs, three of which were led by Monterey volunteers. 
Thirty seven children signed up for the summer reading program and the Monterey General Store 
again provided ice cream for their last meeting. The annual book sale netted $1800.00 to be used for 
programming. A great deal of credit for the success goes to Mickey Jervas and the Herculean job she 
undertook all year sorting books. The “Sisters in Crime” program, featuring three mystery authors, 
was also well attended. 


With the help of a grant from the Cultural Council the youth book discussion group led by Franny 
Huberman continues to grow throughout the year. Kate Basler provided stories and craft at the library 
for the Monterey school on a regular basis. A poetry slam was hosted for the area on May 10 and of the 
thirteen poets participating, eight were from Monterey. Denise Andrus presented Saturday programs 
connected with seasonal holidays. A bench in memory of Anne Marie Makuc was placed in the back of 
the library facing the river. It was purchased with donations made by library patrons and friends 


The most dramatic change for the library was the change over to the CWMARS system giving patrons 
greater access to library materials throughout the state. This required a great deal of time, effort and 
fortitude on the part of our librarian, Mark Makuc, and his staff. Three trainings were given at the 
library for the director and staff which were in addition to those attended by the director and staff given 
by the state and regional library associations. 


The Board of Library Trustees would like to recognize and thank the many volunteers who enhance the 
service the library provides to the community. These include: Denise Andrus, Kate Basler, Ken 
Basler, Carole Clarin, Adam Goodman, Franny Huberman, Justin Makuc, Marya Makuc, Grace 
Mendel, Kathleen Purcell, Myrna Rosen, Michael Storch, and Kashe Wansor. As always the support 
that the library receives from the town and the patrons is much appreciated.

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Members of the board as of July 2007 were Cynthia T. Hoogs, co-chair, Brian Puntin, co-chair, 
Maggie Leonard, Stephen Rose, Laurily Epstein, Janet Cathcart, and Alan Salamon. 


The Planning Board reviewed one preliminary subdivision plan presented by Judith Bach for a 
four lot subdivision of her property on Mt. Hunger Road. Greylock Design of Lenox, MA prepared the 
plan and David Hellman, Esq. represented the applicant at the planning board meetings. The 
preliminary plan called for a subdivision road creating four lots. The plan was discussed over several 
meetings in the summer and fall of 2007. Several site visits were made by the PB members. The 
applicant revised to the plan based on recommendations from the board, and preliminary approval of 
the revised plan was granted in October 2007. The applicant indicated that she would return to the 
planning board sometime in 2008 with an application for the approval of a definitive subdivision plan 

for this property. No plan has been filed to date. 


The Planning Board spent several meetings reviewing and revising the proposed Common 
Driveway Bylaw. A public hearing was held on March 27, 2008 at 7:00. At this meeting, the planning 
board reviewed and incorporated recommendations from Don Torrico, the Building Commissioner and 
Maynard Forbes, the Director of Operations. After the public hearing, the planning board voted to 

forward a favorable recommendation of the revised common driveway bylaw and place it on the town 
warrant for the annual town meeting in May. At the annual town meeting the public voted to table the 
article, and recommended that the article be discussed and voted on at a special town meeting. 


Joanne Simms resubmitted her Form A plan for lots on Beartown Mountain Road. She had 
improved the road by adding culverts and gravel. The plan was approved and signed. 


In the fall of 2007 Laurily Epstein and Janet Cathcart resigned from the Board. They were 
valuable assets to the board and we were very fortunate to have them as members. With their 
resignations, it left the board with only five members until the town election in May, 2008. The Board 
was unable to hold most of its meetings and conduct business between Dec. 2007 and May 2008, due 
to a lack of a quorum of planning board members. Following the town election in May, 2008, Larry 
Klein and John Sellew joined the Planning Board. There was discussion about the possibility of going 
back to a five member board, in light of the fact that the board has not had a full membership of seven 
people in the last few years. Such a change would require a vote at town meeting. 


The Planning Board discussed the development of a Master Plan for the town. Board members 
have had several meetings with the Berkshire Regional Planning Commission to discuss the purpose, 
the advantages and the necessity of creating a plan for the town, the process including public input, the 
writing of such a Master Plan, and the costs involved in creating a plan. No decisions have been made.

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SELECT BOARD REPORT 


On behalf of the town of Monterey, the Select Board would like to take this opportunity to thank 
Michael Storch for his three years of service and to congratulate Scott Jensen on his election to the 
Board. 


Southern Berkshire Regional School District 


Much of the energy expended by the Select Board in fiscal year (FY) 2008 concerned the Southern 
Berkshire Regional School District’s (SBRSD) half-century-old Regional Agreement. 


In March 2007, the SBRSD FY08 budget was certified by the school committee by vote of 8-1 and 
sent to the towns for inclusion on their warrants. 


On April 2, the Sheffield Select Board voted to place articles on its warrant that would fund its 
minimum contribution using the statutory method instead of the Regional Agreement’s per-pupil 
alternate method. The statutory formula, which uses a town’s number of pupils, property valuations, 
and incomes to determine an assessment, reduced Sheffield’s obligation by $320,000 and shifted this 
amount in varying sums to three of the other four district towns. (Alford’s assessment under the 
statutory method was also reduced by a small amount.) 


The Sheffield Select Board’s vote was made in light of regulations promulgated by the Department of 
Education (DOE) on January 23 clarifying that regional agreements using alternate assessment 
methods must have annual approval of all district member towns. The Sheffield Select Board sent a 
letter to the district asserting that the Regional Agreement was “no longer valid or enforceable.” 


After a subsequent five-town meeting at which the Sheffield Select Board’s claim was successfully 
challenged, the Sheffield Select Board agreed to put both assessment methods on its town warrant for 
voters’ consideration. 


At the May 2007 annual meetings of the district towns, Alford, Egremont, Monterey, and New 
Marlborough passed articles supporting the Regional Agreement and approved their assessments using 
the alternate method. The town of Sheffield approved its assessment using the statutory method. Since 
using the alternate method requires approval of all member towns, the school budget failed. 


The Sheffield Select Board voted at a subsequent meeting not to reappoint two of its school committee 
members who supported the school budget. 


On June 27, the five towns met with the DOE to try to resolve the budget impasse before the July 1 
certification deadline. In question was the legality of the agreement, except in the case of the operating 
assessment method, in which case DOE regulations supersede the agreement. No course of action 
resulted from the meeting. 


The SBRSD administration then successfully lobbied the DOE to extend the deadline for FY08 


certification beyond July 1st and to allow the school to assess the five towns 1/12th of the proposed 
FY08 budget (now the “interim” budget) each month until the issue was resolved. 
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The DOE announced that “pothole” grants would be available to reimburse towns negatively affected 
by the change in assessment method. Monterey applied for a grant to reimburse the town the additional 
$68,852 it would owe under the statutory method. 


In the meantime, the DOE allowed the SBRSD administration to recertify the FY08 interim budget 
using the statutory method without a school committee vote. The administration then pressed the towns) 
to hold special town meetings to approve the FY08 interim budget in order to avoid a DOE takeover of 
the district on December 1.

In response, Monterey requested the school committee propose to amend the Regional Agreement’s 
capital cost assessment method from equalized value (EQV) to per-pupil, the method most commonly 
used by regional agreements. Monterey has paid 20% to 24% of the bond on the Sheffield campus 
when it has only 9% to 11% of the enrollment in the district and 3% enrollment on the Sheffield 
campus. Alford, Egremont, and New Marlborough, which also pay more under the EQV method than 
they would under the per-pupil method, supported the request. 


The school committee declined to take any action regarding amendments to the capital cost assessment 
method in the Regional Agreement. 


On August 21, the DOE announced a pothole grant had been approved for Monterey in the amount of | 
$34,000, roughly 50% of the town’s additional assessment of $68,852 owed under the statutory 
method. 


At the September 7th Monterey special town meeting, voters overwhelmingly rejected Article 3, which’ 
asked the town to appropriate an additional $68,852 for the school operating budget using the statutory » 
assessment method. The vote was 8-93. 


On September 11, Representative Smitty Pignatelli contacted the five towns and offered the services of | 
the Massachusetts Office of Dispute Resolution (MODR) for mediation at Berkshire South on 
September 24 at a cost of $120 per town. The towns of Monterey and New Marlborough requested the 
meeting be delayed until after the New Marlborough special town meeting. Rep. Pignatelli agreed. 
Mediation was rescheduled for October 25. 


On October 9, New Marlborough rejected the recertified budget. The town also voted to appropriate 
$100,000 for potential legal expenses related to the Regional Agreement. 


Lacking approval of four of five district towns (two-thirds being required for the statutory method), the 
budget failed again and was sent back to the school committee for reconsideration. 


On October 17, the towns received the wording of emergency regulations pertaining to DOE oversight 
of school districts without budgets approved by December 1. The new regulations limited the DOE’s 
oversight to fiscal control, allowing the school committee to remain in place, but required most 
financial decisions to be subject to DOE approval. 


The next day, on its second attempt to certify the interim FY08 budget, the school committee voted 6-4 
in favor of using the alternate assessment method and voted 4-6 in favor of using the state’s statutory 
method. Because certification requires two-thirds for approval, no budget was passed and the school 
committee declared itself at an impasse. 
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t the October 25 five-town mediation session, town representatives restated their positions, but no 
olutions were offered and no progress was made. Instead, on behalf of the towns and the district, 
ODR offered to draft a fact-finding letter requesting clarification of the legality of the Regional 
greement and of the DOE’s role in recognizing any future agreements. The DOE was also invited to 
ttend a second meeting, scheduled for November 29 and open to the public, at which the DOE’s 
sition would be discussed. The exacting wording of the fact-finding letter was hammered out over 
ine days by the five towns and MODR before being sent to the DOE. 


n November 27, the DOE replied to the fact-finding letter, reiterating its position regarding operating 
sessment methods. Regulations promulgated in the 1993 Education Reform Law required regional 
istricts to use a wealth-based formula (statutory) for its minimum contribution, and this formula 
uperseded alternate assessment methods. In 1995, after protests from many districts using alternate 

sessment methods, the law was amended to allow districts to use alternate assessment methods if all 
member towns agreed annually. This meant that the Regional Agreement and the interim regional 
agreements of 1999 and 2001 (using a 10-year rolling enrollment average) were valid, but DOE 
regulations regarding assessment methods superseded them. 


After much deliberation, the November 29 public meeting was postponed so the towns could absorb 
the DOE response. The five towns agreed to meet together on December 6 to discuss other related 
issues. 


On November 30, Representative Smitty Pignatelli’s office sent out a letter announcing that the public 
meeting was rescheduled for December 10, to be moderated by MODR at a cost of $500. The DOE 


would attend. 


On December 3, Jeffrey Nellhaus, Acting Commissioner of Education, sent a letter to the chairman of 
the school committee stating that the DOE was taking over the district and would certify the FY08 
budget at the amount originally passed by the school committee in March. This was the first time the 
DOE had ever taken control of a school district. 


Ironically, the DOE took over SBRSD, the first regional district created in the state. 
On December 6, the five towns discussed a range of issues, including mediation options. 


At the December 10 public meeting, the DOE’s position was clarified once again. Rep. Pignatelli and 
Senator Downing attended. There was informal discussion of legislators proposing emergency 
legislation to resolve the impasse. 


The next day the five towns agreed to investigate the full-day mediation format used in prior 
negotiations in which town leaders were sequestered in rooms at Mr. Everett and the mediator went 
from room to room until an agreement was made. The towns also began to study the wording of other 
district agreements. 


On December 27, the five towns met in executive session to discuss mediation. It was agreed to 


interview mediators and proceed with an all-day format. It was also agreed to form an exploratory 
committee to research a merger of SBRSD and BHRSD, and/or share resources. 
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The next day the school committee chairman requested the five towns delay forming an exploratory 
committee because the districts already shared many resources and the school committee should be 
included in any merger talks. 


On December 28, the Sheffield town manager communicated that he had contacted the three towns of 
BHRSD regarding a possible merger. 


On January 7, 2008, the five towns were informed by the administration that it also had been in contact 
with BHRSD regarding collaboration and would send along a report. 


On January 9, the New Marlborough Select Board voted to file suit against Sheffield for breach of : 
contract. In response, Sheffield stated it was uncomfortable with the threat of litigation and would not : 
attend mediation. It was noted, however, that New Marlborough had voted to appropriate $100,000 for’ 
litigation back in May 2007. : 


On January 14, mediation was cancelled. 

On January 23, Alford and Monterey proposed a meeting with Egremont and New Marlborough to ask 
New Marlborough to officially delay its suit in the interest of mediation. Sheffield volunteered to sit 
out the meeting. The meeting took place on January 30, and New Marlborough agreed to consider 
delaying the suit. 


Meanwhile, on January 31, the school committee confirmed that $256,000 in reductions in staffing __ 
were proposed for the upcoming FY09 operating budget, and the administration would be reducing the : 
number of classes in several grades at the elementary school, resulting in class sizes of 24 pupils or 
larger. The Monterey Select Board and Finance Committee immediately wrote a letter to SBRSD and — 
the other district towns protesting. 


On February 5, the school committee voted in executive session to retain the class cuts proposed by the 
finance subcommittee despite public outcry. 


On February 6, the school committee once again heard protests about the proposed budget. The 
committee then dissolved the finance subcommittee and agreed to reevaluate the budget as a full 
committee. | 


Also on February 6, an email was sent to Rep. Pignatelli requesting help encouraging Sheffield and 
New Marlborough to agree to mediation. 


On February 12, Rep. Pignatelli emailed that he believed wording for a vote on delaying the suit in 
New Marlborough may have been worked out to both towns’ satisfaction. 


However, the two towns did not come to an agreement and the effort to mediate was lost. 
At the February 12 budget workshop, the school committee took no comments from the public and 


stated that the proposed budget would remain unchanged. The committee then went into executive 
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Also on February 12, a Sheffield resident announced his intention to petition for a change in the 
method of selecting school committee members from appointive to elective and received Monterey’s 
full support. 


On February 14, the superintendent announced that the three elementary school teaching positions had 
been reinstated. Then the school committee failed to adopt the FY09 operating budget of $12,769,088 
by a vote of 3-6. A motion to add $50,000 was then passed, and the FY09 operating budget was 
tentatively adopted at $12,846,088 by a 6-3 vote. 


On March 6, the school committee voted 6-3 to add another $50,415 to the FY09 operating budget to 
compensate for the finance subcommitte’s initial, inadequate recommendations. Then a motion to 
certify the $12,896,503 FY09 operating budget failed by a vote of 6-3, two-thirds being required. 


Thus, the SBRSD school committee failed to certificate the FY09 operating budget, and the state 
would remain in control of the district. 


On April 3, the DOE certified the FY09 operating budget at $12,896,088, $415 less than the amount 
the school committee had passed by a vote of 6-3 but failed to certify by a vote of 6-3. 


In related news, at the request of the school committee, the Monterey Select Board agreed to put an 
article on the town warrant to see if the town would close the Monterey School. 


On May 3, Monterey held a special town meeting at 9AM in which the town voted to transfer $34,852 
from free cash in order to pay the remaining balance of its FY08 school operating budget assessment 
under the statutory method. This was done under threat from the state that it would not otherwise allow 
the town to set its tax rate. 


At Monterey’s annual town meeting that followed, the town approved its statutory assessment of the 
FY09 operating budget as certified by the DOE at an additional $77,230 over what the assessment 
would have been using the agreement’s alternate assessment method. 

The town also voted to elect school committee members, and voted to keep the Monterey School open. 
At other annual town meetings, all four towns also voted to elect school committee members and 
approved their assessments of the FY09 operating budget as certified by the DOE. In addition, the 


town of Sheffield passed an override of $100,000 to meet its assessment of the school budget. 


On July 10, the school committee reported it had received a letter from the Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education releasing SBRSD from financial oversight of that office. 


As of this writing the following has happened: the state fast-tracked approval of elected school 
committee members, allowing ballots to be printed for the elections in November. All five towns voted 


for all ten positions and we now have an elected school committee. 


Congratulations to all on this success. 
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Salt Shed 


The EPA requires municipalities to cover salt and sand to protect the environment. While we applaud 
the intention, this is an unfunded federal mandate. In the 1980s, Massachusetts implemented a grant 
program to fund the construction of salt sheds. However, when Monterey requested these funds, the 
town was denied because we used “too little” salt. (Go figure.) Since then we have had to make do 
using an old, open equipment shed which neither protects the environment nor allows our road crew to 
load salt under cover. We lose approximately $10,000 a year in salt due to waste and run-off. 


When the EPA required all Massachusetts municipalities to apply for a “permit to pollute,” we did so 
and had five years to comply. Thereafter, we could be.fined heavily. We have spent the money needed 
to engineer the shed and to meet the requirements of federal, state and local regulations. We are ready 
to build. 


However, the cost of a salt shed that meets the EPA’s requirements is now well over $300,000, and we 
feel that is simply too much to spend on an unfunded mandate without state aid. It is approximately 10 
percent of our gross annual budget and more than a third of our education budget. To spend this much 

money on a salt shed instead of teachers’ salaries and school programs is unpalatable at best. 


In the spring of 2007, we began to inquire about state funding. We were initially told that no new 
bonds would be issued for such expenditures. We invited our local state representatives to town and 
explained that we were coming up to our deadline and needed help. We also suggested many other 
towns in our representatives’ districts were in a similar situation. Their permits to pollute were 
expiring, or they had never applied. In response, our legislators asked us to gather data on neighboring) 
towns, but few were willing to speak openly. : 


In May of 2007, after the town voted to borrow $300,000 for a salt shed if and only if no federal or : 
state funding could be found, we once again asked our legislators for help. They took information : 
about the shed and the EPA’s mandate. In the meantime, the Patrick administration floated the idea of 
a new transportation bond. We pressed our legislators to include a request from Monterey for $300,000 
for the salt shed. 


By the end of FY08, the House had passed the bond bill with our request included. 


As of this writing the following has happened: over the summer the Senate failed to include our 
request. We then lobbied the Conference Committee, which reinserted the request. The bond bill : 
passed, and we began lobbying Governor Patrick and the Secretary of Transportation to release the 

funds. However, there are approximately seven times more requests in the bond than money to lend. 


In January 2009, the Secretary of Transportation resigned. We are now lobbying the new secretary. 
Excess Levy Capacity 

In FY06, Monterey had only $1,171 in excess levy capacity. This is the difference between the levy : 
limit, defined by Proposition 2 1/2 as the maximum amount the town can levy without an override, ane 


the town’s actual levy (budget). In 2006, the town passed a $300,000 override to allow us to continue | 
to fund our budgets going forward. 
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Our FY07 excess levy capacity was $300,477. In FY08, it was $309,568. This means we actually 
increased our levy capacity, partly due to paying off the lease on the new fire truck and Phase II of the 
town hall renovation. 


However, our FY09 excess levy capacity is $193,660. This drop is due to the winter maintenance 
deficit of $109,203, caused by last winter’s storms. 


As of this writing we’re having another bad winter, and the current recession may force us to use more 
of that override money in coming years as state aid is cut. Monterey is better positioned to weather 
these storms than many other towns. But our excess levy capacity is a measure that must be taken into 
account when building future budgets.

During the 2007-08 school year, the Southern Berkshire Regional School District celebrated academic 
success in mathematics which ranked the District 2" in Berkshire County for student performance. 

Student performance in language arts, science, and social studies. combined with math, makes SBRSD 
highly desirable for parents seeking academic excellence for their students. Student performance is 

reported by the Massachusetts Department of Education (MADOE) Report Card and can be viewed on 
the SBRSD Web page at www.sbrsd.org. Congratulations to the students, teachers, administrators and : 
staff who consistently strive for excellence. | 


On December 1, 2007, the MADOE, per the recently amended 603 CMR 41, became the District’s 
overseer for finances. The Commissioner of Education also charged the School Committee to do a 
study and submit their findings and conclusions to him by December 1, 2008. The three issues to be 
studied are: | 


° Elementary school consolidation; 
° Participation in the state Group Insurance Commission program; 
°° Consolidation of central office operations with one or more neighboring districts under 


a superintendency union. 


The District has been working to address all three issues, and welcomes the opportunity to formalize 
the study and prepare a report. 


FY 2009 Proposed Budget: 

In March of 2008, unable to attain the 2/3 majority necessary to send the proposed FY 2009 budget to 
the taxpayers, the School Committee submitted its budget (passed by a 6-3 vote) to the Commissioner 
of Education for amendments, additions, or approval. The Commissioner approved sending a budget 
in the amount of $14,985,438 to the towns to request the taxpayers’ approval at their annual town 
meetings. The budget will be assessed to the towns using the statutory method. 


2007-2008 


Student enrollment increased slightly. The District continues to reflect on successful practices and. 
strives to improve the public relations. 


The New Marlborough faculty and parents continue to successfully promote their school and 
attract new students. New Marlborough Central is open as a full multi-age PreK-4 school. 
Teachers worked over the summer to prepare the curriculum and have participated in relevant 
professional development throughout the year. 

Future Farmers of America (FFA) created an exciting stir throughout the middle school and high 
school. A proposal was submitted and approved by the superintendent and school committee to 
bring goats and ducks on campus to expand the agricultural hands-on learning experience. 
Community members associated with agriculture were invited to attend a meeting as advisors. 
Mt. Everett was pleased to welcome over twenty members of the community, including many 
alumni. 


Mt. Everett and Undermountain students take the care of the environment seriously. Students 
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raised salmon and successfully released them in the waterways of the Berkshires. It is a great 
learning project that united our students for an important resource. 


KiDmocracy sent the Superintendent to Egypt as an ambassador to meet with administrators, 
educators in Alexandria, Cairo, Luich. The Superintendent introduced Egyptian students to Mt. 
Everett and the U.S.A. at six schools located in Cairo and Alexandria. 


Students and teachers from Egypt spent two weeks with Mt. Everett middle school families. The 
importance of building global understanding and relationships is critical to the education of our 
children. 


Mr. Devoti, Mt. Everett Principal, and Mr. Mike Farmer, KiDmocracy Coordinator, also traveled 
to Egypt to work on establishing a sister program with one of Egypt’s most interesting and 
excellent schools. The headmaster/principal approved in theory of the concept of an ongoing 
exchange. Mr. Devoti & Mr. Farmer have developed the concept and details and will work with 
AERHO to advance this opportunity. 


The School Committee proactively supported the faculty and administration through the budget 
process on the issues of a full-time math coach. SBRSD looks forward to an innovative model 
which will help teachers and students. 


The District has implemented a new software program for curriculum. The ATLAS program 
allows teachers to take previous work and cut and paste it into this new format. It is expected this 
will maximize the teachers’ time and focus all work that can be accessed across grade levels. 
Another exciting technological advancement.

“Section II. Definitions __ 
Common Driveway: A private roadway shall be considered a common driveway when said road is 
used to provide access to two or more building lots. A common driveway will begin where it accesses 
approved public ways and ends at the property line of the last lot being served. 
Section VII. General Regulations 
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A private roadway shall be considered a common driveway when said road is used to provide access to 
two or more building lots. A common driveway will begin where it accesses approved public ways and 
ends at the property line of the last lot being served. 

All common driveways shall have a common driveway permit issued by the Planning board. Building 
Commissioner shall be enforcement officer of Common Driveway Bylaw. Common driveway permit 
applicant must obtain a permit for “Access to a Public Way” from the Highway Superintendent to 
determine the most appropriate location of “curb cut” on town road. 

Approval of common driveway does not constitute acceptance of said common driveway as an 
approved town road. Common driveways do not constitute road frontage and all lots served by a 
common driveway must have such road frontage on an approved town road or an approved subdivision 
road as required by the Monterey Zoning Bylaws. 
Approval of a common driveway permit does not constitute approval from the Conservation 
Commission under the Wetlands Protection Act or the Scenic Mountains Act. Each lot served by the 
common driveway must have a permanent access to the Common Driveway pursuant to an Easement 
Agreement. The Easement Agreement is to be recorded with the common driveway permit in the 
Southern Berkshire Registry of Deeds or with the Land Court where appropriate. Owners of all lots 
served by a common driveway shall be required to be members of a maintenance association whose 
purpose is to provide maintenance of the common driveway as required, which shall include but not 
limited to snow plowing, road maintenance, maintaining drainage structures and 

maintaining design specifications. This maintenance association must be created by a Maintenance 
Association Agreement. This Maintenance Association Agreement is to be recorded with the Southern 
Berkshire Registry of Deeds or Land Court where appropriate. 


Design Standards of Common driveway serving two to four lots 
Common driveways serving two to four lots shall have the following minimum construction standards. 
1) Fourteen (14) foot minimum width of travel way plus two feet additional on each side for 
shoulders. 
2) Maximum length is 600 feet from access to public way to property line of last lot served. 
3) Common driveway will have 12” of 1 ” processed gravel as a sub-base. 
4) Average grade of 10% or less and shall not exceed 12% at any point. 
5) Signage/Lot & House numbers 
6) Staging area 40 feet in length by 20 wide at street line

Any common driveway serving nine lots or more shall be designed in accordance with Monterey 
Subdivision Standards IV, V and VI. 
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| Additional Requirements 
The common driveway shall be sufficiently constructed for access to a building lot before issuance of 
|any building permit for a structure on that lot. The Building Commissioner may, at his discretion, 
request a review of the common driveway by the Highway Superintendent prior to issuance of a 
building permit. This is to ensure that the driveway has been constructed according to the common 
driveway permit specifications and provides safe access to the property for all emergency vehicles. 


No certificate of occupancy shall be issued for a residence served by a common driveway until the 
Planning Board certifies in writing that the common driveway has been completed in accordance with 
the standards of this section.

| After an initial attempt to pass over this article, a motion was made and seconded to drop “Town 
Moderator” from the proposed bylaw at his request, approved by a voice vote. A motion was then 
made and seconded to change the word “minutes” to the term “votes” and the terms “kept by” changed 
to “recorded by”.

The purpose of the bylaw amendment is to recognize that when a non-municipal educational or 
religious institution has a property line that is the road line they do not have to have a two-hundred 
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foot buffer zone from their own road line. The Planning Board could see that there could | 
potentially be a 400” buffer zone from a building across the road from another building. The original 


intent of the bylaw was to insure a buffer zone around the perimeter of the property.” : 


After discussion of possible unintended consequences and the original intent of this part of the Zoning © 
Bylaws, the question was called by a vote of 49 yes and 1 no. 

The counted vote to approve this change to the Bylaws was by a vote of 31 yes and 15 no. The article 
was passed with a 2/3 majority. 


ARTICLE 28. The Town did not vote to accept the following Citizen Petition: 


“To see if the Town will vote to direct the Select Board to direct the Police Chief to have a Town 
Police person that is on duty direct traffic to protect pedestrians in the area of the Monterey General 
Store on weekends and holidays from the beginning of Memorial Day weekend until the end of Labor 
Day weekend and Columbus Day weekend from the hours of 8:30am until 11:00am.” After much 
discussion, it was noted that this is a parking problem, not a policing problem. The Police Chief noted 
that we cannot easily use the officer on duty to direct traffic since we do not have cell coverage there 
but only by radio. The counted vote on this article was 14 yes and 36 no. The motion failed. 


There being no further business brought to the Town Meeting, a motion to adjourn was entertained and 
passed unanimously at 1:25PM. The polls continued open until 6:30PM.

Articles 23 and 27 - I return with the approval of this Office the amendments to the town by-laws 
adopted under these Articles on the warrant for the Monterey annual town meeting that convened on 
May 5, 2007. 


Article 27 - The amendments adopted under this Article amend Section VI C. "Non-municipal 
Educational or Religious Use" regulations. Specifically, the amendments delete text from 
Section VI C (3), "Setbacks" so that the text provides as follows: 


3. Setback - two hundred foot (200') buffer surrounding the property to be kept undeveloped except fro 
entrance and exit roadways, driveways and walkways, measured from the boundary of any abutter, but 
excluding roadlines where both sides of the road are owned by the same non-municipal educational or 
religious institution. 


In approving the amendments adopted under Article 27 and our review of the existing text of Section 
VI.C, we remind the town of the protections accorded to certain religious and educational uses under 
G.L. c. 40A, § 3. 


General Laws Chapter 40A, Section 3, provides that towns cannot prohibit, regulate, or restrict the 
use of land or structures for religious purposes and educational purposes, but authorizes the 
reasonable regulation of such uses in exactly eight areas as indicated by the text underlined below. 


Specifically, Section 3 provides in pertinent part: 


No zoning ... by-law shall prohibit, regulate or restrict the use of land or structures for religious purposes or 


for educational purposes on land owned or leased by the commonwealth or any of its agencies, subdivisions 


\or bodies politic or by a religious sect or denomination, or by a nonprofit educational corporation; provided, 


however, that such land or structures may be subject to reasonable regulations concerning the bulk and 


height of structures and determining yard sizes, lot area, setbacks, open space, parking and building 


coverage requirements .... 


\|As stated in more detail above, G.L. c. 40A, § 3, provides exemptions from local zoning for the 


use of land or structures for educational purposes and child care facilities, but authorizes the 


|reasonable regulation of such uses in exactly eight areas. Such uses may be subject to reasonable 
\regulations pertaining to bulk and height of structures, yard size, lot area, setbacks, open space, 
parking, and building coverage requirements. We caution the town that, as applied, the 
\requirements of Section VII.C and, specifically, Section V1.C (3) must be reassessed for 


reasonableness before they are applied to any specific use that enjoys the protections accorded 


junder G.L. c. 40A, § 3.

REPORT ON THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING OF THE TOWN OF 
MONTEREY, SEPTEMBER 7, 2007 


This is to certify that on Friday, September 7, 2007 at 7:00 o’clock in the evening, a Special Town 
Meeting of the Town of Monterey was convened in the Monterey Fire Company, Ltd. Firehouse, with 
105 of 634 voters attending the meeting, and took the following action on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. The Town reconsidered the “Right to Farm” bylaw unanimously approved at the 

Annual Town Meeting of 2006, but disapproved by the Attorney General due to a technicality in 

availability of the bylaw text at the time. After discussion of the advantages of this bylaw, which 

centered around the fact the bylaw includes a method involving the Agricultural Commission and the 

Board of Health in settling disputes involving agriculture, the bylaw was passed by voice vote: 
Unanimously 


ARTICLE 2. There was no discussion concerning the payment of $4922.28 for access work 
performed in fiscal 2007 at the Town Offices. The payment was approved: 
Unanimously

ARTICLE 3. Concerning a vote to raise and appropriate $68,852.00 for the corrected net operating 
{budget of the Southern Berkshire Regional School District using the statutory method of assessment of 
lthe Department of Education, discussion centered around three issues: finances, strategy and fairness. 
‘With regard to the background, it was noted that the district agreement for finance was set 53 years 
ago, amended most recently with an agreement in 2001 that was to carry us to the year 2011. By those 
agreements, only four of the five towns in our regional district needed to approve a budget. More 
recently, state regulations call for a change in understandings whereby no town of the regional school 
district can refuse a budget. Sheffield, it was argued, decided to defeat the agreement by operating 
junder the state regulation, and set their warrant in such a manner that the wording called for an 
override of their levy limit. The other towns had already voted in favor of their share of the budget 
under the agreement, based on a formula involving valuation of the town, average income in the town, 
and the number of pupils sent to the district as a minimum, and going beyond that formula being 
allowable with a 4/5 vote of the five towns. 


It was noted that, in terms of lack of fairness to its own voters, Sheffield’s warrant wording did not 
allow for any changes from the floor in the dollar amounts noted in the four warrant articles they used. 


The meeting was informed of the presumed intent of the Department of Education to encourage every 
regional school funding in the state to be calculated by a standardized statutory system developed 
through their regulations, despite existing regional agreements calling for a different funding formula. 


In addition, it was noted that this change involves an increase this year of 8% over the budget we 
already passed, and that we can expect each year out to be at least .75 more than what we expected. 
This permanent change in an assessment formula means that our calculated levy limit, which we 
recently raised to avoid overrides, will be raised in five years, with the expectation that the levy limit 
will need to be raised by a similar amount on a regular basis since it is far more than the 2 2% we 
normally allow for budget increases without an override. 


It was argued that if the Town were to accept the new formula for funding the regional school by 
accepting this addition, it would be permanent acceptance of the statutory method of funding 
‘advocated by the Department of Education. Under the old agreement, if New Marlborough also were 
|to vote down their increased assessment, the budget would go back to the School Committee. They 
‘would have to derive a new budget and hope four of five towns would pass the new budget. As for the 
Committee, a vote for a new budget would require a 7 to 3 vote. In the four towns other than 
\Sheffield, we have only 6 votes. And if there is an impasse regarding the budget, the Department of 
|Education will be required to step in and determine a budget. However, since the Department has 
‘already approved the previous budget, despite our current situation, they have agreed to provide 1/12 
\funding in each of the months this fiscal year. Furthermore, as they apparently have never taken over a 
\regional budget, it is less likely that amount would be affected. 


|As for fairness, the argument was made that the capital bond for school improvements was made under 
jour agreement. We were the first district, it was argued, to write a regional agreement of the sort. In 
only one other district in the State is the equalized valuation system of that agreement used. Under it, 
|Monterey has paid between $50,000 and $150,000 more per annum than we should have paid. As such, 
and asking for fairness, Monterey needs to change the way we pay for the capital budget. Monterey 
|would not have a venue for such change if our vote were to favor the Department of Education’s 
statutory method. So, were Sheffield to prefer the agreement’s method of paying for capital expenses, 
it should support the agreement’s method of paying for operating expenses. 


fe 


Asked who declared our agreement invalid, the answer was that the Department of Education argues 
their regulation supersedes our agreement. It is equally true that if New Marlborough votes in favor of 
the statutory agreement, our negative vote would make no difference to this proposed increased 
assessment. 


Asked what would happen to the School Committee were the Department of Education to take over the: 
district, the voters were informed that the state would dissolve the committee but could talk to the 
members, and that the budget would be secure. Next year the Department would prepare the budget, 
but presumably would not prepare cuts. 


Valerie Spriggs, Superintendent of the Regional District, noted that next year we would not have a 
pothole grant of nearly 50% of the assessment under the statutory agreement. She noted that those at 
the Department of Education she talked with spoke only that they “most likely” would maintain our 
overall budget. She noted that the School Committee has focused on excellence and on increasing the 
number of students (up by 19 over last year). She urged the voters to consider the loss of policy a 
negative vote would entail. 


Christine Regan of the School District spoke to the fact the Department of Education was convinced 
that the income level of Sheffield is lower than the other towns, and that value of their property was 
less than the other towns. She noted that if all five towns agree we can revert to the older agreement 
we had from the statutory, and that we might get pothole grants in the future according to what she was 
told. She noted that in any event we would be paying the statutory for two years, and that the State 
might take back the pothole grant they offered:if New Marlborough were also to vote against the 
statutory method. 


By way of an answer it was noted that Sheffield would still control the School Committee, that we 

would have no bargaining chips if the statutory funds were to be voted, and that once the bonds for the 
new school were paid in 2011, more capital improvements would be waiting in the wings under the olc 
formula. The Department of Revenue’s figures for assessed valuations show very close figures in all 
the towns except Alford, although it was argued that Sheffield has an industrial base and is some three : 
times larger. 


Queried as to why going forward it was assumed Monterey’s valuation would not increase, it was 
noted that our levy limit per annum under Proposition 2 % is $65, 000 and new growth averages to 
$40,000 per annum. The new assessments would override the new growth on a continuing basis. 


At this point in the discussion, Valerie Zantay asked for a secret ballot to decide the outcome of the 
vote. This was seconded, and by hand count of 53 yes and 46 no, the motion was carried. 


Maryellen Brown and Daniel Moriarty of the Finance Committee spoke to the fact that Sheffield needs 
to be brought to the table to resolve financial issues, and that a vote in the negative here seems the only 
way we can achieve that goal. The children will be cared for, but funding needs to be equitable and 
ethical. Valerie Spriggs noted that if the School Committee decides to cut $700,000 from the budget, 
we would need to return to a vote and would have to be very thoughtful at that point. By way of an 
answer, it was noted that Sheffield would need seven votes of the School Committee and four of five 
towns to approve that decrease. 
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A motion to move the question was seconded and considered, and by unanimous voice vote a secret 
ballot was taken and tabulated. The result of that balloting was a vote to disapprove Article 3 by a vote 
lof: ;

Town of Monterey Right to Farm By-law 


Section 1 Legislative Purpose and intent 
The purpose and intent of this By-law is to state with emphasis the Right to Farm accorded to all citizens of the 
Commonwealth under Article 97, of the Constitution, and all state statutes and regulations thereunder including 
but not limited to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 40A, Section 3, Paragraph 1; Chapter 90, Section 9, 
Chapter 111, Section 125A and Chapter 128 Section IA. We the citizens of Monterey restate and republish 
these rights pursuant to the Town's authority conferred by Article 89 of the Articles of Amendment of the 
Massachusetts Constitution, ("Home Rule Amendment"). This General By-law encourages the pursuit of 
agriculture, promotes agriculture-based economic opportunities, and protects farmlands within the Town of 
Monterey by allowing agricultural uses and related activities to function with minimal conflict with abutters 
and Town agencies. This By-law shall apply to all jurisdictional areas within the Town. 


Section 2 Definitions 
The word "farm" shall include any parcel or contiguous parcels of land, or water bodies used for the primary 
purpose of commercial agriculture, or accessory thereto. The words "farming or "agriculture" or their 
derivatives shall include,, but not be limited. to the following: 
* farming in all its branches and the cultivation and tillage of the soil; 
* dairying; 
* production, cultivation,, growing, and harvesting of any agricultural, aquacultural, 
floricultural, viticultural, or horticultural commodities; 
° — growing and harvesting of forest products upon forest land, and any other forestry or 
lumbering operations; 
* raising of livestock including horses; 
* keeping of horses as a commercial enterprise; and keeping and raising of poultry, swine, cattle, sheep, 
ratites (such as emus, ostriches and rheas) and camelids (such as llamas and camels), and other domesticated 
animals for food and other agricultural purposes, including bees and fur-bearing animals. 


"Farming" shall encompass activities including, but not limited to, the following: 
operation and transportation of slow-moving farm equipment over roads within the town; 


scontrol of pests, including, but not limited to, insects, weeds, predators and disease organism of 
plants and animals; 


eapplication of manure, fertilizers and pesticides; 


«conducting agriculture-related educational and farm-based recreational activities, provided that 
the activities are related to marketing the agricultural output or services of the farm. 
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* processing and packaging of the agricultural output of the farm and the operation of a 
farmer's market or farm stand including signage thereto; 


emaintenance, repair, or storage of seasonal equipment, or apparatus owned or leased by the farm 
owner or manager used expressly for the purpose of propagation, processing, management, or sale of 
the agricultural products; and 


on-farm relocation of earth and the clearing of ground for farming operation 


*construction and use of farm structures and facilities for the storage of animal wastes, farm 
equipment, pesticides, fertilizers, agricultural products and livestock, for the processing of animal 
wastes and agricultural products, for the sale of agricultural products, and for the use of farm labor, as 
permitted by local and state building codes and regulations; including construction and maintenance of 
fences. 


Section 3 Right To Farm Declaration 

The Right to Farm is hereby recognized to exist within the Town of Monterey. The above-described agricultural 
activities may occur on holidays, weekdays, and weekends by night or day and shall include the attendant 
incidental noise, odors, dust, and fumes associated with normally accepted agricultural practices. It is hereby © 
determined that whatever impact may be caused to others through the normal practice of agriculture is more 
than offset by the benefits of farming to the neighborhood, community, and society in general. The benefits and 
protections of this By-law are intended to apply exclusively to those commercial agricultural and farming 
operations and activities conducted in accordance with generally accepted agricultural practices. Moreover, 
nothing in this Right to Farm By-law shall be deemed as acquiring any interest in land, or as imposing any land use 
regulation, which is properly the subject of state statute, regulation, or local zoning law. This by-law does not 
supersede local, state or federal laws or regulations. 


Section 4 Effective Date 


This by-law becomes effective upon filing with the Massachusetts Attorney General. 


Section 5 Disclosure 
The following notice shall be prominently posted on the town hall notice board and be made available for 
inspection and copying at the office of the Town Clerk. 


"It is the policy of this community to conserve, protect and encourage the maintenance and improvement of 
agricultural land for the production of food, and other agricultural products, and also for its natural and 
ecological value. This notice is to inform buyers or occupants that the property they are about to buy or occupy 
lies within a town where farming activities occurs. Such farming activities may include, but are not limited to, 
activities that cause noise, dust and odors. Buyers or occupants are also informed that the location of property 
within the Town of Monterey may be affected by commercial agricultural operations" 


Section 6 Resolution of Disputes 

Any person who seeks to complain about the operation of a farm may, notwithstanding pursuing any other 
available remedy, file a grievance with the Agricultural Commission. The filing of the grievance does not 
suspend the time within which to pursue any other available remedies that the aggrieved may have. The 
Zoning Enforcement Officer or Select Board may forward a copy of the grievance to the Agricultural 
Commission or its agent, which shall review and facilitate the resolution of the grievance, and report its 
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recommendations to the referring Town authority within an agreed upon time frame. The Board of Health, 
except in cases of imminent danger or public health risk, may forward a copy of the grievance to the Agricultural _ 
Commission or its agent, which shall review 

and facilitate the resolution of the grievance, and report its recommendations to the Board of Health within an 
agreed upon time frame.

Section 7 Severability Clause | 
If any part of this By-law is for any reason held to be unconstitutional or invalid, such decision shall not affect the © 
remainder of this By-law. The Town of Monterey hereby declares the provisions of this By-law to be severable.

Dear Ms. Swann: 


Article 1 - ] return with the approval of this Office the amendments to the town by-laws adopted 
under this Article on the warrant for the Monterey special town meeting that convened on 
September 7, 2007, except as provided below. 


The amendments adopted under Article 1 add to the town's general by-laws a new Right to Farm 
By-law. Section 2 of the proposed by-law would have defined the term "Farming" in pertinent 
part as follows: 


"Farming" shall encompass activities including, but not limited to, the following: 

° construction and use of farm structures and facilities for the storage of animal wastes, farm 
equipment, pesticides, fertilizers, agricultural products and livestock, for the processing of animal wastes and 
agricultural products, for the sale of agricultural products, and for the use of farm labor, as permitted by local — 
and state building codes and regulations; including construction and maintenance of fences. 

(Emphasis added.) 

We disapprove and delete the above underlined text as inconsistent with the provisions of the 
State Building Code. [Disapproval # 1 of 2) Beginning with Chapter 802 of the Acts of 1972, as 
amended by Chapter 541 of the Acts of 1974, the Legislature eliminated local building codes, 
intending thereby to create a state-wide "comprehensive" state building code applicable uniformly 
throughout all the communities of the Commonwealth. Today, any town seeking to enforce 
regulations more restrictive than those currently imposed under the State Building Code must request 
that the State Board of Regulations and Standards adopt such regulation. 


G.L. c. 143, § 98. The Board will grant such a request only upon a finding, after conducting a 
public hearing, "that more restrictive standards are reasonably necessary because of special conditions 
prevailing within such city or town and that such standards conform with accepted national and local 
engineering and fire prevention practices, with public safety, and with the general purposes of a 
statewide building code. ..". Id. 
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As stated above, towns in the Commonwealth are precluded from having local "building codes." 
Thus, it is inconsistent with state law for the proposed by-law to refer to "local" building codes. 
Therefore, we disapprove and delete the above underlined text from the definition of "farming." 


We next call the town's attention to Section 4, which pertains to the effective date of the proposed 
by-law and would have provided as follows: 


This by-law becomes effective upon filing with the Massachusetts Attorney General. (Emphasis added.) 


We disapprove and delete Section 4 as inconsistent with G.L. 40, § 32. [Disapproval # 2 of 2) 
Section 32 provides in pertinent part: 


Before a by-law or an amendment thereto takes effect it shall also be published in a town bulletin or pamphlet, 
copies of which shall be posted in at least five public places in the town; and if the town is divided into 
precincts, copies shall be posted in one or more public places in each precinct of the town; or instead of such 
publishing in a town bulletin or pamphlet and such posting, copies thereof may be published at least twice at 
least one week apart in a newspaper of general 

circulation in the town. 


The effective date of a by-law is governed by Section 32. A by-law takes effect once it is approved by 
our Office and posted and published by the town clerk in accordance with Section 32. Town of 
Concord v. Attorney General, 336 Mass. 17, 20-21 (1957). The by-law amendments adopted under 
Article 1 will not take effect until all of these requirements have been satisfied. Thus, it is inconsistent 
with state law for the proposed by-law to provide that its provisions take effect upon approval by the 
Attorney General. Therefore, we disapprove and delete Section 4. 


Note: Under G.L. c. 40, § 32, neither general nor zoning by-laws take effect unless the town has first satisfied 
the posting/publishing requirements of this section. Once this statutory duty is fulfilled, (1) general by-laws 
and amendments take effect on the date that these posting and publishing requirements are satisfied unless a 
later effective date is prescribed in the by-law, and (2) zoning by-laws and amendments are deemed to have 
taken effect from the date they 

were voted by Town Meeting, unless a later effective date is prescribed in the by-law. 


If the Attorney General has disapproved and deleted one or more portions of any by-law or by-law 
amendment submitted for approval, only those portions approved are to be posted and published, pursuant 
to G.L. c. 40, § 32. We ask that you forward to us a copy of the final text of the by-law or by-law 
amendments reflecting any such deletion. It will be sufficient to send us a copy of the text posted and 
published by the Town Clerk pursuant to this statute. 


Nothing in the Attorney General's approval authorizes an exemption from any applicable state law or 
regulation governing the subject of the by-law submitted for approval.
